Dee FT E R ſo great Succeſs as the Czar | 
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to found his Empire in Blood, but was deſirous to 
cultivate the Arts of Peace for the Proſperity and 
Happineſs of his People; enlarged Major-General 
Meyerfelit, whom he had detained Priſoner for a 
ſhort Time, (on the Account mentioned in the for- 
mer Volume of this Work) with Permiſſion to go 
to the King his Maſter, and ſent the ſame King's 
Secretary, Cederhielm, to the Senate at Stockbelm, 
with very moderate Propoſals for a Treaty. Count 
Piper wrote Letters to the King on that Subject, at 
the ſame Time. 
Ihe Czar inſiſted only on the Province of Ingria, 
and Part of that of Carelia, which were already 
conquered, as a Satisfaction for the Expences of 
the War; the Fortreſs of Vhleurg for a Barrier, 
with the Town of Rexel in Eſthonia, were likewiſe 
demanded, but that only with an Intention to be 
able to abate ſomething of his firſt Demands at 
the Time the Negotiation was going on. 

The King of Sweden, diſtreſſed as he was, his 


Troops beaten, himfelf an Exile in a foreign Prince's 


Dominions, {till retained his high Spirit, or rather 
his Obſtinacy, and wrote a Letter to Count Piper, 
in which he called theſe Propoſals the impudent 
Pretenſions of a foreſworn Enemy, and ordered 
Piper in the haughty Style of a Conqueror, to take 
proper Meaſures that the Czar might ſet all his Pri- 
foners at Liberty, agreeable to the Cartel uſed be- 
tween other Powers at War; notwithſtanding he 
himſelf could never, before this Time, be prevailed 
upon to eſtabliſh ſuch a Cartel, tho the Czar had 
taken much Pains about it, by the Interpoſition of 
ſeveral States and Potentates. 

His Czariſh Majeſty, finding that no Peace was 
to be made with this raſh and implacable Enemy 
but by the Force of Arms, took proper Meaſures. 
to continue the War, and thought it would be moſt 
effectual to carry it into the King of Sweden s own 
Dominions. He gave freſh Orders to his Miniſters 
reſiding at the Courts of Denmark and Saxony, to 
uſe their urmoſt Endeayours to bring the Negotia- 
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tions to a Concluſion for an Alliance againſt 
Charles XII. and to diſpoſe the ſaid Courts to enter 
into joint Meaſures with him. 

He knew his own Preſence would be ag 
in Poland, and therefore croſſed the Boryſthenes, with 
the Deſign of being with General Goltx, and the 
great General Siniawski ; but the Fatigues he had 
lately undergone, raiſed ſuch a Fermentation in his 
Blood, that he fell ſick at Kjow, and was therefore 
obliged to ſtop there for ſome Time: But took 
Care, in the Interim, to order ſome Regiments into 
Poland, to reinforce the Army of Goltz. 

The Victory at Pultowa was ſo compleat and ſo 
extraordinary, that it was ſome Time before they 
could give Credit to it on the other Side the Viſtu- 
la; but when it was no longer doubted, the Poliſh 
Partizans of the Czar, and thoſe of the Confederac 
of Sendomir, began to take freſh Courage: The Pri- 
mate Szembeck, and others who had retired out of 
the Kingdom, had ſeveral Conferences, and ſeat a 
Deputation to King Auguſtus, to deſire him to re- 
aſcend the Throne. It was with no great Diffi- 
culry that he was brought to accept an Invitation 
of that kind, ſince he had before reſolved to make 
an Attempt to recover his Crown, ſeeing in how 
— Diſorder the Affairs of Sweden were, even 

efore the Defeat of their Army at Pultowa. In 
order to which he had had ſeveral Conferences with 

the King of Denmark, who in his Return from a +» 
Journey to Italy, pay'd him a Viſit at Dreſden, from 
whence they went together to the Court of Berlin, 
where the three Kings, in ſeveral Conferences toge- 
ther, concerted all Things relating to the Return 
of King Auguſtus. ' 

Before he entered Poland himſelf, he publiſhed the 
following long MANITESTo, drawn up in Con- 
cert with the Czar's Plenipotentiaries, wherein he 
makes his coming back to the Throne a Point of 
Conſcience, and vindicates the Conduct and Con- 
ſtancy of the Czar, as much as he expoſes the Am- 
bition, Obſtinacy and * of the King of _— 
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I have choſe to give this Manifeſto at length, that the 
Reader may judge of the Reaſons he gave for his 
own Conduct, particularly wirh relatioa to the fa- 
mous Treaty of Ali-Ranſtadt, and what followed 
upon it, which ſo much amazed all Europe, and 
which ſo highly incenſed the Czar, but who, by 
this Time, was ſo well ſatisfy'd of the Neceſſity of 
his Affairs, which drove him to accept of any 
Terms for the Preſervation of his People, that he 
was again united to him in Friendſhip.

: Make known to all, (chough it be already no- 
<* torious to every Body) That in the Year 1699 
* we were forced to rake up Arms againſt Sweden, 
in order to reſtore the Freedom f Commerce, which 
* was one of the Conditions of the Peace of Oliva, 
and which had been ſtipulated for the Kingdom 
of Poland, and its Inhabitants, by the XVth 
Article of that Treaty. The Swedes had fo far 
entrench'd upon the ſaid Liberty of Trade, that 
* after we found they had no Regard to the Com- 
* plaiats and Repreſentations of our Subjects there- 
upon, we thought ourſelves obliged in Conſei- 
* ence, to have Recourſe to Arms, not only to make 
them obſerve that Condition before-mention'd ; 
© bur alſo ſeveral others which they had violated, 
* contrary to the Engagements they had enter'd 
into by the ſaid Peace of Oliva. However, we de- 
© ſign'd to uſe our Arms no otherwiſe than as it 
* is allowed and practiſed among Chr.ſtians 1 4 

* whic 
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which our Intention we gave at firſt ſeveral 
Proofs. We not only endeavour'd, by gracious 
Proclamations, to recal thole whom vain Fears 
had drivea from the Province of Lizonia, upon 
our Approach; but even cauſed Bread, and Corn 
to ſo the Ground, to be diſtributed to thoſe 
whom a pannick Terror had conſtrained to waſte 
and deſtroy their own Goods and Lands. We 
did not reject the Propoſals of Reconciliation that 
were made to us, both by the Envoy of France, 
who was already in the Country, and by the 
Dutch Miniſter, who arrived ſoon after: And 
the Complaiſance we ſhewed on that Occaſion, 
interrupted the Progreſs of our Arms, which were 
1 attended with all the Succeſs we could with 
or. ; 
In the mean Time, Charles XII. King of Sge- 
den meditated nothing leſs than to wreſt the Scep- 
ter from our Hands, and oblige us to deſcend the 
Throne. With theſe Thoughts he made an Ir- 
ruption into Poland; and having rejected the 
Propoſals that were made him, both by ourſelves 
and with our Permiſſion, by the Eſtates of our 
Kingdom, he made his utmoſt Efforts to carry the 
fatal Fireband of Sedition among our Subjects, 
and engage them in his Party. In order to gain 
his Ends, he cauſed Infinuations to be ſpread, 
That we had violated the Pacta Conventa (or Agree- 
ments) we had made with the Republick; and a 
Chimerical Interregnum was ſuppoſed, rhe law- 
ful King of Poland being ſtill alive. He drew be- 
ſides to Y/arſaw ſome Members of tlie Eſtates of 
our Kingdom, under the ſpecious Pretence of 
treating of Peace: And although thoſe who re- 
paired thither had received no Inftru&ions, but 
in relation to thar Affair, he endeavour'd to make 
uſe of their Preſence to com paſs the impious and 
raſh Deſign he had laid of diveſting us of the 

: K. Dignity. 
5 Count Staniſlaus Leſcinski, on whoſe Father and 
Family we had * up numberleſs Fayours ; 
3 on 
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on whom we had beſtowed the Palatinate of Po. 
raria; who was the main Object of our Kindnels 
and Benevolence: In a Word, who had ſo often 
and fo facredly ſworn an inviolable Fidelity to 
us: This very Count Leſcinski abandon'd himſelf 
to ſuch a Degree of Temerity and Infatuation, 
that he was willing to become the Inſtrument of 
the criminal Machinations that were hatching to 
take away the Crown from us. He had the Con- 
adence to ſet up for King of the illuſtrious Poliſb 
Nation, and pretended to command many others, 
his Equals, not to ſay infinitely his Superiors ; 
and all this againſt the fundamental Conſtitution 
of the Kingdom. Theſe monſtrous Deſigns were 
the Reſult of that diminutive Aſſembly, whom 
tae Fear and Terror of the Swediſh Army that 
was in the Neighbourhood, robb'd of all manner 
of Liberty, and which nevertheleſs they had the 
Boldneſs to call a Dyet of Election. But Cardi- 
nal Radziowski, Primate of the Kingdom, altho' 
he had himſelf not a little contributed to that cri- 
minal Deſign, contrary to his Allegiance and 
Conſcience, refuſed, however, to aſſiſt at that 
chimerical Act, or be preſent at the vain Coro- 
nation they meditated. Thoſe of the States of

| The firſt Words the King of Scwedey's Miniſters 
1 * addreſled to our unfortunate, though innocent 
4 Subjects, were nothing but Threats of Fire and 
* Sword : For the Declaration he publiſhed at his 
Camp near Krumels, on the 3d of September, 1706, 
* upon his Irruption into Saxony, imported, That 
* Whoſoever ſhould preſume to ſell his Houſes or Lands, 
| B 4 * ſecure 
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p ſecure bis Houſnold Furniture, or conceal under Ground 
: his moſt valuable Gods, ch jhould make the eaſt Re- 

ſ:ftance, or ſoould not readily obey the Orders of the Officers 
and Gn:miſſioners, ſuch a Man, of evhat Conditi n or Ra k 
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* ſoever, and in what Place ſoever be ſbould be apprehended, 


or his Geeds feund, ſuculd be treated as an Fiiemy, 
and chaſiſed by FIR and Swo Rp. The King of 
Seveden had alſo brought along with him the Trai- 
tor Leſcinski, accompanied with a Rabble of perfi- 
dious Poles. 

It is eaſy to judge what Fear and Terror ſuch 


an unexpected Irruption ſtruck among our Sub- 


jects. The forementioned Declaration, fill'd with 
Menaces till then unheard-of among Chriſtians, 
which they had before their Eyes, caſt them into 
the utmoſt Conſternation; they durſt not con- 
ceal any Thing they had, nor take it from the 
Hands of the rapacious Soldier. A Word, Geſ- 
ture, the leaſt Delay were charged upon them as 
Crimes; they were treated as refractory and con- 
tumacious; the Fear of loſing their Lives by the 
Sword, and of ſeeing their Goods and Poſſeſſions 
deſtroy'd by Fire, kept them in perpetual Alarms. 
* Things being at this Paſs, who can put an ill 
Conſtruction on the pater nal Compaſſion which 
the Miſery and Calamities of our Subjects raiſed 
in our Breaſt? And beſides, we were powerfully 
ſollicited by another Conſideration, which was our 
Apprehenſion that the faid Irruption ſhould kin- 
dle che War in the very Heart of the Empire, 
and interrupt the ſucceſsful Progreſs of the Con- 
federate Arms againſt France. Theſe Conſidera- 
tions obliged us to name Plenipotentiaries, and we 
fix'd our Choice upon ſuch Perſons, as on other 
Occaſions had given us ſome Proofs of their Fi- 
delity and Capacity, and of whom we had the 
more Reaſon to entertain the better Hopes in 
this Juncture, in that they had offered them- 
ſelves, and earneſtly deſired to be employed in 
o nice an Affair. Hereupon we gave them In- 
ſtructions; ordered them to attend our Enemy F 
| * an 
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and for the ſpeedier reſtoring the Tranquility fo 
ardently wiſh'd for, and to thew to our Plenipo- 
tentiaries themſelves the good Opinion we had of 
their Fidelity and Abilities, we truſted them with 
Blank-Signs, which they might uſe in this Nego- 
tiation, if Occaſion required. But we inferred 
this Clauſe in the full Powers we farnithed them 
wich, and which we delivered to them at the 
Camp near Novogrodeck, Auguſt 16, 1706, THAT 
THEY SHOULD TREAT UPON L QUITABLE 
CuRISTIAN ConDitions. A Clauſe which 
has been ſince often repeated by the Sedes them- 
felves. Now all the World may judge whether 
they have obſerved that C:riſtian Equity. For there 
is not one Article in that Treaty, which bears the 
Name of a Treaty of Peace, and was concluded 
at Ranſtadt by our ſaid Plenipotenriaries, on the 


*24th of September, 1706, that has the lzait Shadowy 


This was there- 
fore the Reaſoa why thoſe wretched and impru- 
dent Negotiators of the Peace, durit not deliver

cluded, ſuch as it was publiſhed afrerwards. On 
the contrary, George {r,eftus Pfingſten, who re- 
paired to us at Petricccv, and was preparing to re- 
turn into Saxony the 20th of Offcber, had the Con- 
fidence to aſſure us, Tha: nothing was yet con- 
cluded ; That the Conditions vere not agreed on, 
but only propoſed ; That although the Swedes in- 
ſiſted on ſome that ſeemed too hard, it would be 
eaſy to mitigate the ſame, upon our Arrival 
in Saxony, which he was perſuaded of, and could 
prove by his Minutes; though 'tis certain, as ap- 
eared by the Sequel, that they kept none: And 
this is the more evident, in that the- Treaty had 
already been ſigned on both Sides, the 14th of 
September, that is, before he endeavoured to per- 
ſuade us of the Truth of the Aſſurances before- 
mentioned. Moreover, they maliciouſly, without 
our Knowledge, and contrary to our Intention, 
miſuſed one of the —_—_ we had giyen them, 
5 "00 
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to ratify the Articles of a fraudulent Treaty, which 8 
we had not even ſeen. And to make the Thing 
the more plauſible, the ſaid Pfingſten cauſed the 
Ratiſication to be dated the ſame Day he parted 7 
from us, and had endeavoured to make us believe # 
Things ſo contrary to Truth. 

* Theſe falſe Suggeſtions with which they de- 
ceived us, and the vain Hopes they gave us, rob- ' 
bed us of all the Fruit we ought to expect from 
the Victory we gained at Kaliſp, the 29th of Ofc- 
ber, with our own Troops, ſeconded by the Va- 
lour of thoſe of his Czarith Majeſty, and with the 
Divine Aſſiſtance, over General Meyerfeldt, who 
thought to have ſurprized us, with an Army con- 
ſifting of Swedes, and ſome Poliſh Rebels. We 
therefore did nor purſue a Victory, from which

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we might have drawn moſt conſiderable Advan- A 
tages; bur gave the King of Sweden freth Teſti- 8 
monies of the ſame Generoſity with which he hack 
ated during the whole Courſe of the War we had 8 
maintained with him. We ſer at Liberty Gene- 
ral Meyerſeldt, and all the other Priſoners we had 1 
taken: We cauſed their Baggage and Equipage to vÞ 
be reſtored to them: After which we haſtened 9 
our Return into Saxony, truſting to the Aſſurance 45 
that had been given us, that Things would be Y 
adjuſted amicably, and conſonant to the Laws of 


Equity and 23 when we ſhould have con- 
ferred with the King of Sweden, and that that 
Prince would not be inſenſible of the Ties of the 
ſame Blood which united us. 

* Upon our Arrival, we were entertain'd with 
fair Words and Promiſes, but it was not difficult 
for us to diſcoyer at the Bottom an almoſt incre- 
dible Barbariry. Our Plenipotentiaries began then 
their Lamentations, and acknowledged, tho too 
late, that they had been ſurprized and over- 
reach d. 

Things being at this Paſs, what Courſe was 
© there for us to take? We ſaw ourſelves ſur- 
* rounded with Enemies, and at their Mercy : As | 
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© had let ſlip from our Hands all the Fruit we might 
© have expected from our Victory, and we had Joſt 
© the improving the advantageous Offers that were 
made us; that fine Treaty of Peace having al- 
ready been made publick throughout all Europe. 
© Tt was not therefore in our Power to refuſe pub- 
© liſhing the Declarations of the 9-z20th of Janu- 
© ary, 1707, Which the King of Sweden wrelted 
from us. But not being able to delay our juſt 
© Reſentment, we cauſed to be arreſted, and com- 
© mitted to the Fortreſs of Sonneftien, the pernicious 
© Contrivers of the Treaty, having deprived them 
© of their Dignities and Offices; and the Sentence 
they have juſtly deſerved will be pronounced 
© againlt them. 

How hard and unjuſt ſoever were the Condi- 
tions of Peace that had been impoſed upon us, 
© the King of Sweden did not even obſerve the En- 
* gagements he had entered into. To be convinc'd 
of it, 'tis but reading the firſt Article of the Trea- 
ty, importing, That cauſing all Hoſtilities to ceaſe, they 
* mutually promiſe not to do any thing by themſelves or 
* others, ſecretly or openly, diretily ov indirettly, that may 
« prejudice one another ; not to give any Aſſiſfance one 
* againſt the other, under any Pretence <uhatſcever, but 
* rather endeavour and do for ihe future, whatſcever may 
advance each other's Honour and Advantage, &c. 

Moreover, by the XVth Article of the ſame 
Treaty, it was only ſtipulated, That the King f 
Sweden ſhould be allcwyed to put bis Troops into Wine. 
ter Quarters in Saxony, and exact Subſiſtence for them 
* there. But the ſaid Winter Quarters were pro- 
* tracted to the middle of Summer, under various 
* Pretences, and by unjuſt Demands, which 'twas 
impoſſible to ſatisfy ; nor did they ceaſe till the 
Differences which aroſe between the Emperor 
* and the King of Sweden were adjuſted by Means 
* of Count Werceſlaus de Wratiſlaw, his Imperial Ma- 
* jeſty's Envoy. Thus theſe Winter Quarters laſted 


* * above one Year: For the King of Sweden having 


* palf'd the Oder at Steinau, made an Irruption into 
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him, at Liberty. We were even forced to 1. 


our Dominions the 1ſt of September, 1706, and 
did not go out of them, in order to. re-enter Po- 
land the ſame Way, 'till the 19th of September the 
following Year ; and our Subjects were even 
obliged to carry, as far as Poland, the Forage he 
had provided for his Army. 

* We had already, before the Spring, perform'd 
all the Conditions of the Treaty according to the 
King of Sweden's Requeſt, by Letters 9 he 
cauſed to be delivered to us in the Month of Fe- 
bruary, 1707, by his Secretary Cederbielm. We had 
ſer at Liberty all the Swediſh Priſoners we had 
taken at the Battle of Kaliſh, though we had re- 
ceived in Exchange none of the Men belonging 
to us, who had been carried Priſoners into Sæveden; 
for which, however, General Heyerfeldt had engaged 
his Word, by a Promiſe he gave in Writing, when 
we ſet him, and thoſe who were Priſoners with 


up as Priſoners to the Swedes, ſuch of our Soldiers 
and Subjects, whom they had taken at the Battle 
of Fraverſtadt, and whom we had reſcued at that 
of Kaliſb. 

Although we were not in the leaſt engag'd to 
it by the Treaty of Peace, yet, at the Pefire of 
the King of Sweden, we condeſcended to write 


with our own Hand, a Letter to Staniſlaus, where- 


in we treated him in the ſame manner, and gave 
him the ſame Tirles as were allowed him by the 
King of Sweden. Our Intention was to teſtify by 
this Step, That we ſhould not neglect any Means 
that were thought proper to eaſe Saxony, and to 
deliver it from the Calamities it groan'd under. 
In the laſt Place, we yielded, as far as it lay 
in our Power, to the repeated Inſtances, which, 
contrary to our ExpeQation, were made to us in 
the Month of June, in the ſame Year; though 
not without great Grief and Struggle in our 
Hearr. | 


But 
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© But yet we got nothing by all this: Nor had 
the Steps we have mentioned, or —— others, 
which we paſs over in Silence, any Effect. 
. . we had caus'd our Gar riſons to march 
out of C-acow and Tycozin, two Towns of Pelaxd, 
towards the Beginning of the Year 1707, yet thoſe 
which the King of Sweden had put into the Cattle 
of Leipſic and Wirtembere, did not evacuate thoſe 
Places before the whole Army retir'd, contrary 
to the Tenor of the XXIId Article of the Treaty. 
The exceſſive Sums of Money which they forced 
from our poor Subjects, inſtead of abating after 
the Concluſion of the Peace, did rather daily in- 
creaſe; and after the Treaty was fign'd, they 
rared yet greater Contributions within the Space 
of one Month, than could reaſonably have been 
exacted in Sixteen, which could not fail entirely 
exhauſting the Country. And indeed, upon a 
true Computation of the Contributions the Swedes 
have exatted in Saxony, under the Name of Shares 
and Ratiens, it is found that they have ſuck d out 
© of that Province 23 Millions of Crowns (that is 
* above five Millions Sterling) without including 
the Damages and Lofles occaſioned by the Licen- 
« tiouſneſs of the Soldiers, and their cruel Exceu- 
tions. Now did theſe Words of the Treaty, Mpere- 
« evithal to ſubſiſt them, ſignify the immenſe Sums of 
Money, and vaſt Quantities of Forage, which the 
* Swedes exacted without either Bounds or Mea- 
* ſure ? Beſides it is manifeſt, that when it was 
* agreed that the Swediſh Army ſhould be main- 
* tained during the Winter Quarters, it was under- 
* ſtood in the ſame Condition it was in at the Con- 
* clufion of the Treaty, and not as it was ſince 
* augmented. Tis certain that the exceſſive Con- 
* tridutions that were raiſed in Saxony might have 
* been ſufficient to maintain near 100,000 Men : 
* And yet by the ſecond Article of the Treaty, all 
. — * for the Expence of the War, were 
* expreſsly renounc'd. 
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Was it ſtipulated, That the Swediſþ Army ſhould 
be doubled in our Dominions ? That Men ſhould 
be levied there, and the Country exhauſted of 
Inhabitants? The Soldiers who deſerted from our 
Fortreſſes and Garriſons with their Arms and 
Equipage, were publickly liſted by the Swedes ; 
who had the Boldneſs to put upon us the Affront 
of tearing off, on ſeveral Occaſions, and in dif- 
ferent Places, particularly in Lower Luſatia, the 
Edicts we had cauſed to be affixed againſt Deſer- 


ters, according to Cuſtom. 


There was not one Word in the Treaty where- 
by we were engag'd to maintain that Croud of 


* Poles who accompany'd Staniſlaus, much leſs Stani- 
pany ) 
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aus himſelf, whom they had dar'd to chuſe for 


their Leader; nevertheleſs Money and Forage 
were violently wreſted from our Subjects for their 
Entertainment: Beſides which, thoſe Banditti robb'd 
and plunder'd with ſuch Licentiouſneſs as grew 
daily worſe and worſe : inſomuch that the King 
of Sweden was himſelf oblig'd to publilh an Edict 
the 12th of October, 1706, for preventing thoſe 
Diſorders, and allowing ſuch Robbers to be im- 
priſon'd. 

The Swediſh Army was no leſs burthenſome to 
our Electorate and Dominions: For the very Places 
that had been burnt down were no more exempted 
from Contribution than thoſe that remain'd en- 
tire; and the Inhabitants were even oblig'd to 
pay for deſolate Places, from whence we ourſelves 
received no Taxes long before: Nor were the 
Places that had been burnt by the Fault of the 
Swedes themſelves, which often happen'd, free 
from Contributions, of which we have a fad In- 
ſtance in what happened at Hebra, a Lown in the 
Circle of Thuringia: The Swedes ſet Fire to the 
Four Corners of the, Town, becauſe the Inhabi- 
tants had not furnifh'd in I ime all the Forage 
demanded of them: And what is molt abomina- 
ble in this barbarous Proceeding, thoſe of the In- 
habitants who ſayed themſelyes in the C hurches, 
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thinking they might find a ſecure Refuge near 
the Altar, were dragged from the ſacred Sanc- 
tuary, and driven away with a Whip. We paſs 
over what has happen'd in other Places, «the 
Ruins whereof are fad Monuments of their fatal 
Deſtiny. 
We had offer'd to take upon us the collecting 
the Contributions, hoping thereby to prevent 
the Ruin with which our Subjects were threatned 
by the unequal and diſproportionate Method in 
which the Sewedes levied the Impoſitions called 
Steure-Schock, but we were not allow'd to do. it. 
It was likewiſe our * the general Im- 
poſit ions call'd Exciſes ſhould ſtill remain on the 
{ſame Foot as before, that the Sums exacted from 
our Subjects might be more eaſily gather'd, and 
their Poverty relieved : But the Swedes not con- 
tented with the entire ſuppreſſing of the ſaid 
Exciſes, turn'd out of their Poſts thoſe who were 
1 to collect the ſame, abuſed them ſeveral 

/ays, and often dragg'd them to Priſon. Thus 
notwithſtanding the Peace that had been con- 
cluded, we found ourſelves ſtill deprived of all 
our Natural Rights over our Subjects. 

* It was not thought ſufficient for the King 
of Sweden, to iflue out Orders in his Quarters, 
for the Raiſing of ſuch exceſſive Contributions, 
but his Officers muſt alſo tax our Subjects at their 
* Pleaſure, and exact the Shares and Rations they 
* thought fit. And if any of thoſe Officers were 
* adjudg'd to reſtore the Overplus, he ever found 
* ſome Pretence or other to evade it, and to fru- 
* ſtrate thoſe who were entitled to the Reſtitu- 
tion, and it happen'd ſometimes, that thoſe who 
* made Complaints of this Nature-were expoſed to 
* all manner of Inſults. | 

* The Swedes were never ſatisfy'd either with 
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the Weight or Meaſure; to waſte the more 


© Forage, they litter'd their Horſes with Hay. 
* No Regard was ſhewn to our Officers, Judges, 
or Magiſtrates, whoſe Perſons were no _—_ 
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* ſafe, but rather often dragg'd to Priſon, on 


Man was more ſubſtantial than the reſt, he was 
ſure to be impriſon'd, and oblig'd to pay for 
ſuch as were not able. 

Neither the Reſpec due to Churches, nor 
the Sanctity of Holy-Days, were Protection 
again Inſults. Perſons and Places that had 
already furnifh'd their Aſſeſſments, were forc'd 
to pay for thoſe that had not done it. Cloaths, 
Beds, and other Houſhold Furniture were taken 
away, and fold to the Jews purpoſely ſent for 
from Bohemia, hardly for the fourth Part of their 
Value. How many of our Subjects, diſregarding 
the Salvation of their Souls, have had Recourſe 
to the diſmal Extremity of laying violent Hands 
upon themſelves, to free themſelves at once from 
the Torments and Sufferings to which they were 
expos'd ? 

* *Tis not to be thought what the S:redes ex- 
acted at their Departure. As if they had the 
Property of all, they demanded and took away 
the beſt Horſes they could find, either to moun: 
them, or to carry their Baggage; they either 
drove away Cattle, or exacted the Value thereof. 
They had before levied great Sums of Money, 
to buy Horſes for their Artillery, Cloth, Tents, 
Bisker, and many other Things of that Nature; 
they forc'd our Subjects to follow them, not only 
as far as Poland, but even to Ukrania, from whence 
Part of them are not yet return'd; they got 
together numerous Droves of Oxen, out of which 
they choſe the fatteſt, which they carried away : 
We paſs over in Silence Abundance of Exorbi- 
tancies of this Kind. . 

Nor could the King of Sweden himſelf deny, 
that all the Exceſſes before mentioned, were 
actually committed, ſince we acquainted him 
© with the ſame by two Letters, one of the iſt, 
= 
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the other of the 12th, of Auguſt, 1707. Bur in 
his Anſwer of the gth of the fame Month to 2 
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various Pretences. If in any Corporation any 
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firſt Letters, he alledg'd no other Excuſe, than 
that it was impoſſible to maintain fo long fo 
numerous an Army, as his, without burtheiung 
the Country. 
© It was neceſſary to mention all theſe Inſtances, 
to let the whole World know how we had been 
dealt with, what Miſeries and Calamities our 
Subjects (who expected quite different Fruits from 
Peace) have undergone, and how the King of 
Sbeden has violated the Engagements he had en- 
tred into. | 
* To this we ſhall add, That our Adverſary, 
contrary to the' Sixth Article of the Treaty, has 
diveſted many Poles of the Dignities and Offices 
they poſſeſſed in Poland, and in the great Duchy 
of Lithuania, and which we had beſtow'd upon 
them before the Time prefix d by the Treaty, 
viz. before the ⁊ th of February, 1704. 
* Upon the whole Matter we are perſuaded, That 
all Men of Senſe in the World, have look'd with 
Indignation on ſo hard and cruel a Treaty, in 
which ſuch unreaſonable Conditions were im- 
pos'd upon us; a Treaty beſides, which was dic- 
tated to our Plenipotentiaries ;* which they ſign'd 
contrary to their Orders, and the Reſtriction in- 
ſerted in their full Powers, not to treat but upon 
EqQuiTABLz and CyrisTianN CONDITIONS. 
We are likewiſe-perſuaded, that all ſenſible Per- 
ſons have reckon'd that Treaty of Peace among 
— Engagements which a Man is not bound to 
eep. 
All the Conditions that were exacted by that 
fatal Treaty, are not only derogatory from the 
Royal Dignity and Honour, which ought to be 
as dear as Life itſelf; but beſides, they are in- 
conſiſtent with Equity, the Cuſtoms and Laws 
of Nations, and attended with inſuperable Diffi- 
culties ; ſo that they ought to be look d upon as 
null and void. 
* Was ever any King, legally anointed, preſle1 
or compelled to acknowledge as a true King, _—_ 
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of his rebel Subjects; who had no other Merit 
or Title to juſtify his Pretenſions, but his Diſo- 
bectence to his rightful Sovereign, contrary to 
the Oath he had ſo often taken, and his criminal 
Affection to the Enemy of his Country, an In- 
truder obnoxious to the Laws and Conſtitutions 
of the Kingdom of Poland, and whoſe Election 
was only owing to the Enemy of his Country, 
and attended with Force and Violence? Was it 
ever heard in any Age, that a King ſhould take 
off from his own Head a Diadem lawfully ac- 
uir'd, and place it on that of a rebel Subject? 
Gr that he ſhould abandon to ſuch a Man's am- 
bitious Luſt, States who never ſwerv'd from their 
Loyalty, and who ever merited well of their 
Country ? Beſides, is it in the Power of a King 
of Pcland to anul and abrogate Laws and Decrees 
made in the general Dyets, Councils of the Senate, 
and other grand Aſſemblies without the Conſent 
of the States ? Is it in his Power to abdicate the 
Crown, and give up his Right to another, who 
is unacquainted with theſe Inconſiſtencies with 
the Conſtitution of the Kingdom of Poland ? 
And yet theſe were the very Things that were 
requir'd, and exacted from us by the ſecond Article 
of the Treaty. | 
* Moreover, by what Laws, or upon what Score 
was the King of Sweden allowed by the tenth 
Article, to detain within his rugged Dominions 
after the Concluſion of the Peace of 1 free 
Natives of Saxony, whom the dubious Fortune of 
War had made his Priſoners; ſeveral of whom 
have ſtill Families and Habitations in our Territo- 
ries; and whom, if he pleaſes, he may uſe as 
Slaves; when by the Ninth and Tenth Articles, 
we were not permitted to detain any of our Scediſn 
or Poli ſh Priſoners. 
* *Tis certainly hard, and ſometimes very diffi- 
cult to break the Ties that unite Allies; how- 
ever, this is not without Example. But for the 
King of Sweden to exact from us the delivering

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up of a Miniſter of one of our Allies, whom we 
kept for no other Purpoſe than to ſend him back 
as ſoon as poſlible to his Maſter, and who was 
afrerwards 2 cruelly put to Death, and to inſiſt,

10 that we ſhould alſo give up our Auxilaries as 
Priſoners of War, as was ſtipulated by the eleventh 


and twelfth Articles, 'tis what we find no Exam- 


2 « ple of in Hiltory, and which cannot but ſtrike 


the Reader with Horror. 


Nor was this all. It is certainly an Inſult 


: * upon the Majeſty of Heaven itſelf, preſump- 
©: © ruouſly toarrogate to one's ſelf an Authority over 
8) © Conſciences, which belong to God alone: But not 
: © to mention the King of Sweden s withdrawing 


* from our Obedience, Subjects who had ever been 
faithful, and thereby compelling them to Perjury; 
* we only deſire to know whether any one in the 
* World, had a Right to oblige us to falſify the 
repeated Oaths by which we had engaged our 
« Conſcience ? Had we not ſworn according to the 
« Patta Conventa, to reign as long as we lived, and 
« never to abdicate the Crown, but with Conſent 
« of the States? Was there nor a particular Con- 
« ſtirution of the Kingdom, made after the Abdi- 
« cation of Gaſimir, importing, that no King of 
Poland ſhould ever be allow'd to endeavour his 
« Abdication, or quit the Crown, without having 


_« firſt aſſembled the whole Republick for that 


« Purpoſe? We had confirmed that Oath in the 
General Aſſembly of the Poſtpolite Ruſcenie, and 
« had ſolemnly promis d by a particular Decree, 
« that we will never lay down the Royal Dig- 
« nity, nor make a ſeparate Peace with the King of 
« Seveden. We had entred into the ſame Engage- 
ments at the Dyer of Lublin, 1703, and in the 
* Confederate Aſſembly of Sendomir, 1704. The 
* Oath was couched under theſe Terms: In what- 
* ſoever Manner it ſball pleaſe Gon to diſpoſe of the 
* Republick, æve <vill never abandon her, but will rather 
* defend her as long as <ve live, and at the Expence of 
our Blood, We will never conſent to any Partition, 
| * or 
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er ſeparate Conditions of Peace. This is what ae 
engage to obſerve religiouſly by a ſolenin Oath, fron: 
A ich none but GoD himſelf can ſet us free. 

* The Swedes, who had been anxioufly careful 
in the drawing up the Articles of the _ of 
* Alt-Ranſtadt, to inſert and expreſs in the ſixth 
Article, all the Decrees and Statutes, common] 
* called Landa, which had been made ſince the ax 
Jof February, 1704, for the Preſervation of our 
Royal Perſon and Dignity, Laws of the King- 
* dom, and publick Liberty, omitted however, (as 
* It were by a particular Dire&tion of Providence) 
* the Decree made at Lardſbut by the whole Re- 
* publick, after the pretended Election of Le/cinski. 

This being the true Caſe of the whole Matter, 
© Jet now all the World judge whether we can in 

. and with a ſafe Conſcience, ſtand to a 
reaty diftated to our Commiſſioners by Force 
and Fear, at a "eg when our Affairs were 
in a very ill Poſture? It is Matter of Wonder 
how the King of Sweden could demand ſuch 
Things of us, and therefore he ought to thank 
himſelf tor inſerting ſuch Conditions in the 
Treaty as muſt be accounted = ibilities. Nay, 
did he not thereby tacitly confeſs, That he was 
at Liberty not to obſerve a Treaty which he 
made with a Prince whoſe Condition he could 
not be ignorant of, ſince it was known to all 
the World ? 
* It is a Maxim in Morality, That no Man is 
ebliged to Impoſſibilities. Now, ought not theſe 
Things to be accounted impoſſible, which are 
contrary to the Will ff Gon, Faith, Conſcienco, 
Honour, Honeſty, and good Manners? There is no 
Man who has a Spark of right Reaſon, but 
reckons we are not bound by the forementioned 
Engagement. 
* 'Thoſe who had projected the Treaty, knew it 
in their Conſciences; and ſo it came about, that 
in the ſecond Article they endeavour to throw 
off all Pretence to Right, to palliate in ſome De- 
| gree, 
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gree, their Injuſtize from the Eyes of the World. 


„ But though Truth may ſomerimes ſuffer an Eclipſe,

11 We are in this Place obliged to extol, with 
F due Praiſe, the great Conſtancy of our Friend 
h and Brother, the Czar of Avſecvy. We muſt

r gave inviolably preſerved to us, ever fince the 
> X#< Confederacy of Sendomir. Our Friend, Brother, 
and Ally, the States and faithful Subjects of 
our Kingdom, call, invite, and ſolicite us; and 


even our on Conſcience admoniſhes us, not to 
uſe any longer Delays. Nothing therefore re- 
mains for us to do but to reinſtate ourſelf in 
the Poſſeſſion of a Good made over to us, by 
Gon and Right. For which End, after ſeveral 
Negociations, we ſometime fince renewed and 
ſtrengthened, by ſtrifter Ties, the Friendihip 
_ Alliance between us and his Czarith Ma- 
eſty. 

0 We do likewiſe acknowledge herein, that it. 
was not in our Power to abdicate (without the. 
Conſent of the Republick, which was not duly 
convened hereupon) the Crown of Poland, the 
Great Duchy of Lithuania, and the other Pro- 
vinces thereunto belonging, which we lawfull 
hold of Gon and the People. And hence it 
naturally follows, That the At of Abdication, 
dated at Petricow, Offober 20, 1106, with which 
they did likewiſe ſurreptiriouſly fully aad fill up 
one of our Blanks, is null and void. We take 
therefore what Gop's Providence has given 
us, and what belongs to us of Right. 

* Farthermore, we declare by this preſent Mani- 
feſto, that though we have received many In-

Subjects have been very ill uſed by him; though 
our Electorate and other Dominions, have ſuffered 
great Damage by his Means; and though the

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King himſelf has infringed the pretended Treaty 
of Alt-Ranſtadt : Nevertheleſs, our principal De- 
ſign is, to re-eſtabliſh ourſelf in the firm Poſ- 
ſeſſion of the Kingdom of Poland, the Great 
Duchy of Lithuania, and other Provinces there- 
unto belonging, to which we have a rightful 
Title ; to reſtore Tranquility in our Kingdom ; 
not to abandon the Republick, and to {ſecond 
our faithful Ally in his juſt Enterprizes. 

We therefore wihh and hope, that the King 
of Sweden, upon due Recollettion, and weighing 
the Divine and Human Reaſons which we have 
on our Side, will undertake nothing to hinder 
the Execution of our Deſign, and thoſe of ours 
who have kept their Faith to us ever ſince the 
Confederacy of Sendomir. But if the King of 
Sweden ſhould perſiſt in oppoſing us, and till 
thwart our Deſign, we take all the Earth to wit- 
neſs that he will be the Author of all the Evils 
that may enſue ; ſince we only endeavour to pre- 
ſerve a Dignity which we received from Gop: 


That in ſuch a Caſe the King of Sweden ought 


to blame none but himſelf, if we oblige him to 
_ the Damages, and make good the Wrongs 
which we and ours have ſuffered, or ſhall ſuffer ; 
and to give us due Satisfaction. 

* As for the reſt, we hope, that all Kings, Elec- 
tors, Princes, and Chriſtian States will on this 
Occaſion, give us Proofs of their Love of Juſtice ; 
that they will conſider of how pernicious Con- 
ſequence to all, this Example of the Dethrone- 
ment that was projected, may be; that they 
will look upon ach an Attempt with Horror ; 
and that they will not only, not oppoſe us in 
our juſt Enterprize, but even lend us their Aſſiſt- 
ance therein. We hope this the rather becauſe 
we promiſe never to abandon the Princes in 
Alliance againſt France ; but firmly adhere” to 
the Treaties we have made with them, and not 
to recall from their Armies any of our Troops, 
as long as thoſe Treaties ſhall laſt. We farther 
declare, 
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declare, that we have no Deſign to invade the 
Provinces which the King of Sweden poſſeſſes 
in the Empire. 

And as you, our moſt ny beloved Senators, 
Grandees, and Palatines of the Kingdom of 
Poland, the Great Duchy of Lithuania, and 
Provinces depending thereon, who fince the Con- 
federacy of Sendomir have always maintain'd, 
with ſo much Fortitude and Courage, the Glory 
and Liberty of the Republick of Poland, per- 
ſevere in the Affection you have always ſhewn 
to your Country: Recal to your Minds thoſe 
noble Words of the Decree made with unanimous 
Conſent at Grodno, for Faitn, the Law, and 
the KING. Conſider how religiouſly we have 
always obſerved the Laws of the Kingdom ſince 
our Reign over you; and how the precious 
Liberty of the Poles, ſo renowned and famous 
throughout the World, is trampled under Foot 
by foreign Soldiers, to the Reproach of the 
whole Nation; how it is enſlav'd by a Man 
much inferior to moſt of you; whoſe Will is 
entirely over-rul'd by that of a foreign Prince. 
Join us therefore, and our moſt dear Ally; 
unite your Forces with ours, and throw off the 
inſupportable Burthen under which you have 
groan'd ſo many Years; this is the only Method 
you can take to preſerve the ancient Liverty of 
your Country; and the only Means to retrieve 
your Commerce; without this it is impoſlible for 
your Republick to ſubſiſt. | 

* In order to this we are preparing to come and 
meet you very ſhortly in Poland. GOD bleſs 
and proſper our Undertakings. We put our 
whole Truſt in his Favour and Aſſiſtance. 

* Wherefore, as our principal Deſign is to reſtore 
the Tranquility of the Kingdom of Poland, the 
Great Duchy of Lithuania, and the Provinces 
thereunto belonging, we do out of our fatherly 
Affection adviſe all ſuch as have been of the 
* contrary Party, and haye offended the Majeſty of 
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Gov, and that which vre hold of him to return 


to the good Way, repent of their Crimes, and 


come in to their lawful Sovereign. We grant 


them three Months Time to. return to their 


bounden Duty, and promiſe roobliterate and for- 


et all that is paſt, and to receive them to our 
avour; provided that within that Time they 
give us true Marks of their Obedience and 


Fidelity. 


But if on the contrary they deſpiſe this our 
paternal Admonition, let them even blame them- 
ſelves when we ſhall treat them with the utmoſt 
Rigour, and puniſh them as Enemies and Trai- 
tors to their Country, by Executions, Confiſca- 
tions, and other Penalties as may be inflicted 
according to the Laws of the Land, already in 
Force, upon ſuch as are guilty of a Crime like 
theirs. But we wiſh, with all the Earneſtneſs we 
are capable of, we may not be forced to come to 
that Extremity. |

own Hands the preſent Manifeſto, and have alto 
affix d thereto our Royal and Electoral Seal.

be ſeconded by the Divine Aſſiſtance: And as to 
what concerns the publiſhing of theſe circular 
Letters, the Juſtice of this Way of proceeding is 
referred not to the Governor-General of Riga, 
but to the impartial World.

When the Czar was arrived at Mittaw, he gave 
Ear, with much Condeſcenſion, to the Complaints of 
the Gourlanders, and greatly moderated the Contribu- 
tions which his Generals had levied upon them. On 
the 21ſt of November he went to his Army, and on 
the 25th came before Riga, where every Thing was 
ready for boinbarding it, and his Czariſh Majeſty 
himſelf ſer Fire to the firſt Bomb. 

The Magiſtracy ſent out their Deputies to di- 
vert, if poſſible, this Storm, but to no Purpoſe. 
The Czar continued but a ſhort Time in this Place, 
where no Honour was to be acquired: His Subjects 
impatiently expected him at //oſcow, to which City 
an infinite Number of Foreigners were come to 
hononr the Triumph of this great Monarch, for 
which Reaſon his Majeſty haſtened his Journey 
thither; he went through Livonia to Dorpt, and from 
thence to Petersburgb, where he gave Orders for the 
fitting out of ſuch Ships as were to ſerve in the en- 
fuing Campaign, and at the ſame Time for the form- 

ing ſuch Magazines at Narva, as he judg'd neceſſary 
to 
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Ito carry on his grand Deſign in the Siege of Riga. 
Laſtly, his Majeſty made very conſiderable Remit- 
tances to the King of Denmark, to enable him to 
pulh on the War vigorouſly on that Side againſt

I. The Proceſſion was begun by Prince Mibael, 
eldeſt Son of Prince Galliczin, Lieutenant-General, 
and Colonel of the Guards, on Horſeback, at the 
Head of the Semjonowski Regiment of Foot, new 
cloathed ; the Prince's led Horſes-finely capariſon'd 
were follow'd. by the Cannon, Colours, and Officers 
that were taken in the Battle againſt General Leu- 
wenhaupt; theſe were cloſed by a Company of the 
Preobrazinsk Horſe-Guards richly mounted. 

IT. The Priſoners taken in the Battle of Pultocva, 
and thoſe ſurrender'd by the Capitulation of Pere- 
Wolonxzca march'd in the next Place; the non- com- 
miſſion'd Officers of this Body led the Way, next 
to them the Enſigns and Second Lieutenants; 4 

t 
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the third Place came the Lieutenants, and next to 
them the Captain-Lieutenants, afrer whom the Cap- 
tains of both the Foot and Horſe : Theſe were fol- 
lowed by the Officers and others Attendants of the 
Train of Artillery, who preceded the Ordnance, 
After which were carried the Kettle-Drums and 
Colours. Then marched the Majors, Lieutenant- 
Colonels, Colonels, and General-Adjutants, who 
were ſucceeded by the King of Sweden's Houſhold 
and Equipage, together with the Litter and Bed 
that he uſed in the Day of Battle ; afrer which 
came the chief Officers, each marching fingle, in 
the following Order : M. Pooſe Colonel of the Guards, 
Major-General Hamilton, Major-General Stackelberg, 
Major - General Roſe, Major-General Gru/s, Major- 
General OGeuix, Major-General Schlipperback, General 
Leucvenhaupt, Velt-Mareſchal Renchild; and laſt of 
theſe, Count Piper, the King of Sweden's firſt Mini- 
iter of State. | 
III. In the next Place came his Czariſh Majeſty, 
mounted on a ſtately Exgliſb Horſe, which had been 
preſented to him by King Auguſtus, having Prince 
Afenzikoff on his right, and Prince Dolgoruki on his 
left Hand, both likewiſe on Horſeback. 

There were ſeven triumphal Arches erected in 
the City, at the firſt of which his Majeſty was re- 
ceived by the Magiſtrates ; at the ſecond by Prince 
Gayarin, Governor of the Town; at the third, by 
the Nobility ; at the fourth, by the principal Mer- 
chants; at the fifth, by the Clergy ; at the ſixth. 
by che Empreſſes Dowager, and the Princeſſes of 
the Blood; and at the laſt by the Burghers. The 
toreign Miniſters had ſeparate Houſes allotted them 
for the Ceremony; and his Majeſty made a ſhort 
Stand at the reſpective Places where they ſtood. 
The Cannon were fired ſeveral Times round the 
Town during the Proceſſion ; and the whole was 
condutted with the utmolt good Order and Mag- 
nificence. About eight or nine Thouſand Priſoners 
were brought into the Town, upon this Occaſion, 
the Day before. a 
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As the ancient Cuſtom of making publick Spedta- 
cles of unhappy Men made Priſoners by the uncer- 
tain Fate of War, had been long aboliſhed among 
2X Chriſtian Princes, it may ſeem unaccountable, that 
the Czar, who had treated theſe Gentlemen, the 
F® Swediſh Priſoners, before with ſo much Regard, 
"2X7 ſhould now lead them, in ſuch a cruel Manner, 
through the publick Streets to grace his Triumphs, 
# unleſs we conſider two Things, firſt that the Pri- 
ſoners taken at the Battle of Narva were uſed ſome- 
&# what in the like Manner at Stockholm; and ſecondly, 
8 that how great an Enemy ſoever he might be to 
vain Pomp himſelf, yet as the Vulgar are ſtruck 
by theſe Things, it was abſolutely —_— among 
his rude People, to preſent them with a Show of 
this Sorr, with might at one Time give them a 
proper Idea of his own Greatneſs, and let them ſee 
that the Swedes, whom they dreaded ſo much, were 
very far from being invincible. | 
he Officers of the King of Sweden's Foot-Guards 
not having arrived from Kijow ſoon enough to ap- 
pear in his Majeſty's triumphant Entry, they were 
_—_— conducted through the City a few Days 
after. 
1710. On the firſt Day of the New Year his 
Czariſh Majeſty treated all the chief Perſons of 
Quality and foreign Miniſters at a very grand En- 
dertainment. In the Evening a ſumptuous Fire- 
Work was prepared, on which were ſeveral Repre- 
ſentations and Inſcriptions which all went off with 
great Exactneſs. The chief Machines were a Phae- 
ten ſtruck with a Thunder-Bolt, and another Figure 
alluding to a Medal ſtruck in Sweden. Two Pil- 
lars were firſt lighted, which ſupported Imperial 
Crovyns, and were adorned with a great Variety of 
blue, green, and pale Flames; when they had burnt 
ſome Time a Lion moved forward, on whoſe A 
proach the firſt Pillar broke ſhort at the Pedeſtal ; 
bur as he advanced near the ſecond, a Spread-Eagle, 
repreſenting the Czar's Arms, launched a _ ok 
whuCc 
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which blew up the Lion's Head and Neck, and the 


Pillar remained firm to the laſt. 

The Rejoicings at Moſcow continued ſeveral Days, 
and his Majeſty amidſt them had the Pleaſure to 
make publick the Satisfaction which the Queen of 
Great-Britain had made him, for the Affront offer'd 
to his Ambaſſador at London in the Year 1708. But 
to give the Reader the whole of this Affair, it will 
be neceflary to go a little back, and lay before him 
ſome Letters. on this Buſineſs, which followed thoſe 
we have given him in the former Volume of this.

i Majelty, in order to procure the promiſed Repa-

that Account: And I doubt not but Mr. D' Ayrolles, 
according to the Inſtructions he received, has al- 
ready notify'd to your Excellency, That the in- 
diſpenſable Forms of the Laws of this Kingdom 
cannot admit of a final Determination of that 
Affair, till the next Seſſions of our Courts of Ju- 
dicature; which is ſo well known, and fo firmly 
regulated here, that in order to puniſh any Male- 
factor for . the moſt enormous Crimes, even 
Treaſon againſt her Majeſty's ſacred Perſon, he 
muſt be brought to his Trial according to the 
uſual Forms eſtabliſhed in this Country. I am 
rſuaded that your Excellency's Sagacity and 
quitableneſs wil induce you ever to diſtinguiſh

General Noflitz at the latter End of January 
being poſted within three Ruſs Miles on the Ave- 
nues leading to the Town, kept it ſhut up in fuch 
a Manner that nothing could be carried into it, 
nor any Perſon come out. As it froze very hard, 
and the double Foſſe of the Town was covered 
wich a thick Ice, the Raſſan Commandant, to make 
the beſt of that Circumſtance, formed a Deſign of 
ſcaling the Town with Sword in Hand ; the berter 
to ſucceed in which he commanded our 2000 Men, 
and divided them into ſeven Bodies, to make ſo 
many Attacks at five o the Clock in the Morning; 
that is to lay, five real Attacks and two feign'd, 
with Orders in Caſe one of them ſhould ſucceed, to 
puſh the Swedes home without giving them Time 
to recollet themſelves : Purſuant to this Order the 
Troops moved under the Command, of Brigadier 
Balck, and after they had paſſed the Ditches, they 
ſcaled the Wall on the Side of the new Town and 
of the Corn Magazines, and enter'd the Place, not- 
yithſtanding the Fire of the Cannon, with * 

the 
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the Ramparts were well furniſhed, and the Oppo- 
ſition of the main Part of the Garrifon, beſides 
which the Baſtions and Works had Mines under them. 

The Swedes were puſhed to the Bridge of the 
old Town over the River, where for ſome Time 
they made an obſtinate Reſiſtance ; but in the End 
they were obliged to give Way, and were purſued 
to the great Square of the old Town, where Briga- 
dier Balck made all the Garriſon Priſoners, with the 
tv:o Lieutenant-Colonels who commanded them. 
This Action was the bolder, becauſe the 'Tovn was 
fortify'd with twelve. Royal Baſtions, two Ditches 
filled with Water, and a high Wall with Ramparts 
of Turf. 

Major-General Noftitz, in Conſideration of the 
gallant Behaviour of the commanding Scwediſny Ok- 
ficers in this Action, returned them their Swords 
till the Czar's Pleaſure ſhould be known. Thoſe 
Officers confeſſed that they could not conceive how 
the Major-General came to hazard ſuch an Enter- 
prize, and yet leſs how it came to ſucceed ſo happily, 
attributing the Succeſs entirely to the good Conduct 
and Bravery of the Officers and Soldiers of his 


Czariſh Majeſty's Troops; who in this Conque!t ' lf 


did not loſe above twenty-eight Men, while they 
took Priſoners the Lieutenant-Colonels Bethun and 
Jager, ten Captains, thirteen Lieutenants, twelve 

nſigns, ninety- five Subalterns and Gunners, and 
ſeyen Hundred and ſeventy- ſix Soldiers. 

The Czar departed from Aſeſc the latter End 
of February, in order to go into Poland by the Way 
of Petersburgb and Livonia ; the Gearezwitz, who had 
been ſome Time in Poland, was gone from Craccwy 
to Warſaw, the Czar deſigning he ſhould viſit ſeve- 


ral Courts of Europe before his Marriage with the 


Princeſs of Molfembuttel, which was then in Treaty. 

In this Interval King Auguſtus held a Diet at 
Warſaw, the Members of which were greatly di- 
vided among themſelves, the greateſt Part of whom 
made the Continuance of the Ruſſian Troops in Po- 
land their Pretext for fomenting Diviſions in the

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it Republick; which alone would have obliged the 


Czar to keep his Troops there, that he might not 
toſe the Fruit of his Conqueſts, one great End being 
to drive Staniſlaus quite out of Polard. f 

The Forees before Riga kept the Town in a man- 


ner block d up, throwing ſeveral Bombs into it 
from Time to Time, the Beſieged made a few uſe- 


leſs Sallies, and the Velt-Mareſchal Cxeremetof lzemed 
reſolved to reduce this important Place by Famine. 
The Czar being now at Petersburgh undertook him- 
ſelf a very bold and difficult Enterprize, which 


WW was to penetrate into the Great Duchy of Finland, 


to which Purpoſe he thought proper to begin with 
the Siege of the principal Town on that Side, and 
having got — about twenty Thouſand Men, 
he advanced with them, ſome by Water, and fom2 
by Land, towards Vhbourgb, the Capital of Suediſh 
Carelia, and a Port of great Importance to the Swedes 
on the Gulf of Finland. 

Admiral Apraxin came before the Town in the 
Night between the 2d and 3d of April, and attacked 
the Suburbs, which the Beſieged abandon'd after 
having ſet Fire to two of their Magazines; the 
Ruſſians taking Poſſeſſion of the Place quitted by 
the Swedes, extinguiſhed the Flames, and ſeized on 
three Ships that were in the Port. His Czariſh 
Majeſty came before the Town with Part of his 
Fleet, which brought Proviſions, and Ammunition, 
and the neceſſary Artillery, conſiſting of eighty 
Pieces of Cannon, twenty-ſix Mortars, and two 
Hundred and fifty Coehorns. A Squadron of thir- 
teen Swediſh Men of War preſented itſelf to op- 
poſe their landing, but dar'd not undertake any 
thing. The Siege was puſhed on with Vigour, 
which nevertheleſs continued till June, when the 
Garriſon deſired to capitulate. The Governor ob- 
tained Leave to march out with Arms and Baggage; 
but Count Apraxin when he came out, cauſed him 
and his Garriſon to be detained Priſoners of War, 
as a Repriſal for ſeveral Practices of the Swedes con- 
trary to the Laws of Nations and the Uſe of War. 


That 
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That General publiſhed a Sort of Manifeſto, 
containing the Reaſons which induced him to this 
ſeeming Breach of a Capitulation; it conſiſted of 
three Articles. | 

I. That a Aſuſcovite Ship being ſent to the Sqwedi/? 
Fleet with a Flag of Truce, commanded by Lieu- 
tenant Smith, with Letters from the Swediſh Priſo- 
ners in Ryſſia, to receive in Exchange thoſe of the 
Ruſſian Priſoners 1n*Sweden, as had been often prac- 
tiſed in the like Caſes, the ſaid Ship was detained 
without any manner of Reaſon, and the Flag of 
his Czariſh Majeſty pulled down and torn. 

IT. That contrary to the Uſage of Chriſtian 
Princes, the Czar's Reſident Chilkow had been ar- 
reſted at Stockholm, and his Effects confiſcated ; not- 
withſtanding his Czarith Majeſty had ſent back the 
Swediſh Reſident Kripercroon, on Condition that he 
ſhould procure the Enlargement of the Ruſſian Mi- 
niiter, who, on the contrary, was more clolely con- 
fined than ever. 

III. That at the Time when the War was de- 
Clared, all the Ruſſian Merchants and their Effects 
were ſeized in Sweden, ſome were condemned to 
hard Labour, and ſome had dy'd of Hunger. 

General Apraxin declared that as ſoon as the Re- 
gency of Sweden gaye Satisfaction on theſe three 
Complaints, the Garriſon ſhould enjoy all the Ad- 
vantages that had been promiſed them by the Capi- 
tulation. Nevertheleſs he permitted all the Officers 
that were wounded, and all the Widows and Chil- 
dren of thoſe that had been killed, to go where they 


_ Pleaſed with all that belonged to them. 


The Velr-Mareſchal Czeremetof was no ſooner · in- 
formed of the Surrender of this important Place, 
but he gave Notice of it to the Governor of Riga, 
to whom he had ſome Days before wrote a ver 
civil Letter to exhort him to prevent a greater Ef- 
fuſion of Blood, and the total Ruin of the Town, 
and offer'd him a very honourable Capitulation, 
ſeeing it was impoſſible for him, in the Condition 
he was, to defend himſelf many Days longer. But

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JCeneral Stromberg anſwer'd all theſe civil Invita- 


tions only from the Mouths of his Cannon. He 
every Day expected Succours by Sea, bur the Ruf

At length, on the 29th of June, O. S. being the 
Feaſt of St. PETER, whoſe Name his Czarith Ma- 
jety bore, when the Ruſſian Generals were at Din- 


ner with the Velt-Mareſchal Czeremetof, Count Strom- 
erg ſent out one to notify that he deſited to capitu- 


late, and would ſend Deputies for that Purpoſe. 
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The next Day the Velt-Mareſchal ſent two Colo- 
2 nels and an Auditor into the Town for Hoſtages; 
and his Coaches brought eleven to the Camp, viz. 


two Colonels, two Aſſeſſors of the High Court of 


| Juſtice, two Deputies from the Nobility, two from 


the Magiſtracy, two from the Burghers, and one 
Auditor: Being brought into the Preſence of the 
Velt-Mareſchal, they made a Speech to him; and 
he nominated two Colonels, and one Auditor, to 
treat with them. The Capitulation propoſed con- 
tained a great Number of Articles, which were 
moſtly agreed to by the Velt-Mareſchal, being wil- 
ling to give them a favourable Impreſſion of the 
Czar's Government, who had promiſed to reſtore to 
the Nobility that ſubmitted to him, all the Eſtates 
which the Szwees had taken from them by their Cham- 
ber of Liquidations, which was a ſort of Court of Juſ- 
tice eſtabliſhed by Charles XI. Father of Charles XII. 
on his own Authority, by which he took away the 
Eſtates of many of his Subjects. 

Of twelve Thouſand Men, which had compoſed 
the Garriſon, but five Thouſand came out, three 
Thouſand of which were ſick. When the Men

came before the Velt-Mareſchal Czercmetof, he YG 
cauſed the Remains of two Regiments of Cr ,. i 
and one of I ybcurg, to pals over into his own 
Army, alledging that thoſe Places being now con- 
quer'd, theſe national Troops ought no longer to 
te conſidered as Swedes.

His Czariſh Majeſty, who impatiently waited 
for this News, received it with much Joy, and 
immediately gave Orders to complete the Conqueſt, 
by adding to it that of the important Fortreſs of 
Dunamuden-Skantz, ſituated at the Mouth of the 
Dura, as its Name imports. It held out a Fort- 
nighr, and was then forced to ſurrender, the Plague 
deitroying as many or more Men than the H 
covite Bombs and Bullets. His Majeſty likewiſe or- 
der'd at the ſame time, the Sieges of Pernau, of Re- 
vel, and of Kexholm; theſe were of no long Conti- 
nuance, and-gave but little Trouble, the Scourge 
of Heaven aſſiſting the Sword of the Czar ; Per- 
nau yielded on the 21ſt of Auguſt; and Kexholm on 
the 19th of September; Arnsberg, in the Iſle of Oeſel, 
followed the ſame Example. Revel capitulated on 
the gth of Offcber; of 50,000 Inhabirants in this 
Town, the Plague had ſpared but 3000. This was 
the laſt Place of any Conſequence, in Livonia, that 


the Czar had not made himſelf Maſter of, 15 
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' His Majeſty having now reduced that whole 
Province. to his Obedience, began to regulate rhe Wi 
Affairs of it, and take all neceſſary Precautions 
to ſecure his Conqueſts. To gain the Affection WM 
of the People, he promiſed them, not only the 
Continuation of their Privileges, but likewiſe WM 
to diſcharge them from ſeveral heavy Burthens 
they groaned under, during the Regency of the 
Sewedes. He alſo publiſh'd a Proclamation to en. 
courage Trade and Navigation, and- permitted the 
Exportation of all the Goods of the Country, ex- 
cept Timber fit for Ship-building, which he thought 
he ſhould have an Occaſion for himſelf, being re- 
ſolved to have a conſiderable Fleet in the Baltic in 
a ſhort Time. vb 

He invited Strangers from all Parts to re-peop!: Wl 
this fine Country, which the Plague and the War * 
had rendered almoſt deſolate; and having ſent a 
Reſident to Hanilourg, where the Ruſans did not 
uſe to have one, he ordered him to give Paſſes ta all 
thoſe who were willing to come and ſettle in - 
Toriaz and, to gain the Gentry of the Country 
entirely, he formed fifteen Livonian Regiments, the 
Officers of which he deſigned to have all of that 
Nation. 

All foreign Ships which came into the Harbours i 
of Livonia after his Czarith Majeſty's Conqueſt 
thereof, were treated with all poſſible Civility, and 
nothing was neglected by the Ayſcorites to render 
their Government acceptable both to the Natives 
and Foreigners. His Majeſty thus making a dou- 
ble Conqueſt of the People, firſt of their Perſons, 
and then of their Affections. This is another glo- 
rious Period of Time in the Reign of PETIR He 
GREAT, with which I ſhall conclude this Book.

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Cuſtom for all foreign Miniſters, on the Promotion 
of a Grand Vizier, to deſire an Audience, to felici- 
tate his Highneſs, which is the Title he aſſumes, on 
his Elevation to the Firſt Poſt in the Empire. The 
Ambaſlador Ruſſia was the firſt who demanded his 
Audience, but was anſwered, that the Precedence 
had been always given to the Ambaſſador of France, 
as the Miniſter of the moſt ancient Ally of the 
Porte, and of one to whom they had always given 
the Title of Emperor. 

The Ruſſian Ambaſſador reply'd to this, That 
the Monarch of France, among all Chriſtian Princes, 
was looked =_m only as a King, and not as an 
Emperor, which was a Title more ſuitable to his 
Maſter as a Sovereign of Great-Ruſſia; and more- 
over that the Precedence was due to him as Am- 
baſſador-Extraordinary. 

This Diſpute was kept for ſome Time on the 
Carpet, while many Books and Regiſters were ex- 
amined, but it not being found in any Treaty be- 
tween the Sublime Porte and his Czariſh Majeſty, that 
any other Title had been given to the latter than 
that of Czar of —_ or Muſcovy, it was determined 
that his Ambaſſador could not be admitted to an 
Audience before the Marquis de Feriol, the Ambaſ- 
ſador of Fance. 

M. Tolſtoy proteſted, but to little purpoſe, againſt 
this Determination, and let the Grand Vrzier 5 ou 
that ſince the Caſe was ſo, he muſt be deprived of 
the Honour of waiting upon him.

with the Management of the Cham of Tartary, 
had the deſired Effect of bringing the Porte to a 
Declaration of War. 

The Cham, greatly encouraged by many large 
Promiſes from the King of Sweden, had for his own 
private Intereſt, yigorouſly eſpouſed his n 

; and, 
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1 land, at the Inſtigation of the Palatine of Kiow, and 
Ceneral Poniatocuski, repreſented to the Chief Mi- 


niſters at the Porte, that the Muſcovites upon ſeveral 
Pretences had many Times fallen upon innocent 
Habomet ans, contrary to the Tenor of Treaties and 
Capitulations, and murthered them: That the Pride 
— great Power of the Czar, together with the 
perpetual Motions of his Troops on the Frontiers, 
were grown intolerable, that his continual build. 
ing of Ships at Azoph, and fitting out a conſiderable 
Fleet of = of War, Gallies, and Brigantines, 
openly threatened the Empire with a ſudden and 
unexpected Invaſion upon the firſt Opportunity; 
That therefore out of Conſcience and Duty, as a 
right Aahometan, he was obliged to acquaint and 
aſſure the Grand Signior, that the Tartars and other 
Inhabitants under him were not ſafe in and about 
the Grim-Tartary, in the preſent Poſture of Affairs: 
That beſides, he was upon wo Grounds juſtly 
alarmed for Coney itſelf, and conſequently, 
that it was high Time ta prevent thoſe imminent 
Dangers with which the Ottoman Empire was threat- 
ened, and diſſipate them by vigorous Reſolutions 
and Meaſures, — it was too late. The Cham 
concluded his Repreſentation, that as he was a 
faithful Servant l the Empire, he was bound to 
give a particular Notice to the Porte of what he 
had related, and added, that he thought it abſolutely 
neceſſary, that the Great Council, — of the 
Viziers, the Mufti, Lawyers, Generals, and High Of- 
ficers of the Forces) thould be forthwith called to- 
gether, and that each Member thereof ſhould be al- 
lowed the free Liberty of Speech, to declare their 
Sentiments without any Fear or Reſtraint. 
According to this Advice the Great Council was 
called, and met in the Chamber of Audience, and 
the Grand Signior being ſat behind a Curtain, the

* The Ryan Monarchy ſtill bears in Mind tho 
Deſtruction with which it was threaten'd in tho 3 
Year 1677, when in the Reign of the Czar Thee. 
dore Alexowitz Emperor of all Ryſia, of pious WY 
and glorious Memory, the perfidious Turk, being 
in Hopes that the Leſſer Rvſſia ſhould become a4 
Prey to his Ambition, through the Treachery of BY 
Doroſzen, General of the Coſſacks beyond the Bo. 
ryſthenes broke the Peace, and with a vaſt and 
Lreadfal Army invaded the Ukrain. And though 
he had been already inform'd that the faid Tray. 
tor had ſubmitted to his Czarian Majeſty's Mer- 
cy, and that (xigirin, the Place of his chief Re- 
ſidence, was actually garriſon'd by his ſaid Ma- 
« jeſty's Forces; yet finding that the noble Firmneſs 
of the Ruſſian Troops did hinder him from pene- 
*-trating into the Ukrain, he bent all that Fury 
* which he deſign'd to make the whole Province 
feel, againſt that City, which he in vain beſieged 
though but flightly fortified, inſomuch that the 
Ruſjians themielves would have abandoned and 
demolithed ir, but that the Exigency of the War 
required their keeping it for that Time. So that 
after a prodigious Loſs of Men he was forced to 
retire to his own Territories loaded with Shame 
and Ignominy, and to beg Peace of his Czarian 
Majeſty, which was concluded in 1681. 4 
The memorable Slaughter made of theſe Peace- 
breakers at Vienna, in Auſtria, in 1683, and the We 
wonderful Progreſs of the Chriſtian Arms afrer- WM 
wards, are {till frelh in every Body's _— | 
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| 3 Tor is it needful to mention the Insolence with 
= < which they then broke in, to beſiege that Metro- 
polis. 
It is recorded, in the Archives of Chriſtian 
Princes, that having ſeriouſly foreſeen the cun- 
ning Deſigns which the Barbarians formed, of 
ſwallowing up their ſeveral Dominions one by 
one, they entered into a holy and mutual League; 
to wit, his Czarian Majeſty, the Emperor of the 
Romans, and the Roman Empire, his Poliſh Majeſty, 
the Republicks of Poland and Ferice, and the 
Pope of Reme. And their Czarian Majeſties Job 
Ale xcæritx of pious Memory, and Peter .Zlexcivitz, 
whonow happily reigns, being likewiſe invited, for 
the common Safety of Chriſtianity, and induced both 
by the continual Irruptions of the Twrks and Tar- 
tars into their Territories, and their hoſtile Incur- 
ſons into the Dominion of other Chriſtian Princes, 
joined firſt 1n a perpetual Peace, and a perpetual 
© League, offenſive and defenſive, with his Royal 
« Majeſty the King of Poland in 1696; and the fol- 
«* lowing Year 1697, in a triennial Alliance with his 
. 
0 


Czarian Majeſty, the Emperor of the Remane, 
and the Republick of Venice, mutually engaging 
themſelves to deliver the Kingdoms of Hungary, 
Sclavonia, Dalmatia, and the Merea, together 
with the Cities of Tata (commonly called the 
Azgph) and Caſikermen, from the Tyranny of the 
Infidels. Nor could this Deſign well fail of the 
wiſhed-for Succeſs, if by continuing the War @ 
few Years longer, as his Czarian Majeſty would 
have had it, the Enemy, who was already reduced 
to great Streights, had been brought ſo low, as 
not to have it in their Power, at the Peril of their 
unavoidable Downfal, ever to annoy the Chriſtian 
World any where again. 

But to our great Sorrow, this irreconcilable 
Barbarian did, at the Congreſs at Carlecitz, partly 
by Perſuaſions, and partly by Artiſice, induce the 
high Confederates. to enter into a Treaty with 
him, made room for Intrigues, ſowed the Darnc! 
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* Height, that whereas ſome of the unru 


of Diſcord, and withdrew all the above-namcd 
Potentates from his Czarian Majeſty's Alliance, 
and at laſt concluded a five and twenty Years 
Peace, excluſive of him ; no other Remedy being 
left M. Woxznicni his Majeſty's Ambaſlador, but 
to adjuſt a Truce for two Years, on the 3d of Jr!y 
1700, which was ſoon followed by a thirty Years 
Peace, concluded at C:rſtantineple, between his 
Czarian Majeſty, and the late Sultan 4/uftapha, 
by his ſaid Majeſty's Envoys, Meſſieurs Ccraint- 
ſow and Ceredejow; but enough being ſaid of 
Things done fo long ago, let us come to Matters 
nearer hand, which require a more diligent Ex- 
amination. 
His Czarian Majeſty did fo religiouſly obſerve 
the Articles of this Treaty, that though before it 
was ratify'd, the Sultan of the Budtiack Tartars 
did offer to ſubje& himſelf and his People, to the 
moſt powerful Scepter. The Propoſal was re- 
jected, becauſe nothing mould be done that might 
have the leaſt Appearance of Contravention. Nor 
did the Turkiſo Subject, Rubick Merxa, ſucceed 
better afterwards, when he came to Axoph with a 
conſiderable Body of Cual Tartars, to offer alſo 
Homage. 
And his ſaid Majeſty being reſolved to obſerve 
that Peace ſtill wich more exactneſs, after it was 
ratified by his Ambaſiador-Extraordinary and Ple- 
nipotentiary, Prince Demetrius Galliczin, he in- 
joined all his Governors in the Frontier Towns, 
General of the Zaporengian Tartars, who are his 
Subje&s, and all the other Commanders of his 
Troops, as well Natives, as Foreigners, under 
moſt ſevere Penalties, that they ſhould not pre- 
ſume to diſturb the Peace, and gond neighbourly 
Friendſhip, by any Incurſions into the Territories 
either of Turks or of Tartars. 
© And his Czarian Majeſty, carried the punCtual 
Obſervarion of the Articles of this 3 to that 
y Aapo- 


rengian Tartars did in the Year 1701, rob ſome 


Execi an 
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Grecians, who were coming to the Ukrain with 
Merchandize; and that the Sultan of the Turks 
demanded the Damage to be made good, his Cza- 
rian Majeſty knowing that it was to no Purpoſe 
to expect any Reparation from Robbers, order'd 
that the Grecians ſhould be indemnified out of his 
own Treaſury; and that a hundred Thouſand 
Dollars of an Ounce Weight ſhould be paid to 
them. 

On the other Hand, notwithſtanding this Peace 
was confirmed, both by the Sultan's own Letters 
and his ſolemn Oath : The Turks and Tartars did 
continually, and by all manner of Ways, injure 
his Czarian Majeſty's Subjects, killing ſome, car- 
rying others into Captivity, and taking away 
their Horſes, and other Cattle, as the follawing 
Inſtances, faithfully extracted from the original 
Regiſters, do clearly mark out, as well the Crime, 
as the Time when it was committed. 

In the Neighbourhood of 4zoph, upon the Sea 
Coaſt, near the Towns of the Gfſacks, from the 
Years 1700 to 1708 they killed 45, wounded 49, 
made Slaves of 1058, and took 7686 Horſes, Ca- 
mels, and other leſs Cattle. 

His Czarian Majeſty's Ambaſſador at Conſtanti- 
nople, made his Complaints of theſe Outrages, but 
to no Purpoſe; for neither their Damages were 
made good, nor any ſtop put to thoſe Depreda- 


tions, though on his Majeſty's Side, the Turks 
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Pretenſions. | 
* Who would have doubted, but that after the 


jeſty's true Friendſhip, in rejecting ſo many Ho- 
mages offered him, he ſhould, at leaſt, have met 
with a ſuitable Return on the like Occaſion ; but 
it was quite otherwiſe. | 

The Yurks in the Year 1708, did no: only give 
Shelter and Aſſiſtance to the fugitive Rebel G/- 
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receiv'd Satisfaction even to their molt frivolous 


above-mentioned Inſtances of his Czarian Ma- 


* ſacks Necraſizy and his Adherents, but permitted 
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the Tartars to join with them and make Inroads 
into his Czarian Majeſty's Territories, 
Nor did they act with more Candour in the 
Year 1709, in reference to the Remnant of the 
Seal Forces, after the glorious and memora- 
ble Battle of Prltceva; for the King himſelf, with 
as many of the Officers and Soldiers of his routed 
Army, as did eſcape the Conqueror's Sword, and 
his Czarian Majeſty's Betrayer, the baſe Mazeppa 
with his Adherents, retiring into the Turbiſb 95. 
minions, were protected there: And though by 
the Lavi of Nations, and War, his Czarian Ma- 
jeity's Troops might have purſued them, yet they 
received Orders, by no means to approach Ocxa- 
 keey, where the Enemy, and the aforeſaid Rebels, 
then were; but on the contrary to come back 
again to their own Frontiers. And whereas his 
Czarian Majeſty did, firſt by his Ambaſlador, and 
afterwards by three different Letters which he 
writ to the Sultan, demanding, that he would not 
protect this Enemy, but that without further 
Delay, he would make him depart his Dominions, 
and deliver up the Rebels: Neither was com- 
plizd with, nor any Anſwer returned to his Let- 
rers in a great while; but rather Leave granted 
to the Enemy, and the Rebels to invade his Ma- 
jeſty's Dominions, which they did, in Conjunction 
with the Valachians and Tartars, ſurprizing in the 
Night time the Town of Gaborlick, and carrying 
away the Commander, with whatever belong'd 
do him. 
Afcerwards, in the Year 1710, they carried off 
all the Inhabitants Fargocvitx and Nembaich, 
with all their ſtance, killed a Captain, and 
ſeveral Soldiers af the Cman Cſſacks, and carried 
away another with, One Hundred and Fifcy pri- 
vate Centinels. They plunder'd a great Com- 
pany of Carriers that were coming with Salt 
from Molucnacr, carrying away moſt of the Men, 
and all the Horſes. F hey likewiſe robbed tho 
Waggons deſigned for carrying the Paggage - 
che 
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the Army, at a Place call'd Kammen Zaron, carry- 
ing off moſt of the Waggoners, and all the Beaſt 
of Carriage, and plundered the Town of Camenka, 
in the Diſtrict of CXigirin. 

No Redreſs was ever made for any of theſe Da- 
mages, nor any ſatisfactory Anſwer given to the 
many Complaints made of ſuch hoſtile Invaſions, 
but the Matter {till put off with frivolous Ex- 
cuſes. 

The Ottoemans at laſt, being reſolved to carry 
on their wicked Deſigns, under the Mask of Peace: 
Their chief Miniſter, the Vizier Ali-Baſla, pro- 
poſed to his Majeſty's Ambaſſador, that if his Ma- 
jeſty would conſent to confirm the thirty Vears 
Peace concluded between him, and the preſent 
Sultan's Brother, and give his poſitive Word, that 
he was firmly reſolved to obſerve it; he pro- 
miſed, thar the Sultan then would not only ratify 
it, but alſo the King of Sweden's Departure out of 
his Dominions ſhould be agreed upon. 

* Hereupon, his Czarian Majeſty was pleas'd to 
ſend full Powers to his Ambaſſador for that 
Purpoſe, and writ to the Sultan himſelf about 
it; upon which, the Sultan of the Turks did ſo- 
lemnly confirm the Peace with his Majeſty in De- 
cember 1709, and bound himſelf by Oath, calling 
the great God of Heaven to Witneſs (as ſhall ap- 
pear by the Copy hereunto annexed) that he would 
religiouſly obſerve the Laws of it. And the Ra- 
tifications were afterwards mutually exchanged. 
As to what concerns the King of Yivedens Tt 
was agreed with the chief Miniſter Ai-Haſba, that 
5080 Jurſis ſhould be permitted to accompany him 
through Poland into his oven Country : Rd that 
for his greater Security from being inſulted by 
any of his Czarian Majeſty's Troops, one of his 
Majeſty's Officers, and ſome of the Ruſſian Gar- 
riſions, would receive him upon the Frontiers, 
and conducted him ſafe thither. But that in re- 
ference to the Rebel Cſacks, they ſhould be all ex- 
pell'd the Turbiſy Dominions. 
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* His Czarian Majeſty gave his Conſent to this 
Agreement alto, and order'd Letters to be writ 
thereupon to his Ambaſſador. But the Turks, far 
irom putting the Articles thereof in Execution, 
did neither diſmiſs the King of Sweden, nor expel 
the Rebels; but rather give way 'to ſeveral ill 
Deſigns that were carrying on againſt his Czarian 
Majeſty. ä 

* Upon Notice of theſe Artifices, his Czarian Ma- 
jeſty refolv'd to write a Letter to the Sultan (the 
Copy of which 1s hereunto annexed, and mark d 
with an 4) wherein he was pleaſed to declare to 
him, that he conſented that rhe Number of the 
Turks deſigned to accompany the King of Swedey 
ihoald be augmented to 3000; ſending Orders 
at the ſame time to his Ambaſlador, to conſent 
that they ſhould be made 500o. 

But it was to no Purpole to expect any Anſwer 
to this Point; on the contrary, the Report began 
to increaſe, that the Turks began to incline their 
Thoughts to a War. 

* Whereupon his Czarian Majeſty ordered a ſe- 
cond Letter to be writ to the — on the 18 
29th of October 1710, (as appears by the Copy 
hereunto annexed, and . with a 5) and dif- 
patch'd an Envoy-Extraordinary on pur poſe with 
ic. But inſtead of an Anſwer, Word was brought 
to him that his Envoy, contrary to the Law of 
Nations, was ſeized, and — into a Dungeon, 
where he lies to this very Day. 

Couriers at length began to arrive from all Parts 
with Advice, that the Sultan, at the Inſtigation 
of the Cham of Tartary, had actually declared War 
at Gnſtantinople againſt his Czarian Majeſty, wich- 
out any Cauſe given, and only with a bare Pre- 
rence, Thar his Czarian Majeſty had given ſome 
Motives thereunto, as forced him to break the 
Peace, which is bur a ridiculous Saying, for 
thoſe very Motives pretended, were all decided 
by the laſt Peace. They further brought Word, 


that his Majeſty's Ambaſlador, after ſeyeral baſe Af- 
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fronts put upon him, was impriſon'd : That War- 
like Prepararions were mailing againſt his Czaria"l 
Maje!ty, throughout the whole Turki/> Empire * 
That Troops were drawing together about Ben- 
der: And that the Expedition was notify d ro a'l 
the Turkiſþ Generals (commonly called Baſva's) 
with Orders to raiſe Soldiers. 

* Theſe Proceedings were more than enough to 
expoſe the Per fid iouſneſs of the Sultan. However, 
his Czarian Majeſty, to convince the whole World, 
that the Breach of the Peace, and the Effuſion of 
Human Blood, which of Neceſſity muſt follow, 
ought not be laid to his Charge, but to. the 
Sultan's; did, after all, though to little Pur- 
poſe, order another Letter to be writ to him in 
his Name, dated at Petersbourg the 6-17th of Ja- 
r:rary laſt, of the ſame Tenour with the Copy 
hereto alſo annexed, and marked with a C, viz. 
That if the ſaid Sultan did not acquaint him out 
of hand with his poſitive Refolution of renewing, 
and ſtrictly obſerving the Treaty of the Peace, 
he would look upon it as a real Breach of it: Nor 
would he ſuffer himſelf to be amuſed, or circum- 
vented, by any Craft, but would, with God's 


Aſſiſtance, begin his Warlike 1 with 


all Expedition, in order to oppoſe him early both 
by Sea and Land. 
* Now let the honeſt and impartial Part of the 


World examine the ſeveral Heads of the Turbiſh 


Declaration of War, fo falſely, and ſo awkwardly, 
patch'd together and publiſh'd every where: As 
allo the Crimes they charge us with. 

* The Ottomans give out, that they begin this War

Troops. And that they do this at the Requeſt of 
the ſaid Republick, preſented by Envoys commiſ- 


ſioned thereto, vir. rhe deprived Palatine of Kjow - 


Potocky, and Poniatowsky ; but who in very Fact 


are Betrayers of their Natiye Country. Aud 
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likewiſe, becauſe his ſaid Czarian Majeſty had re- 


fuſed, at the Trrks Requeſt, to withdraw his 
Troops out of chat Kingdom, and relinquiſh hi; 
Royal Confederate Auguſius the Second, King of 
Poland. | 

Who is the Man will ſay, that this was a Thing 
fit to be done? Or, that ſuch a Demand was 
juſt ? Whereas the whole Republick of Poland, and 
of the Grand Duchy of Lithxaxia, do own his Royal 
Majeſty Auguſtus the Second, for their lawful 


King: And the ſaid King, and Kingdom continue 


in Alliance with his Czarian Majeſty, by Virtue of 
which, the ſaid Troops are obliged to continue in 
Poland, as Auxiliaries; and that the King, and 
Senate, are under a Neceſſity of kceping then 
there.

and for that Purpoſe charges us with ſeveral 
groundleſs Matters, by which they pretend they 
were forced to come to a Rupture, and amongſt 
others, as if we were not inclined to continue in 
Peace with them, but had actually refolv'd to 
begin War; as alſo, tha: contrary to the Peace 
concluded with the Ottomans, e had erected ſe- 
veral new Fortifications on our Frontiers ; ſuffar'd 
our Troops to enter into the Terk; Nominions, 
and that we would not give them Leave to con- 
yoy the King of Sweden in Safety back to his 
; * OWN 
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own Territories: We have thought it neceſſary, 
to declare herewith openly, that we never have 
had the Intention, to break, in any manner what- 
ſoever, the Peace concluded betvreen us and the 
Ottoman Porte, and to enter into a War with the 
Turks; but the ſame has been hitherto religioully 
and inviolably obſerved by us. The Forcifica-

tions erected by us, are likewiſe in no Reſpeck 
againſt the Treaty, but upon our own Territo— 
ries, which partly belong'd to us of old, and 
partly were yielded to us by the Treaty and the 
Limits marked out by the Commifſaries on both 
Sides, and which have been fixed many Years 
ago; it is therefore to be wondec'd, that the Periz 
would take Occaſion to complain thereof ar this 
Juncture; our Troops never entered the Turkij 
Dominions, but remained on the Frontiers, and 
alcho' they did ſome time ago, according to the 
Law of War, purſue their Enemy into the Trurkij! 
Territories, and ſeiz'd them therein, which how- 
ever was done in ſuch Places, where there were 
no Inhabitants, yet all this, as well as other 
Matters, were fully ſettled and adjuſted in the 
Confirmation of Peace renewel laſt Year, wherc- 
by the Porte did likewiſe ſtipulate with our Am- 
baſſador, that they ſhould convoy the King of 
Sweden with 5000 Turks thro Poland, and that we 
ſhould guard him by our Officers from the Fron- 
tiers, to which we not only conſented, but all» 
promiſed to procure the like Conſent from tho 
King and the Republick of Poland; but this be- 
ing not accepted by the Porte, on account of ſe- 
veral Pretences, we did at laſt, in two of our Let- 
ters to the Sultan, and by our Ambaſſador and 
Privy-Counſellor Tolfoy at Conſtantinople, declare, 
That we ſhould ſuffer the King of Sweden to pals 
through Poland free and unmoleſted into his own 
Dominions, and to that End permit him a Guard 
of 5009 Turks, to ſee him fate through Poland; 
whereby our peaceable Intention ſuſhciently ap- 
pears, and that on our Part we haye 1

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whatever might prevent all manner of Diſtur- 

bance, and maintain a good Correſpondence and 

neighbourly Friendſhip with the Crtoman Porte: 

And that all the World may be ſenſible thereof, 

we confirm herewith our former Declaration, and 

offer before a tedious War be commenced, to ac- 

commodate Matters with the Porte, and to live in 

a neighbourly Amity with her as formerly ; and 

notwithſtanding, in order to provide for our Pre- 

caution and Security (after we have been in- 

formed from all Parts of a Rupture, and that the 

War is actually declared againit us at Cnſtantino- 

ple, and our Ambaſlador carried Priſoner to the 

Seven Towers) we have cauſed our Troops to 

© march to the Trrkiſþ Frontiers, they ſhall not 

however undertake any Hoſtilities, provided rhe 
© [;mrks live on their Part peaceably, put a ſtop to 

© Preparations of War, and ſer our Ambaſſador, 
© with all his Retinue, at Liberty; and we uwe ill, as 
© ſoon as we are ſufficiently aſſured of theſe Things 
by the Ottoman Porte, order our Forces to with- 
draw from the Frontiers, and facilitate as much 
© as in us lies, a friendly Accommodation to which 
© we willingly accept, and herewith deſire the Me- 
« diation of his Imperial Majeſty, her Majeſty the 
Queen of Great-Britain, and their High Migh- 
tineſſes the States-General: But in caſe the 
Porte, without any Occaſion given her by us, 
ſhould perſiſt in her Reſolution, to break the Peace 
vich us, and begin the War againſt us, we de- 
clare before God, and all the World, that we are 
excuſable, and not guilty of all the Blood that 
may be ſpilt on this Occaſion; and we have an 
entire Confidence in God, that he will aſſiſt our 
juſt Cauſe, and proſper our Arms with Victory 
againſt an Enemy, who breaks Treaties, and who 
but a Year ago, by ſo many Oaths and Promiſes 
confirmed and renewed the Peace with us. 


Given at Moſcow the 2815 
of February, 1711. 
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The Tartars had bega Hoſtilities before this Do. 
claration was made publick, and the Cham's Lon 
and the King of Sweden both publiſhed long Mani— 
feſto s. The Cham was at the Head of 150,009 
Men, his Son commanded Fo, ooo, and the Pala. 
tine Potocky followed them at the Head of 10,099 
more, got together from all Nations Po/es, Swedes, 
Hungarians, Walachians and Hacks. The Tartars 
who were Neighbours to the Donski Cryjacks, and 
had engaged them to revolt, began their Hoſtili- 
ries on the Side of Azoph ; but their Campaign laſted 
not long, they advanced as far as Ixium, pillaging 
and ravaging the Country about it, and having 
defeated four or five Thouſand Ruſſians, march'd 
off with the Booty. 

The Irruption of the Cham into the Ukrain was 
attended by worſe Conſequences, he beat ſeveral 
Parties of the Ru#ſfans, and ſeized on ſeveral 
ſmall Places, ſuch as /Zo/no, Alaliavoleda, Noivieoloda, 
&c: He alſo took Mercovi, Terncchy, and ſome little 
Forts. In ſhort, he penetrated as far as Samara, 
and burnt, under the Fortifications of that Town, 
one Hundred and fifty Veſſels deſigned to tranſ- 
port the Troops and Artillery; but the Snow that 
fell at that Time obliged him to retire, and to- 
wards the End of the Month of Aſarch he arrived 
at Preceþ with very conſiderable Spoils, and near 
twelve Thouſand Slaves. 

Petocky, the C ach of Orlick, and the Cham's eldeſt 
Son, whoſe Title is Sultan Galea, advanced along 
the Boryfheres, and diſperſed every where as the 
went the Manifeſto's of the King of Sueden, the Sul. 
tan Galea, and the ſaid Potocky, but to little Effect: 
However, not finding any Reſiſtance, the Ruſſian 
Troops being on the Banks of the Neiſter, and near 
Moldavia, they penetrated as far as Nizmirow be- 
yond Bracl:xv, both above and below the Hg, from 
whence, after ſome ſlight bkirmiſbes, and raiſing Con- 


tributions in the Country, they retired to the Side of 
Bialocerhieav. Potocky and the Tortazs gave three 
Aſſaults to this Fortreſs, and ſoſt many Men be- 
fore they could maſter the Town, but the Citadel 
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held out till the Arrival of Prince Galliczin, who 
put theſe Maroders to Flight, after having kill'd 
above five Thouſand of their Men, retook their 
Spoils, and releaſed the Slaves they had made. Five 
Hundred Ruſſians had defended the Citadel of Bia- 
lecerkiew againſt the Efforts of 37,000, of whom they 
kill'd above four Thouſand. This Action of Prince 
Galliczin diſſipated theſe Tartars for the preſent, and 
obliged Potocky to return into Twrky. 

In the mean Time, the new Grand Vizier, very 

ignorant in the Art of War, was mighty flow in 
his Preparations, and a groſs Miſtake had been com- 
mitted in diſplacing the Admiral Gianum-Coggia, 
the beſt Seamen belonging to the Porte, his Suc- 
ceſſor ordered near three Hundred Sail of Ships to 
be equipt in the Black-Sea, where 37,000 Men were 
to embark. The * 3 had Orders to have 
a large Train of Artillery in Readineſs, with 14,000 
Men. The Land Army conſiſted of 120,000 Men 
Horſe and Foot, beſides the Tartars, who made the 
whole Number amount to about 200,000. 
At this Time, the Grand Signior was informed 
that Brancovan, the Prince of Walachia, held a ſecret 
Correſpondence with the Czar, and had promiſed 
to revolt to him, if he could penetrate into Molda- 
ria with thirty Thouſand Men, and a ſufficient 
Quantity of Proviſions. This being confirmed by 
ſeveral Hands, he reſolved to have him ſeized, and 
ordered the Cham of Tartary to conſult with the 
Vizier upon the Means of doing it.

and had not been arrived there many Days before 
he was directed to ſend, contrary to the Promiſes 
made him, the Piſblieſb, as it is called, which 1s the 
Preſent commonly demanded of a Prince when he 
firſt enters on his Government, and alſo to colled 
a great Quantity of Proviſions for the Turkiſh Ar- 
my ; to finiſh the Bridge with the utmoſt Expedi- 
tion; to place the Swedes and Coſſacks, who were 
with the King of Sweden, in Winter-Quarters, and 


Bender, and other almoſt intolerable Burthens. 
From theſe firſt Fruits, as Prince Cartemir tells 
us himſelf, in his Hiftory of the Othman Empire, per- 
ceiving how little Faith was to be expected from 
the Infidels, he threw off his Attachment to the 
Turkiſh Intereſt, and eſteeming it better to ſuffer 
with CüRIST, than wait for the deceitful Trca- 
ſures of 5 ſent a truſty Meſſenger to the Czar, 
with an Offer of himſelf and his Principality: And 
they having mutually exchanged their Faith, Can- 
temir conſtantly gave the Czar proper Advices con- 
cerning the Forces he was to bring with him, and 
the Methods he was to take in the Enterprize.

their Troops were aſſembled near Aadrianople ; be- 
ſides, the Grand Signior himſelf was in great In- 
certitude whether he would command his Arm 

himſelf, or truſt it to the Care of the Grand Vi- 
zier. | 

His Czariſh Majeſty having given Orders for 
every Thing within his Dominions, and eſpecially 
provided for the Defence of 4zoph, hearing of tne 
great Equipment of the Turks upon the Flack-Sea, 
made extraordinary Preparations on that Side, fit- 
ting out twenty Ships of the Line of Battle, at the 
Head of which was that of the Admiral, carry- 
ing eighty-ſix Guns, with ſeveral Galleys, and other 
Veſſels, to a great Number, in which 23,000 Men 
were 1 ; but the Waters of the Don were 
{9 low that the large Veſſels became uſeleſs, and the 
Succeſs of the Campaign affording as little Occaſion 
for the Lurkiſo Fleet, there was nothing done on 
this Side. 

During all theſe Preparations on one Part and 
the other, the Chriſtian Powers, who had their 
Minilters at the Porte, and eſpecially the Queen of 
Great-Britain and the States-General of the United 
Provinces, endeavoured to put a Stop to the Con- 
ſequences of ſo important a War, by perſuading 
the King of Srveden to come to Terms with his 
Enemy; and Mr. Jefferies, her Britaunick Majeſty's

pole, and loſt a great many Men; Night parted 
them again. The third Day, General Poriatows!y, 
ſeeing the Situation the Miſcovites were in, deſtitute 
of Proviſion, and ſurrounded on all Sides, by the 
River Prath, and the Armies of the Turks and Tar. 
tars, adviſed the Grand Vizier to ſtarve them out. 
The Czar in this deſperate Condition, without any 
Probability of being able to retreat, had given 
himſelf over for loſt, when the Czarina Cath arir? 
thought of an Expedient to preſerve him; it is fad 
by ome, that ſhe ſent a very conſiderable Preſent 
to the Grand Vizier unknown to the Czar ; but it 
is moſt probable that ſhe prevailed on him to ſend 
a Letter to him, which being accompanied with a 
large Sum of Money, and all the Jewels, and other 
Things of Value, that could be got together by 
this magnanimous Heroine, made a very good Im- 
preſſion on the Mind of the Grand Vizier, and a 
Treaty was ſoon concluded. 

When the Vizier ſent his Deputies into the R, 
ſian Camp, he charged them particularly to deſire 
to be admitted into the Preſence of the Czarina, 
that he might be certain the was there, being harldly 
able to believe that a Lady, out of Love to her 
Husband, ſhould venture herſelf with him in to 
dangerous an Expedition. 

It was at this Time, that the King of Sweden, 
being informed by Poniatowsky of the Situation of

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Affairs, was come incegnito to the Grand Vizicr's

2 formances of it.” Poniatowsky, who was preſent, 


or ? ſeeing that his Majeſty kept ſilent, with a diſdain- 


by ful Smile, anſwered, * The King has ar this Time 
m-! in his capital _ an Ambaſlador of the Czar's 
12 Priſoner, whom he ſent to make all manner of 


Proteſtations of an inviolable Friendſhip, and of 
maintaining a good Intelligence with his Majeſty, 
at the very Time that he was himſelf upon his 
March with 80,000 Men to ſurprize one of his 
Caltles. But, added he, there is ſtill a Remedy, 
which is, what has been propoſed, and even wirh- 
our breaking the Treaty: The Czar may be ſtopt 
with 20 or 30,0co of your beſt Troops, at the 
Head of which the King will pur himſelf ro oblige 
him to an honourable Peace with his Majeity, 

Gil betore 
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before he proceeds any farther.” The Vrzier re. 
ply'd, © However, this ſeems to me at leaſt an in- 
direct Violation of the Treaty. Whereupon the 
King ſaid, © When J offered to ſtop the Czar, it was 
not to ſue to him for Peace; for when 1 do that, 
he muſt be victorious even at the Gates of Steck. 
holm. There is an Article, reply'd the Vizier, in 
the Treaty I have made, by which his Majeſty 
may return into his Dominions, and pals cven 
thro' the Czar's Territories with a ſtrong Con- 
voy which he ſhall have of the Sublime Porte; 
after which, if he pleaſes, he may make Peace 
with him! The King look'd full at the Vier, 
and laughed in his Face, without making any An- 
ſwer ; but turning on his Heel, went out of his 
Tent, and took his Horſe to go to Bender. 

The Hoſtages before- mentioned were Baron Schof- 
freff, Vice-Chancellor to the Czar, and the young 
Count Creremeieff; and the Articles of the Peace 
were,

I. That the Czar ſhould reſtore the Fortreſs 
of Aꝛel h, in the fame Condition wherein he for- 
merly took it, with irs Territories and Diſtricts. 

II. That Taizanrce, Kamenki, and the new Fort 
built on the farther Side of the River Samara ſhall 
be totally demolithed, the Cannon, and the Am— 
munition of War in the Fortreſs Kamenbi, or Ca- 
minieck, to be left therein to the illuſtrious Porte, 
and no new Fort to be ever built in the fame 
Place. 

HI. That the Czar ſhall not concern himſelf with 
the Pelacks, nor with the ac their Dependants 
named Barabaski and Potkali; nor with the De- 
pendants of the moſt ſucceſsful Han-Doulet Ghe- 
rat; but ſhall leave them in their former Condi- 
tion and withdraw all his Forces out of thoſe 
Countries. 

IV. That Merchants may come by Land into 


the well-guarded Dominions with their — 
| 12e; 
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dize; but no Perſon ſhall be admitted to reſide at 
the illuſtrious Porte in the Quality of Ambaſlador. 
V. That all Muſſelinans, who formerly, or in 
this War, hath been taken, and are Slaves in the 
Hands of the 4ſuſcovites, ſhall be reſtored to Liber- 


ty. 

VI. That the King of Sweden having taken Sanc- 
turry under the Wings of the owerful Protection 
of the illuſtrious Porte, ſhall have free and ſafe 
Paſſage, without being in any manner hindered 
or ſtopt by the Muſcovites; and in Caſe they can 
come to a good Underſtanding together, and have 
a Mind to make Peace, it may in Conſequenze be 
treated between them. 

VII. And for the future, no Damage or Injury 
ſhall be done by the Porte to the Maſcovites; in like 
manner, theſe laſt ſhall do no Wrong to the for- 
mer, or their Subjects or Dependants. 


Thus ended this ſhort War with the Turks, for 
the preſent, which, if the Grand Vizier had been 
a Maſter of his Buſineſs, might have utrerly de- 
ſtroyed the Ruſſian Empire; for he might, without 
risking a Man, by Famine have forced the Czar, 
and his whole Army, to have ſurrendered at Diſ- 
cretion. 

- I cannot conclude this Book without taking No- 
tice of the great Generoſity of the Czar to Prince 
Cantemir, as he relates it in his own Hiſtory. The 
firſt Demand of the Vizier, at the Treaty of Pruth 
was, that Cartenir, the Rebel Prince of Moldavia, 
as he call'd him, ſhould be delivered up to him. 
The Ambaſſadors acquainting him with this De- 
mand, and many of the Courtiers perſuading him 
not to loſe ſo numerous an Army for the ſake of 
one Man, he anſwered with a truly Royal Spirit ; 
* Thar he could reſign all the Country as far as 

Curska to the Turks, ſince there was Hope of re- 
covering it again; but could by no means violate 
© his Faith, and deliver up a Prince who had aban- 
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* was impoſſible to repair Honour once forfeited, 
The Miniſter was order'd to tell the Turks, tha: 
the Prince was not in the Camp, who, during the 
Treaty, was ſhut up in the Czarina's Coach, which 
was known only to a Seryant that brought him his 
Vicctuals. 

The Czar always continued to have a great Re- 
gard for him, being perſuaded, that if he had taken 
his Advice, he ſhould have made himſelf Maſter of 
Moldavia and Malachia. He gave him ſeveral E. 
ſtates in Ruſſia and the Ukrair, and ſettled a Pen- 
hon of twenty Thouſand Roubles a Year upon him. 

This Gentleman claimed the Title of %% feet 
Hlielineſs, and ſtyled himſelf hereditary Prince ci 
Loldatja; he was a Man of great Learning, and 
wrote a Hiſtory of the Oman Empire in Gree} 
and Latin, which was tranflated into the Ruſſia; 
Language by Order of the Czar, as it has been lately 
into Eugliſb, from a Copy communicated by his Son 
Prince Antioctus Cantemir, not long ſince Ambaſſador 
ro the Court of Great-Britain, where he was highly 
eſteem'd for his fine Underſtanding and police Ec 
haviour.

HE Rufian Army, having received fome 
Waggons with Proviſions from the Grand 
.* PO * * 

Vizier, decamped in good Order, with 
Drums beating, Colours flying, and Sword in 
Hand; however, they made but ſmall Marches 
for want of Horſes, and on Account of the great 
Number of the Sick and Wounded : It is reck- 
oned that this Expedition coſt his Czariſh Majefry 
about twenty Thouſand Men, beſides ſome Milli- 
ons in Money and Jewels, that he paid for this 
Peace, which the Porte did not maintain long, as we 
mall ſee hereafter. 

Nevertheleſs when the Grand Signior heard the 
News of it, by his firſt Equerry Oſman Aga, he was 
ſo well pleaſed, that he ordered publick Rejoicings 
for three Days; and ſhewed that he apprevel of 
the Condutt of his Vizier not only by the Recep- 
tion he gave him, bur by Letters and magnificent 
Preſents ; notwithſtanding all which, the King oft 
93veden ſoon, after inſpired him with ſuch Senti- 
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ments, that he twice broke the Peace, and con. 
cluded ir again with the ſame Eaſe. 

The Czar retired towards his own Dominions 
with the Czarina and his Court, to put the Treaty 
he had concluded in Execution, to take from the 
Turks all ſubject of Complaint, and to prevent an 
Obitacle to his Deſigns in the North. He left to 
his Generals the conduct of his Troops that were 
to croſs Poland, where one Party remained, while 
the reſt wenr into Lithuania and Livonia, from 
whence a large Body was ſent under the Com- 
mand of General Baur into Pemerania. 

Whiltt the Czar ſtruggled with Fortune on the 
Borders of the Pruth, his Allies ſuffered not the 
Swedes to enjoy much Repoſe ; ir is true they had 
concluded a Treaty of Neatrality for the Preſerva- 
tion of the Swediſh Provinces in Germany, but as 
the King of Sweden himſelf had proteſted againit 
it, and his Generals had acted contrary to ir, this 
was thought a ſufficient Pretence for the Allies cf 
his Czariſh Majeſty to enter Pomerania and form 
the Blockade of Stralſund. | 

The Czar himſelf went firſt to ZYarſaw, and from 
thence to Elbing, where he arrived on the 12th of 
September; he ſtay'd at this Place but only to repoſe 
himſelf, and then purſued his Journey to Carel bad, 
where he deſigned to drink the Waters. He ar- 
rived at Dreſden the 2oth of the ſame Month, and 
left it on the 22d. He uſed the Waters of Carelsbad 
with good Succeſs for the re-eſtabliſnment of his 
Health, and having concluded a Negotiation with 
M. Kameke, whom the King of Pruſſia had ſent 
thither to meet him, this Monarch return'd to 
Dreſden, and went afterwards to Jargau, where he 
arrived on the 24th of October. The Carewitz was 
come to that Town two Days before him, in which 
Place the Queen of Poland had made Preparations 
for the Marriage of that Prince with the Princeſs 
one Be of Wolfenbuttel. The Ga- 
rewitz, was then in the 22d Year of his Age, the 


uke 


Princeſs in her 18th. She was the Daug 5 of 
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Duke Leevis-Rodolbhnus of Bren: wick-IFelfemuutiel, and 
of Chriſtina Louiſa d'Detinge:, and Siſter of the 
Spouſe of Charles VI, w ho was then newly elected 
Emperor at Frencfort. This Marriage was celebrated 
with no great Ceremony, on the 25th of Octeber, the 
Day after the Czar's Arrival, by a Prieſt of the 
Greek Church. The Cxareævitx was led to the Alter 
by the Czar, and the Princeſs by Duke Anthony Ulric 
of Ililfembutte] her Grandfather. The Queen of 
Poland and her Court, the Duke of Wolfembuttel, 
Farther to the Bride, and her Mother were preſent at 
the Ceremony. There was a magnificent Enter- 
tainment at the Queen of Poland's; but if the Czar 
would have ſuffered the old Duke of Volfembuitel to 
have put himſelf to that Expence, he deſigned that 
the Splendor of his Grand-Daughter's Marriage 
mould have been beyond Example; he intended to 
have had the Ceremony perforin'd in his Capital 
City, and to have invited to it, the Kings of Pelaxd, 
Denmark, and Pruſſia, the Elector of Hanover, and 
ſome other Princes. 

Bur inſtead of more Pomp, it were to be wiſhed 
there could have been more Happineſs in this Mar- 
riage, which indeed was hardly to be expected 
where Inclination had no Part in the Union. The 
Ciarewitt, given up to ſenſual Pleaſures, and very 
vicious Company, had no Deſire at all to marry, 
nor had he — of it at this Time, but to pre- 
vent the Danger he was in of forfeiting his Suc- 
ceſſiun to the Crown. For his indolent Temper, 
his wicked Courſe of Life, and the Averſion he 
always ſhewed to Foreigners, had created in his Fa- 
ther ſo ill an Opinion of him, as had very much di- 
miniſhed his natural Affection to him, and. made 
him drop ſome Intimations, that, unleſs he ſoon 
gave ſome Tokens of Amendment, he muſt expe& 
to have his Crown ſhaved, and be thruſt into a Con- 
vent, His own PFayourites, apprehenſive of the 
Danger he was in, perſuaded him to endeavour to 
reconcile himſelf ro his Father, by promiſing to 
alter his Way of Life, and by marrying. into 7 Ao 
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conſiderable Family among the Princes of the Cer. 
man Empire, with whom his Majeſty was very Ce- 
firous of having an Alliance. The Prince, though 
naturally of a Temper obſtinate and dull, had 
Senſe enough to take this Advice, and throwins 
himſelf ſoon after at his Father's Feet, he declared 
his Intention of making an Attonement for his 
paſs' d Follies, and leading a new Life; and as no- 
thing might be more conducive to it than the Con- 
verſation of a virtuous Lady, he begged Leave to 
make the Tour of Cermany, in order to make choice 
of ſuch a one as might be agrecable to his Birch 
and Inclinations. 

A few Days after the Marriage Rites were per- 


formed, the new married Couple took the Route of 


IVoterabiattel, and the Czar that of Cen in Sileſia, 
where the Prince Royal of Pruſſia entertained his 
Majeſty for three Days. The Occaſion of this 
Journey was to ſee himſelf the Condition of his 
Troops quarter'd there. 

The Czar continued in S but till the qth of 
Negen ber, and then took the Route of Prata. On 
tho Sth he arrived at 7 hory, where he embarked 
the fame Day wich the Carina for Alling. Their 
Majeſties found in this Cicy a numerous Court of 
foreign Miniſters to attend them, and among the 
reit the famous Prince Ragetski, who came from 
Dani xicꝭ for that Purpoſe. 

At length, the Troubles which were excited afreſh 
by the Trench and Swediſh Factions in Turky, ro- 
called the Czar to his own Dominions ; he went 
through Kcringsbere, Memel, and Riga, in which 
laſt Place he ſtopt for ſome Time. The Magiſtracy 
of the City having received their new Sovereign 
in a Body at their Gates, he promiſed them his Pro- 
tection, provided they would be as faithful to him 
as they had been to Sweden. On the 12th of De- 
cember was celebrated with much Pomp the Feaſt 
of St. Ardrew, Patron of the Reſfan Order; the No- 
bility, the Council, the Magiſtracy, all endeavoured 
cyery Day to ſhew their Reſpect to — new 

rince, 
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Prince, who, by a great Number of beneficent 
Acts, gained the Love of a People naturally gene- 
rous and faithful to their Maſters. 

From Riga his Czariſh Majeſty went to Revel, 
where he likewiſe continued {ome Days, as well to 
vive Orders for the Reparation and Enlargement 
of the Fortifications, as to take the Advice of ſome 
Perſons of the bet Underſtanding in the Country 
for the Re-eftabliſhmenr of the Commerce. Afrer- 
wards this extraordinary Prince, who gave an At- 
tention to the moſt minute Affairs that might be 
of any Uſe to the Countries he governed, went to 
Petersburoh. The Hereditary Prince, with his new 
Spouſe, receiving his Command to follo him, his 
Czarith Majeſty having altered his Reſolution of 
letting his Son continue all the Winter in Germazy. 
And the whole Czatjiun Family were, ſoon come 
together to attend him in the fame City, viz. the 
Czarina Dowager, the Dutcheſs Dowager of Cu- 
land, the Princeſs Natalia, &c. 

The Czar being now in peaceable Poſſeſſion of 
Livenia, and as that Province had been formerly 
looked upon as one of the Fiefs of the Empire, he 
offer'd to accept of the Inveſtiture of it from the 
Emperor Charles VI, provided he might be admitted 
into the Number of the Princes of the Empire, and 
on that Condition, and his being allowed to have a 
Miniſter at the General Diet, he propoſed to fur- 
niſh his Imperial Majeſty with a Succour of twenty- 
five Thouſand Men againſt Hance; the partiality 
with which the Minter of that Crown at Gnſ*az- 
tinople had behaved with regard to the R Fans, had 
very much irritated his Czariſh Majeſty againſt 
Lecvis XIV. Nevertheleſs his Offers were not ac- 
cepted ; it was alledged, that although the Czar was 
then indeed Maſter of Livonia, yet the Reſtitution 


of it might hereafter become one of the Articles of 


a Treaty with Sweden ; that ic was the Interet of 
Poland that it ſhould be ſo; beſides, if this Duchy 
ſhould become a Fief of the Empire, it would be 
obliged to take a Part in all the Quarrels that might 
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happen in Poland, Bur theſe Reaſons were only 
a Prete xt; they were only afraid of ſeeing ſo pov. 
erful a Member in the College of Princes, which 
has plainly appeared ſince; for when the Province 
of Livonia was yielded to him by Treaty of Peace, 
and he made the ſame Demand, he received no 
better Satisfaction. 2 

The Czar had actually given Orders for executing 
the Articles of the Peace of the Pruth, and his Ge. 
nerals on the Side of the Black-Sea were beginning 
to demoliſh the Works of Taiganrog and Aropb; but 
freſh Advices which he received from Turky put 
tome ſtop to it. The Grand Vizier had agreed, 
when he ſigned the Treaty, that the King of Kre— 
den ſhould quit the Ottoman Territories, which 
Promite he did what was in his Power to keep, but 
the King of Sweden, and his Faction endeavoured 
to be beforehand with the Vizier, and to perſuade 
the Sultan, that he had betrayed the Intereſt of the 
Empire ; and above all complain'd of his not being 
included in the Treaty. The Vizier being informed, 
in good Time, of what paſſed at Conſtantinople, 
placed a Guard upon all the Roads from thence to 
Bender, with Orders to intercept the King's Let- 
ters to M. Funck, his Miniſter, or any other ; by 
which Means he diſcovered what were his Deſigns 
againſt him, and was therefore ſoon brought to 4 
Reſolution in concert with the Baron Schaffiref, and 
Count Creremetoff, the Ruſſian Hoſtages, to obliga 
him to depart. For this Reaſon he gave him to un- 
deritand, that it was expected he ſhould do ſo : But 
the King, inſtead of complying, returning a very 
baughry Anſwer, the Vizier immediately ſtopp'd 
his daily Penſion, and ſent a Detachment of his 
Army, to be quarter'd about Bender, as a Guard 
upon him. 

The King however found Means to pet a Letter 
conveyed even to the Sultan himſelf, by the hel 
of one Savari a Banker at Bender, who undertoo 
it at the Hazard of his Head; this Man, who was 
ſtrongly in the King of Sweden's Intereſt, put 2 
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tlie Habit of a Twh, and paſſing unſulpeRed thro? 
the Vizier's Camp, got to the French Ambaſſador at 
Confiantinople, to whom he not only delivered the 
Letters of the Scrediſb Monarch to the Sultan and 
others; but informed him, by Word of Mouth, of 
much more than was contained in thoſe Letters. 

Monſieur Deſalleurs ſoon obtain'd an Audience, 
and having delivered his Letters, there was unme-, 
diately a new Face of Aﬀairs. The Vier Baltagi 
Valoniet received repeated Orders to return to Cen- 

antinople, which he tid not very readily obey, and 
being at the Head of his Troops, the Sultan did not 
care to exaſperate him, although he had already 
paſſed Sentence on him in his own Mind, bur uſed 
{ome Diſſimulation to get him in his Power; he was 
magnifictently received at Adrianople, but he was 
no ſooner ſeparated from his Troops, than the 
Grand Signior let him know that he depoled him 
from his Office, and ordered him to be banithed to 
Jitylene, after all his Riches were taken from him. 
He had held this high Office preciſely a Year, which 
was now conferred upon the Bathaw Lest, Aga of 
the Janiſſaries. 

All Things now at the Porte began to take a Turn 
in Favour of the edi Faction, the Cham of Tar- 
tary took up his Reſidence at a Houſe of Pleaſure 
near Conſtantineple, from whence he often went to 
the Grand Signior, with whom he had ſeveral Con- 
ferences, the Reſult of which was to declare War 
again with Ruſſia, upon which the Sultan wrote a 
circular Letter to all the Viziers and Baſhaws of 
his Empire, dated the Middle of the Moon of ZELKADI 
of 1123, that is about the 2oth of December 1711, 
wherein he commands thoſe Officers to repair with 
their Troops to his Imperial Camp at atze on 
the Danube early in the enſuing Spring. To pre- 
vent the Conſequences of which, che Ruſſia Hoſ- 
tages at Conſtantinople deſired a Conference with the 
Vier, and were ſupported therein by the Erzliſ 
and Dutch Miniſters; and his Czariſh Majeſty ſent 
Orders for the Surrender of Ah to the 7 _ 
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which was accordingly made on the 13th of Jars 
following. The new Buildings, Suburbs and For. 
tifications, were all demolithed, but the inner 
Walls were left ſtanding, and 7o Pieces of Cannon 
with a Houſe or two, and a ſmall Suburb of the 
(Hacks; the Turks, thinking it might be of Con- 
venience to them, bought them for about 45, 
Dollars. Haſſan Baſpbaæv lent away the Key, by an 
Expreſs, to the Porte, but having only 120 Men in 
his Rerinue, deſired a Battalion of Huſcevites migh: 
be left under his Command, to ſecure him again; 
the Cfſocks and Tartars, the reſt marched out with 
the uſual Marks of Honour, under Admiral 
Atraxin, who went to overice the demoliſhing the 
Works of Taiganreg; all Things proceeding thus 
wich mutual Civility, in the exccuting this prin- 
cipal Article of the Treaty between the Sultan and 
his Czarih Majeſty, there was reaſon to hope the 
threatened Rupture between them would ſoon be 
accommodated, but the Negotiation however con- 
tinued till the Month of Avi. . 

1712. In the mean time the Czar's Marriage with 
the Czar ina Catharine Alexona was publickly ſolem- 
nized at Petersburgb. He had before declared it in 
private; for juſt before his ſetting out for /cldavia, 
the laſt Year, from Afofcoev, he had ſummoned the 
Empreſs Dowager his Siſter, the Princeſs Natalia, 
and two other half Siffers, to whom he acknovw- 
ledged her as his Wife, and defired they might pay 
all Reſpect due to her in-: that Quality, and that, it 
any Misfortune ſhould happen to him during the 
Campaign, ſhe might be allowed the ſame Rank, 
Privileges and Revenues as were uſual to the other 
Dowagers. All Preparations being made, and the 
Time at hand for the publick Solemnization of this 
Marriage a few Days before, viz. On the 2oth of 
February, M. Kykin, a Lord of the Admiralty, and 
Adjutant-General Jaguſinsty, were ſent to invite 
the Company to his Majeſty's Old Wedding, which 
were the Terms they were ordered to uſe. The 
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The Czar was married in the Habit of an Ad- 
miral, and for that Reaſon, not his firſt Miniſters, 


or Nobility, but his Sea Officers had the chief Share 
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in the Solemnity of that Day. The Vice-Admiral 
Cruys, and the Roar. Adio of the Gallies, were 
the Bridegroom's Fathers, and the Empreſs Dow-

The Wedding was performed at ſeven o' Clock 
in the Morning in a little Chappel belonging to 
Prince Aſenzikeff, and no Perſons afliſted at it, bur 
thoſe vr ho were obliged to it by their Offices. The 
new married Couple retired to the Prince's Houſe, 
and ſtaid there till ten o'Clock, and then proceeded 
to the Czar's Palace, where all the Company was 
gathered according to the Invitation. The Pro- 
ceſſion was very magnificent from the many new 
rich Liveries, and rhe Sledges drawn by ſix Horſes, 
attended by Kettle- Drums, Trumpets, and other 
Muſical Inſtruments. Prince Menxibeff carried the 
Marſhal's Staff, and Vice-Admiral Cuys was in the 
Sledge with the Czar at his Right-Hand, as his Fa- 
ther.

The new Treaty of Peace between the Turks 
and Czar, was concluded on the 16th Day of April 
following, the Articles of which were in Subſtance: 


I. That the Czar ſhall be obliged within thirty 
Days to withdraw all his Forces out of Poland, 
which ſhall not return upon any Pretence what- 
foeyer, unleſs it ſhould happen that the wy Fu

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weden being returned into his Dominions, ſhonld 
Join with the Poles and attack Miſcevy on that Side, 
in which Caſe his Czarith Majeſty ſhall be at liberty 
to march again into Polaxd with his Troops. 

II. That the Porte ſhall be allowed to procure the 
Return of the King of Sweden into his Dominions, 
by ſuch a Way as the Grand Signior ſhall think 
fir, without allowing the Huſcovites to fix the Tims 
of his Departure or his Way; but in Cate that 
Prince marches through the Territories of Mice, 
the Turbiſb Troops that thall attend him, ſhall com- 
mit no manner of Hoſtility or Ravages. 

III. That the Czar ſhall remain in Poſſeſſion of 
Kiof and Ukrania, with their ancient Limits, but 
ſhall renounce all his Pretęnſions upon the Country 
of the Gfacks on this Side the Poryſthenes that ire 
not in the Dependance of Nef, and on a certain 
Iſland in that River, and that good Orders thall be 
given on both Sides, to prevent the Excurſions of 
the Cofſacks and Tartors.

= War was carried on againſt his Excellency, both 
with the Tongue and Pen, complaining that he had

excuſing the Aſuſcovites ſtaying in Poland ; nay, they 
* pretended to haye ſome Extracts of his Letters to 


Vienna, 
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the Liberty to do the ſame, but his Excellency an- 
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jenna, as Proofs of it; and wrote to Exelaud, th; MM 
he had not only traverſed, by all imaginable Mean, I; 
the Meaſures which his Sævediſ) Majeſty had co. MW ; 
tered into with the Porte, ſince his Arrival at Bei. 
fer, in order to retrieve and re-eſtabliſh his Aﬀeir; 
but had thrown off the Mask, and 2 eſpouſed 
his Enemy's Intereſt: They added, that Baron 
Gultz, a Creature of King Auguſtus, was con- 
tinually with his Excellency, and that he was en. 
tirely influenced by the Saxon and Aſiſcovite Money: 
In ſhort, no leſs Latisfaktion was inſiſted on by hi, 
Majeſty, than his being recalled and diſgraced; 
Mr. Fabricens, the Duke of Holſtein's Miniſter, who 
was much in favour with the King, having in vain 
endeavour'd to deſtroy theſe Impreſſions, ſem 
Word to Sir Robert Sutton what was laid to his 
Charge: And M. de Ja Afetraye ſays, he himſelf tock 
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ſwer'd him, that he was pre-acquainted with it, and 
that M. Funch abſtained even from the common 
Civility uſual among Miniſters of Potentates in 
Amity together. | 

This laſt-made Peace, we ſhall ſee, had no long 
Continuance ; but before we take any farther No- 
tice of what was done in Turky, it 1s fit to return 4 
little to what was tranſacted in the North. 

Prince Menziksf was now gone into Pomerania, 
where the Czar had already 36,c00 Men, who were 
ordered to join the Danes and the Saxons. His Ma- 
jeſty, before he ſer out himſelf, aſſiſted at the launch- 
ing a Ship of fifty- four Guns, which he built him- 
ſelf, call'd the Puliocva; and had the Misfortune tt 
hear that one third Part of the City of Afoſcow wis 
burnt to the Ground. 

Ten thouſand Men of his Czariſh Majeſty's T roops 
kept Stetin block'd ur ; the reſt join'd with thole 
of King Auguſtus were before Stralſund, which was 
alſo in ſome Manner block'd up by Land. Th: 
Czar, the Czarina, and Czarewitz, being all come 
into Pomerania, the Czar had ſeveral Conferences 


with the King of Poland, and theſe two Monarchs 
wen! 
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went together to reconnoitre Stralſznd and tho 
Illand of Ruger. It was agreed to attack the Iſland, 
ſince by their being Maſters of that, it was im- 
zofhible for Stralſund to hold out, the Swedes then 
zaving no way to bring Succours to it. The 
Princes enzikoff and Kurakin, and Count Golowin; 
had allo ſeveral Conferences at Gripſealat , 
with Count Flemming and Count Schembeck, on 
making Preparations to execute this Enter prize, but 
while theſe were getting ready, they learnt that 
the Szredes had debarked on the Ifland a Supply of 
eight or 'ten thouſand Men under the Command of 
General Steinbock; it is true, the _ Fleet did 
make ſome Attempt to prevent this Debarkation, 
hut it was too late, and fo the Attack of the Ifland 
became impracticable; and was put off to a more 
f.:ourable Opportunity; the Ruſſian and Poliſh Ge- 
nerals came to a Reſolution at Gripſwalde, to caſt u 

a Line from thence to Triptee and Damgarten, whic! 
is an Extent of ſeveral Miles; and his Czarith Ma- 
jelty having exhorted the King of Dermarꝶ to keep 
a watchful Eye upon the Swedes, to prevent their 
carrying any new Succours to Stralſund, and having 
left the Command of his Troops to King Auguſtus, 
took the Route of Berlin, where he arrived incognito, 


declining the publick Reception that was intended 


lim, and took up his Lodgings at the Houſe of his 
own Miniſter. He made a Viſit, the ſame Night, 
to the King of Pruſſia, and was entertained ar 
Supper by the Prince Royal. The next Day, 
his Pruſtan Majeſty, accompany'd by his Highneſs, 
return'd the Viſit, and at Night his Czariſh Ma- 
jeſty paid a Viir to the Queen. | 
| A few Days after, he tet out for Leipſick, and 
from rhence to Carelsbad, where deſigning to drink 
the Waters, he would not be diſturbed with any 
publick Affairs, and therefore ſignified to all the 
foreign Miniſters, that he would not be attended 
by any of them, bur ſhould ſoon return to Berlin, 
where he would give them Audicnce, as he did 
accordingly, 
During 
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During his Czariſh Majeſty's Abſence, all the 
Troops that were in the Iſland of Rugen, having 
been brought over to Stralſund, Count Steinbock made 
a Sally from thence with great Succeſs ; when he 
took Leave of the Garriſon and Burghers of the 
Town, who were drawn up in Arms, he made 
very pathetick Speech, wherein he exhorted them 
to continue faithful to their Sovereign and Country, 
and be vigilant on their Poſts if they ſhould chance 
to be attacked. It was given out that he was going 

to force the Enemy's Lines; but inſtead of hazard. 
ing ſo raſh an Enterprize, he took all on a ſudden, 
the Route of Afecklenbourg, in paſſing the Morals 
formed by the Ribnitz, a quarter of a League from 
Damgarten, and at Blommonſcdorf upon Bridges thrown 
over in haſte. 

The Swedes having this Succeſs, their Gene- 
ral Steinbock, reſolved to proſecute the Advantage 
he had got, and accordingly took Poſſeſſion of Roſtcch, 
and put the whole Duchy of Mecklenbourg under 
Contribution, under Pretence that they had fur- 
niſhed the Enemies of Sweden with Forage and 

other Proviſions in the two preceding Campaigns, 
The Inhabitants were required to pay two Millions 
of Florins, upon Pain of Military —— but 
being unable to comply with ſuch an exorbitant 
Demand, the greateſt Part of them removed from 
their Habitations with their Cattle and other Lf- 
fects, and made their Eſcapes into the Territories 
of the neighbouring Princes. 

King Auguſeus, in the mean Time, having aſſem- 
bled his Troops, and the Aauſcovites, who were 
diſperſed along the Lines, marched towards Gu, 
which he ſurprized, and poſted his Troops near that 
Place, expecting the Conjuttion of the Danes to at- 
tack the Srvedes, and theſe having but a ſmall Trac 
of Land to ſubſiſt in, began to think of the Difficul- 
ties they ſhould be reduced to, if they were obliged, 
by the Superiority of their Enemies Numbers, to 
repaſs the Defile of Damgarten, and return to the 
Iſland of Rygen, from whence the Scarcity of Fo-

them. This Reaſon, and the dangerous Conſequences 
of the Loſs of a Battle, were Motives ſufficient to

The Czar deliberated with himſelf for ſome

The Polanders who were of this Party, and who

This Invaſion was a juſt Subject of Complaint 
from the Czar of the Turks, who had thereby vio- 
lated the laſt Treaty of Peace. Which gave Occa. 
ſion to the Velt-Mareſchal Czerenretoff to publiſh his 
Univer{alia, wherein he complained of that, and of 
the Conduct of the Nobles of the Palatinates of 
Cracow, viradia, and Caliſp, who had favourcd the 
Invaſion, and joined with the Enemies of his 
Matter : He gave Notice to the Inhabitants of Great 
and Liitle-Poland, that if they did not behave with 
more Moderation, or made the leaſt Step in Favour 
of Sianiſlais, or the Swedes, his Czarith Majeſty, on 
ſuch an Infraction, would re-enter Poland with all 
his Troops. 

The King of Sceden, tho' it was his Party that 
had been the firſt Aggreſſors, did not fail of making 
his Uſe of this, and clamoured loudly againſt the 
Ruſſians, who had purſued ſome of rhe Coſſacks quite 
into the Turkiſ: Territories, and the Grand Sjgnior 
ſuffering himſelf to be prevail'd on by the Cham 
of Tartary, Monſieur Deſalleurs, and the Miniſters 


of Sweden, broke once more the laſt Treaty, on

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Pretence of their being yet ſome Ruſſian Troops re-

the two Muſcovite Ambaſſadors, and the two Ho- 
ſtages, Schafjiroff and young Cteremetoff, to be car- 
ried Priſoners, with all the Officers of their Reti- 
nues, to the Seven-Terers. ; 

Orders were ſent to all the Baſthaws to raiſe new 
Troops, and the Grand Signior himſelf lefe Cu- 
ſftantinople, and came with his whole Court to Ady;- 
anople, whither a ſolemn Embaſſy was coming to 
him from King Auguſtus and the Republick of Po- 
land, at the Head of which was the Palatine of 
Aaſſovia, with a Retinue of three Hundred per- 
ſons, all of whom he ordered to be ſeized on the 
Road, and impriſon'd; the Sultan reſolving to have 
Charles XII. conducted into Sueden in à grand Man- 
ner, and Staniſlaus, if poſſible, replaced on the Throne 
of Poland.

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Notwithſtanding all theſe Preparations, the 
Grand Signior's Favourite Ali=Gormonrgi, having

with the Cham of Tartary, to bring him over to 
his Intereſt, Affairs took another Turn, and the 
Grand Signior being perſuaded that the Aga fent 
into Poland, had been bribed by the Swedes, and 
given a fille Report of what related to the Miſco- 
bite Troops there, was inclined again to hearken to 
Propoſals of an Accommodation. The Grand Vi- 
zier and Mufti, both Creatures of the Favourite, 
although they had given their Votes for War, when 
they found that was no longer pleating to All- Liu. 
7101725, came as readily into Terms of Peace. After 
{cyveral Negociations with the Vice-Chancellor SU,. 
ref and young Cxeremetaff, the Czar's Plenipoten- 
tiaries, it was promiſed by them, that their Maſter's 
Troops ſhould, bona fide, evacuate Poland. 

On the other Side, rhe King of Sweden was to 
be ſent out of the Turkiſh Dominions. The Sulan, 
for his own Honour would not ſuffer him to go 
away in ſuch a Manner as might endanger his 
being taken by his Enemies on the Road, but ftipu- 
lated, that the Ambaſſadors of Muſcety and Poland 
mould be reſponſible for the Security of his Perſon; 
and that he, on the other hand, ſhould raiſe no Com- 
motions in Pelaßd. The Seratquier of Bender went 
by Order of the Grand Signior to Varnitſa, where 
the King of Scveden was then encamped, to acquaint 
him wich the Reſolution of the Porte, and to let 
him knove, that it was expected he thould comply 
without making any Delay. The King told the 
Baſpaw he muſt firſt have wherewithal to pay his 
Debts, and furniſh him with Conveniences for his 
Fourney ; but this was only an Excuſe to gain 
Lime, . being determined not to depart. The 
Laſbaæv asking how much would be requilite, the 
King an'wer'd at random, a Thouſand Purſes, wich 


is aboye an hundred thouſand Pounds Sterling. The 
Bajhaw 
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Baſhaw writing to the Perte on this Head, inſtead 
of one Thouſand had twelve Hundred Purſes ſent 
him, but with expreſs Orders not to deliver them 
to him till his Departure: But he, and his Trea- 
ſurer Grothuſen, having found Means to prevail upon 
the Baſbaw to let them have the Money, he {till 
perſiſted in his Reſolution of continuing where he 
was, in ſpite of all that could be ſaid by the Paſha, 
whoſe Head was in danger for having parted with 
the Money to him. 

The Cham of Tartary, who was to conduct him 
on his March, had received the like Orders with 
the Baſhaw, to ſee that the Purſes were not given 
to him till he was ready to depart ; fo that both of 
them were forced to write to the Porte to clear 
themſelves to the Sultan, and proteſt that they had 
delivered their Charge to him, but that they were 
deceived by his ſolemn Promiſe of going away im- 
mediately. This occaſioned a poſitive Order to be 
ſent to the Cham and Baſhazy, to oblige him to go 
out of the Turkiſh Dominions by Force, or to bring 
him dead or alive to Adrianople. | 

Charles XII. could not be perſuaded but that the 
Cham and Baſ:aw were in a Confederacy to deliver 
him up to his Enemies, thereſore continued obſtinate 
in his Refuſal to go away, which forced them to 
put the Sultan's Orders in Execution, upon which 
followed the famous Action of Bender, wherein he 
gave moſt extravagant Proofs of his Bravery, or 
rather Raſhneſs, oppoſing with undaunted Reſolu- 
tion 26,000 Turks and Tartars with only the Officers 
of his Houſhold, and about 300 Swedes. This Ac- 
tion which happened on the 12th of February 1717, 
is fo well known, and is fo amply related by Mon- 
ſteur de Voltaire in his Life of Charles XII. that I 
mall ſay no more of it here, but refer the Reader 
to his Account of it.

HE Negotiations of Adrianople and Co 
ſtantinople, did not put a Stop to the Mili- 

tary Operations in the Swediſh Provinces 

in Germany. In Holſtein the victorious Army of Ge- 
neral Steinbock was encompaſled, and caught, as it 
were, in a Net, by the prudent Management of tie 
Daniſb General, to which his Czariſh Majeſty did 
not a little contribute; for after the Battle of Gace- 
Þuſch, he purſued the Swedes with a Body of his 
Troops, and paſſed the Stechnis, diſperſing them 


round about Hambourg, into which City he wil 
| Wit 
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with Prince Menxikoff, and had ſeveral long Confe- 
rences with General Scholten, concerning the Opera- 
tions of the Campaign. From Hambourg he went 
to Altena that had been lately burnt by the Swedes ; 
for Steinbock, in Revenge of the Danes having de- 
ſtroyed Strade, ſet Fire to this City at Midnight, 
nd forced the miſerable Inhabitants, in extreme 
cold Weather, to take up their Lodgings on the 
Snow, while their Houſes and Effects were all 
burnt. It was with much Grief that the Pruſſian 
Monarch beheld the Ruins of the Place, he ordered 


a thouſand Roubles to be diſtributed among the 


unfortunate Cirizens, and to help them to repair 
their Loſs, in ſome Sort, promiſed to fayour their 
Commerce to Archangel. 

In the mean Time the Troops made ſeveral Mo- 
tions as well to incloſe the Swedes, as to facilitate 
the Junction of the Danes and — The Czar 
ſent General Baur to attack a Body of the Swedes, 
who defended the Bridge of Hollingſtedt; and tho 
they made a ſtour Reſiſtance, yet the Ryſſian Gene- 
ral who was at the Head of 4000 Men, carried 
the Poſt, drove the Swedes into the Village, where 
he took ſeveral Priſoners, and afterwards broke 
down the Bridge. General Steinbeck now began to 
perceive that he had made a falle Step in taking 
that Route, and was willing to repair that Faulr 
by repaſſing the Eyder to get into Pomerania again, 
but being 9 that the Ryſſian Cavalry was in 
full March, he was obliged to change his Deſign, 
and poſt himſelf between Frederichſtadt, Huſum and 
Tonninzen, where he intrenched himſelf; but the 
Czar did not ſuffer him to remain long in quiet, 
tor on the 12th of February, that Prince putting 
himſelf at the Head of five Battalions of his Guards 
and ſome Dragoons, he went in Perſon, and at- 
tacked the Swedes in the Intrenchments they had 
thrown up before Frederickſtadt : And, after a very 
long Reſiſtance, made himſelf Maſter of them, hav- 
ing drove away the Enemy, who were obliged to 
retire to the main Body of their Army; upon 
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Which the Swediſh Carrifon that was in the Town, 
berook theomivlves allo to Flight with much Preci. 
pitation. The R ans purſucd the Enemy for 
jome Time, taking Part of their Baggage, an!

This is an Affair of too much Importance, and 
the Cone quences were too conſiderable to be paſs'd 
over in Silence, ſinze it is on what paſſed at that 
Zime, that the King of Deamark tounds his P reten- 
ſions of keeping the Country of Holſtein, which 
he took from the young Duke Charles Frederick, who 
afcerwards became Son-in-Lavr to the Czar. This 
Prince, Nephew to the King of Sweden, was brought

When it was judged proper in Sweden to order 
General S$;e;zbock to go into Jutland with the Army 
under his Command, they did not imagine but that 
he would have had the Prudence to have made fure 
of ſome Place of Retreat if any Dilaſter ſho ald 
befal him; but in Fein there was only the For- 
treſꝭ of Tonninzen where this Aſylum could be found, 
for which Reaſon the molt preſſing Inſtances were 
made to the young Dake, to provide for the Safety 
of the Swediſ} Army, by giving Orders to the Com- 
mandant of Jonningen to receive them under the 
Cannon, or even into the Place, if Neceſſity re- 
quir'd it. The Morives made uſe of to the Duke 
were fo ftrong, that he ſent an Order for that Pur- 
poſe as was deſired. 
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put notwithſtanding the young Duke had made 
this Sacrifice to the Swedes, the Conſent of the Ad- 
minitrator was likewiſe thought neceſſary, without 
which it was to be feared that the Commandant of 
Jumingen would make ſome Scruples before he 
corply'd with their Defire : For this Reaſon Ap- 
plication was made to that Prince, but the Admi- 
nitrator made more Difficulty in the Affair than 
his Nephew had done, and although he acknow- 
ledged all the Obligations that the Houſe of Hol- 
fein had to Stveden, and the Neceſſity there was of 

endering her this Service at ſo critical a Conjunc- 
ture, yet he would not come into it, without ſti- 
pulating certain Conditions with General Steinbock, 
nor had he done it at all, if it had not been made 
appear to him, that the Neutrality was but little 
regarded by the Danes, who lived as they plzaicd 
in all Parts of Slefeick-AoIftein. It is ſaid by ſome, 
that the Adminiſtrator, unwilling to venture the 
Loſs of the Sewediſh Forces, and, at the ſame Time, 
dreading the Reſentment of the Danes, gave pri- 
vate Orders to Wolf to receive the Swediſh Troops, 
but to deay that he ever had ſuch Orders from 
him, and take the Blame wholly upon himſelf, and 
that Streibock was likewiſe ſworn to Secrecy ; but 
be this as it may, the Swediſh Troops being re- 
ceived into the Fortreſs, was what gave an Op- 
portunity to the King of Denmatſ to complain of 
the Violation of the Newtrality, and to ſeize on the 
Duchy of Sleſwick, and put it under Sequeſtration, 
as he did ſoon after the Duchy of Holſtein. 

The following Treaty between Steinbock and the 
Duke, Adminiſtrator of Holſiein was found after- 
wards among Steinbock's Papers, when, as will be 
mentioned hereafcer, he was forced to ſurrender. 


E it known, Sc. Inaſmuch as Count Mag- 

nus Steinbock, Counſellor to his Majeſty the 
King of Sweden, and chief General of the Swediſh 

Army in Germany, hath moſt earneſtly ſollicited 

his Highneſs Auguſtus Viſhop of Lubech Dake and 
H 4 Admi- 
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bock promiſes in the Name of his Maſter the Kin f 
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Adminiſtrator of Heſuuick-Holſtein, to permit him 
and the Army he commands, to make uſe of the 
Fortreſs of Zonningen for his Protection in this Caſe 
of Neceſſity, and his Execllency the ſaid Count 
having repreſented that by this Condeſcenſion the 
Ducal Houſe will in this Conjuncture render a 
moſt important Service to the Crown of Sweden, 
which can never be recompenſed, the Suediſ 
Army being at this Time expoſed to the extremeſt 
Dangers by the Approach of the united Forces 
of its Enemies, which are much ſuperior to them 
in Number; his Highneſs the Adminiſtrator, con- 
ſidering the inviolable Friendſhip there is be- 
tween the Ducal Houſe and the Crown of Se. 
den, would not be wanting to manifeſt his Aﬀec. 
tion and Zeal for its Service upon ſo important 
an Occaſion : But withal, as this is an Affair ſo 
delicate, and of ſo great Conſequence, it is indi. 
penſably neceſſary to uſe all imaginable Precau- 
tions in it; and therefore his Serene Highneſs 
above-mentioned has concluded with his Excel- 
lency Count Steinbeck the following Articles: 


* I. His Highneſs conſents that Count Steinbock 
may form and eſtabliſh his Magazines for the 
Krvediſb Army under the Cannon, and under the 
Defence of the Fortreſs of Jonningen, as allo, 
II. That the whole Srvediſb Army under the 
Command of Count Steinbock may retire and cover 
itſelf under the ſaid Fortreſs, in caſe it be ſhut 
up and prefled by the Enemies. 

III. Incaſe that Count Steinbeck ſhould be forced 
to a Battle and be worſted, he may cover himſelf 
and his Army in Retreat under the ſaid Fortre!s 
of Jonningen. | | 

© TV. The neceſſary Orders to that Purpoſe ſhall 
be delivered into the Hands of the ſaid Count 
as ſoon as this preſent Convention ſhall be exe- 
cuted. | 

V. In Exchange, his Excellency Count Stein- 
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© of Sweden, as a Man of Honour Upon Parole and 


bona Fide, that whereas by the Eſtabliſhment of 
Magazines, Lodgments, and by the Marches and 
« Milirary Operations, the Eſtates of the Ducal 
© Houſe may be entirely ruined ; and that in Caſe 
© the promiſed Retreat under rhe Cannon of Ton= 
ringen actually happens, the King of Denmark, as 
© jt is eaſy to judge, will take ir for a declared 
© Rupture, and by Conſequence will not only treat 
the Country of the Ducal Houle as that of an 
Enemy, but will even endeavour to reduce it, and 
force it from the Dominion of his ſerene Iligh- 
© neſs the Duke Charles Frederick : For theſe Cauſes, 
© his Swediſh Majeſty ſhall not or will not treat cr 
* conclude a Peace with the Crown of Dermarks 
till not only the Ducal Houſe be entirely re- 
* ſtored, bur alſo 'rill it be ſufficiently indemni- 
* fied from all the Loſs and Damage it may have 
© ſuffered. And in Conſequence hereof, that ar leaſt 
the Baillage of Segeberg, and the County of Pinen— 
erg be given up and evacuated by the Crown 
* of Denmark to the Ducal Houſes. 

© VI. Count Steinbock ſhall not, after he has ſerved 
himſelf of the Protection of Jonningen, march with 
his Army out of this Country, and leave it ex- 
poſed before a Peace is concluded upon the Foot 
above-mentioned with the Crown of Denmark, 
But in Caſe his Excellency ſhall have no Occation 
to make uſe of the Protection of that Fortreſs, 
and ſhall entirely paſs by it in ſuch a Manner 
that the Ducal Houſe may preſerve a perfeck 
Neutrality, that then his Excellency may have 
full Liberty to march with his Army whither he 
pleaſes. 

VII. Furthermore, Count Steinbock promiſes in 
the Name of his Swediſ> Majeſty, ſeeing the Com- 
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ble Gratitude towards his ſerene Highneſs in par. 
ticular, and towards the Ducal Family in general; 
and will give to his Highneſs and to his mn't Se- 
rene Family real Proofs of a fair Acknowlodg. 
ment, by the Return of Services; obliging him. 
{ſelf at rhe ſume Time to procure for him an en- 
tire Sarisfaction for all Loſſes and Damages which 
this Reſolution and Defence for his Swediſi Na- 
jeſty ſhall bring upon him. | 
VIII. And in Regard that by this Proceeding 
it may caſily happen, that not only the Province 
may be ruined, bor even over-run by foreign 
Troops and Enemies, and thereby the Ducal 
Chamber of Finances may become deſtitute of all 
Revenue, and the Duke Adminiſtrator may be 
reduced to a Condition of not having wherewithal 
to provide for the Court of Duke Charles Frederick 
or to ſubſilt his own ; Count Steinbock promiſes in 
the Name of his Swediſh Majeſty, that in ſuch 
Caſe he will furniſh with ready Money as much 
as thall be requiſite to maintain both the ſaid 
Courts 'rill the Concluſion of the preſent War, 
and 'till Reſtitution and Satisfaction ſhall be fo 
cured to the Ducal Houle. 
* IX. Count Steinbeck promiſes ſincerely and len 
Jide, and obliges himſelf by all that can moſt 
ſtrongly engage a Man of Honour, that he will 
never divulge this preſent Treaty to any other 
than the King, and will not diſcover the Contents 
of it to any other whatſoever ; and he will uſe 
fuch Precautions to keep it entirely ſecret, that 
there ſhall need no Care or Fear upon that Ac- 
count. 
And although, by Reaſon of the Abſence ot 
his S&rediſh Majeity there is no Means of having 
the faid Treaty ratified, the faid Count takes 
upon himſelf to anſwer for the Performance 
of all that is agreed upon and ſtipulated herein, 
and that it ſhall be agreed to and confirm'd by 
his Majeſty.

that they could eaſily prevent the Swedeg paſſing 
the Eyder. 

On the 23d of February the Czar took Leave of 
the King of Denmark, leaving to him the Command 
of his Troops, after having earneſtly recommended 
to his Generals the Care of obſerving a ſtrict Diſci- 

line in his Army. Art his parting with his Daniſh 
Majeſty, he aſſured him he was going to work to 
find Employmeat for the Swedes on the Side of Hin- 
land ; and hs was as good as his Word. He went 
next, by the Way of Stade, to HArncver, and was 
received with all imaginable Marks of Reſpe& ar 
the Court of the Elector; during his Stay — he 
took frequent Opportunities of converſing with 
Princeſs Sophia, the Electreſs Dowager, for whom 
he had conceived a very great Eſteem, at the Time 
of his firſt Journey into Holland. From Hanover 
his Czariſh Majeſty went to the Court of Wolfen. 
buttel, where he uſed his good Offices to reconcile 
the Princeſs and the Czarewitz, and engaged her to 
come to Petersburgh, where, beautiful and deſerving 


as ſhe was, ſhe met with but very indifferent Treat- 


ment from her Husband. From the laſt named 
Place he went to Schonhauſen, where he had an In- 
terview with the King of Pruſiz, who had juſt 
then ſucceeded to the Crown of his Father, and 
who was come on Purpoſe to throw himſelf in the 
Way of his Czarith Majeſty, that he might conſult 
with him on the Affairs of Pomerania. At length 


this Monarch, whoſe Preſence was ſo neceſſary in 


his own Dominions, haſtened through Dantzick and 
Koningsberg to Riga, in which City he found the Cza- 
rina Catherine delivered of a Princeſs, to whom he 
gave the Name of Maria Petrowna. 

As ſoon as the Czar arrived at Petersburgb, he got 
together at Revel, Narva, and other Ports of the 
Gulph about three Hundred Veſſels, upon which 
he embarked, in the beginning of May, twelve 
Thouſand Men, who, being carried by a favour- 
able Wind to the Coaſts of Finland, landed . Hel. 
fegen. A Body of Swediſp Troops. under the 

Commang 
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Command of General Li beer, accuſtomed to {i} 
Fortune againſt the Rrſſizns, dared not oppoſe his 
Deſcent ; but burnt their Barracks, and retired +9 
Alo, to make Head againſt the Enemy behind tha 
Walls of their Capital. The Czar, not thinking 
himſelf quite ſtrong enough to attack them, wa; 
contented to make Hergo a Place of Arms, and pre- 
pare a good Magazine there; after which he re. 
turned to Petersburgh to fend a ſecond Convoy this 
ther, which might enable him to puſh his Conqueſts 
in that Province. | | 

While this was getting ready, the Vice-Admiral 
put to Sea with twelve Men of War and five Pri- 
gates, with the Deſign of taking or burning three 
Swediſh Veſſels that were before Helſinofos, and which 
hindered the free Communication of the Czar with 
his Army by Water. But this Enterprize did not 
ſucceed, becauſe the Vice-Admiral's Ship ſtriking 
on a Quick-Sand he was obliged to burn ir; and 
ſome of the Captains alſo managed with very little 
Skill. However the ill Succeis put no Stop to the 
Czar's Progreſs, but he returned with the ſecond 
Convoy ; which put Prince Gallicxin in a Condition 
to form an Army of twenty Thouſand Foot and 
four Thouſand Horse that were followed by a 

ood Train of Artillery. The Czar put out t 
Sea himſelf with twenty Frigates to go in queſt of 
a Squadron of Swediſ> Ships that were in the Gulph; 
but having learnt that they were ſo advantageonily 


polted, that there was no Poſſibility of attacking 


them, he very readily abandoned this Project to re- 
turn and join his Army which was then at Sch rench 
about five Leagues from Helſinefos. On the 2d ot 
September the Ruſſians forced the Paſſage of Carellloio, 
which was defended by eight Hundred Swedes, 
this opened to them the Way to A, where the 
Ruſian Army arrived on the 8th, and found tho 
Place abandoned to them, with only twenty Fer- 
ſons left in it, who were very kindly treated by 
the Czar.

After the taking of Abo, his Majeſty returned to 
Petersburzh; leaving Orders with his Generals to 
follow the Sewediſb Army that was on the Side of 
favaſtbus, and which conſiſted of nine or ten 
Thoutand Men at moſt. 

Thavaſthus is not a Place of any Srength, however 
the Swedes defended it for ſome Time very cou- 
rageouſly, and then quitted it to retire among the 
Mountains and Bogs, with which this Country 
abounds, and having thrown ſome of their Ar- 
tillery into the Water, they poſted themſelves at 
the advantageous Paſlage of Pullona, which the 

uarded with Cannon. The — followed them 
in their Retreat, but at the Sight of the Poſt they 
were in, made a Halt, and\were obliged to throw 
up an Intrenchment to cover themſelves, and even 
to place ſome Cannon upon it. The Ran Ge- 
nerals, who immediately ſaw the great Difficulty 
of carrying this Poſt, endeavoured to take the 
Enemy in the Rear, by paſſing ſome very deep Mo- 
raſſes, which the Swedes had thought 1mpractica- 
ble: To this End they got together ſeveral Floats 
of Timber, all the Boats and Pontons that they 
could, and paſſed with about ſeven Thouſand Men 
commanded by the Lieutenant-Gencrals 4praxin 
and Butterlin, and by Major-General Tjoermiſcheav. 
Arnfeldt who commanded the Swedes, having No- 
tice of their Deſign, ſent ſome Regiments to ſup- 
port four Hundred Horſe, poſted where the Ruſſians 
were to come over, who would have met with a 
vigorous Oppoſition, if a very thick Fog had not 
favoured their Paſſage. Prince Galliczin firſt at- 
tacked the Swediſh Horſe, to whoſe Aſſiſtance Arn- 
jeldt advanced with four or five Regiments, which 
occaſioned an obſtinate Battle; the Ruſſians were 
drove back by the Cavalry almoſt into the Water 
but the other Wing, who were only engaged icli 


the Swediſh Infantry, charged with ſuch Vigo 


that he made them retire. At length Admiral 
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Apraxin, Lieutenant-General Yruce, and the Major. 
Generals Gollowin and Yolokonski who brought un 
the Rear with the Dragoons and ſome Foot thar 
came laſt over the Floats, charged the Szwedes ſg 
briskly that they drove them from their Intrench. 
ments, and made them betake themſelves to Flight 
with full Speed towards Noroſt and Tommentort, 
Thus the Victory fell to the Rvſſians, who loſt in. 
deed ſeven Hundred Men, but the Enemy had 
ſomething more than that Number flain and taken 
Priſoners, beſides the Loſs of ſeveral Pieces of 
Cannon. The Czar, after this, cauſed Thavaſthrs 
to be fortified to ſtop the Scredes *rill the Seaſon of 
the Year would permit him to puſh on his Con- 
queſts. 

The Troops commanded by Prince 1fenzikof in 
Pomerania, had as great a Share of Glory; ard 
thoſe in Holſtein were no ſmall Aſſiſtance to the 
King of Denmark in reducing Torringen and General 
Steinbock, who having maintained his Poſt as long as 
he could; was at length, through Want and Hun- 
ger, forced to ſubmit himſelf and all his Forces to 
the hard Conditions of ſurrendering Priſoners of 
War, and had then Time to make ſome ſerious Re- 
flections on his Cruelty in burning the Town of A. 
rena, Aid ruining Thouſands of innocent Perſons, 
As it was not poſſible to form the Siege of Stral- 
ſumi without being Matters of the Iile of Rugen, the 
Rwſtans and Saxons, aided by the Danes, executed this 
Deſign with good Succeſs, on the 23d of July, and 
the Deſcent was made near the Village of Grabaz, 
without any other Loſs than five or ſix Men, altho' 
tha Coaſt was lined with Horſe and Foot, and Ge- 
neal Dukker was not very far from them; but he 
had retired to Stralſund very à propos. 

Prince Menxileff had for ſome Time block d up 
Stetin with an Army of twenty-four Thouſand R 
frans; and according to an Agreement mage with 
the King of Pruſſia, who was very deſirous of hav- 
ing that low; that, with the reſt of the High 
Swediſh Pomerania were ſequeſtered into his Hands, 


as 
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as Holſtein had been into the Hands of the King of 
Denmark, and ſo the Northern Allies were obliged 
to withdraw their Troops out of the Swediſh Pro- 
vinces in Germany. In this Retreat, Prince Menxi- 
koff coming into the Territories of Hambourg, 
threatened that City with Military Executions on 
ſome Pretence which at ſuch Times Soldiers never 
want, if the Citizens did not pay him five Hundred 
Thouſand Crowns; but the — was com- 
unded for half. The City of Lubeck paid him a 
undred Thouſand, and the City of Dantzick a 
hundred and fifty Thouſand. ith theſe Contri- 
butions the Prince returned to Petersburgb, where he 
ave an Account to his Czariſh Majeſty of all he 
Fad done in his Abſcence. That Monarch, very well 
fatisfy'd with the Succeſs of his Arms, could not 
approve of the Sequeſtration of Pomerania. becauſe 
itty'd up his Hands from doing any thing more 
there, and therefore refuſed at firſt to ratify the 
Treaty made with Menxiloff, giving ſome Reaſons 
nia it to the King of Pruſſia, but theſe were ſo 
well anſwered, that he was ſatisfy'd, and under- 
took to find Employment for his Troops elſe where, 
which was no difficult Matter, ſince the Conqueſts 
he had already made in Finland, opened the Wa 
to more, which were ſo much the eaſier, as a Panic 
was ſpread over the People not only of this Pro- 
vince, but even beyond the Bothnick Gulph. 
Although the Emperor and the Powers intereſted 
in the War of the North had agreed to hold a Con- 
greſs at Brunſwick, where the Regency of Sweden 
conſented to ſend their Plenipotentiaries to treat 
of a general Peace, and where ſeveral Miniſters 
were already arrived, yet this Project came to no- 
thing: The Czar, who deſired nothing more than 
a good Peace that might confirm to him the quiet 
Poſſeſſion of his Conqueſts, foreſaw, with Chagrin, 
the little Succeſs that was like to attend this impor- 
tant Undertaking; and therefore, that he might 
not give his Enemies Time to recover themſelves, 


or according to the known Maxim, that it is beſt to 
make 
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male Peace with Sword in and, took all neceT;;p

queſts in Finland. His Czarith Majeſty ſtill keeping 
in View his great Deficn of perfecing the Ei, 
bliſhment of his new Ciry of Petersbureh, cauſed a:

made publick Declaration, that :Kgthe Regency of 
Sweden ſhould ſtop any Veſlels caſhing towards his 
Dominions, he was in a ConditiagFto hinder them 
from entring the Ports of Sueden Moreover, be- 
ſides a great Number of Gallies and other Barks 
which he had ordered to be built at Gonſlot, Peters 
burzh, and other Places, he bought ſeveral in Eu- 
land and Holland, which he gave Orders to have 
equipt at Revel/. | 

Prince Galliczin had not remain'd idle after the 
Battle of Pulkona, but kept harraſſing the Sees 
without ceaſing,,who not being able to make Head 
againſt him, made a running Fight of it, ſo that 
almoſt all Finland was under Contribution. At 
length the Raſſians, near Lapla, within a quarter ot 
a Mile of Waſa, came up with General Aryfelct, 
who had intrenched himſelf there with about eight 
or nine thouſand Men, one Part of which were ill- 
armed Peaſants. The Ruſian Generab attached 


them here ; they ſtood firm at firſt, and repulict 
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the Riiſſans, but v hen they returned to the Charge, 
the Finlandiſh Peaſants took to their Heels, and 
drew the Swwediſp Soldiers after them. It is true 
the Ruſſians were the Stronger, but they met with 
ſuch Reſiſtance, that the Victory was chiefly owing 
to their Numbers; and it was of the more Impor- 
tance to them, becauſe by that they were become 
entire Maſters of Finland. The Czar, ſoon after 
this Conqueſt, cauſed a Manifeſto to be printed and 
publiſhed, wherein he repreſented, that having 
often propoſed and offer'd an equitable Peace to 
Sweden, and that Crown having continually rejected 
all ſuch Offers, the Swedi/b Nation could blame no 
body but themſelves; and that all the Miſeries and 
Calamities they felt, and which might fill fall 
upon them, were to lye at their ov/n Door. 

In the Beginning of the Month of June, Colo- 
nel Schubajeff, Governor of IgE in Finland, 
had Orders to march with a Detachment of a thou- 
ſand Men of his Garriſon, and with a ſuficient 
Train of Artillerv. 0 artack che 028 Fortreſs 
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of the Province of Savolaxia called Ny/ot ; the Go- 
vernor, in Obedience to this Order, appeared before 
the Place on the 8th of une, and took Pot on a 
little Iſland named Mali, vihcace he drove the 
Swedes, who had lodged themſelves there to diſ- 
pute his Paſſage. He then cauſed Batteries to be 
raiſed at proper Places, and on the 2ota they began 
to Fire upon the Works. The 28th a ſufficient 
Preach being made, the Swwedijb Governor was ſum- 
moned: He, conſidering that he had a Retreat to a 
fortified Caſtle, and that the Approach to the Town 
was defended by a rapid Stream which run cloſe 
by the Walls, would not hearken at firſt to any 
Capitulation; but when he ſaw that the Ryſſians 
were getting ready Floats of Timber for paſſing the 
Water, and that they appear'd determined to make 
the Aſſault whatever it might coſt them, he be- 
thought himſelf that if the Place were carried by 
Storm, the Deſtruction of the Garriſon and Inha- 
bitants would enſue, and fo conſented to a Cow 
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lation; purſuant to which, the Place was ſurren. 
dered to the Muſcovites on the 29th of the fame 
Month. 

The Swedes had fitted out their Fleet to Succour 
inland, or rather to advance towards the Coaſts of 
that Province, to. obſerve the Ruſſians, in the Fear 
they were in of their undertaking to make ſome 
Deicent on the Iſland of Aland, or even in Sweden 
itſelf : This Fleet, commanded by Admiral Matrang, 
did at firſt gain ſome Advantages on the Coaſt of 
Abo, where they ſunk ſome * Veſſels, took 
about 200 Priſoners, and ſeized on the Port of 
Tereravin, from whence they hoped to be able to 
oppoſe any Deſcent in the Iſland of Aland. The 
Czar's Fleet conſiſted of thirty Ships of the Line, 
the greateſt Part of which had been built in Eng- 
land and Holland, and were now at Revel to be vic- 
tualled. Theſe thirty Ships were followed by ſome 
Frigates and Yachts, by 80 Galleys and 100 Demi- 
Galleys, without reckoning a great Number of flat 
Boats called $-hampavies. This Fleet was got ide 
gether under Gonſlot, whither the Swedes intended 
to go and burn it, but the Advice-Yachts making 
Report, that they had perceived the Swediſh Vice- 
Admiral Lilie ſtanding out to Sea with fourteen 
Men of War, the Ryſizn Rear-Admiral deſired the 
Admiral to order him to take a View of the Enemy, 
and to detach him with twenty-five Gallies towards 
the Iles neareſt adjacent to the Swediſh Fleet; which 
was approved; the ſaid Rear-Admiral, which was 
the Czar. himſelf, was no ſooner arrived in full 
View of the Station which the Enemy had kept a 
long Time, than he obfery'd that the Swediſh Ad- 
miral J/atrayze continued there with fix Men ot 
War of the Line, and three Frigates, and that the 
Swediſh Vice-Admiral was ſteering his Courſe to- 
wards the South-Eaſt, having with him Bomb- 
Veſſels; whence he judged that his Deſign might 
be to attack the Ran Fleet at Revel or their Gal- 
lies. The Rear-Admiral immediately ſent an Ac- 
count of this in Writing to the Rquuire, -_

After ſome Deliberation, the Reſolution was taken 
to detach twenty Gallies to endeavour to paſs be- 
hind the Enemy's Fleet as near to the Coaſt as was 
practicable, by favour of a Calm which happened 
at that Time; and this was forthwith executed un- 
der the Command of Commodore Iſmaie itz, Bri- 


Y gadicr Y/olceff, and Captain Bredale. The Enemy 


perceiving it, immediately gave the Signal for 


weighing Anchor, and making ready to ſail, and 
fired very hard at the Ryſſian Gallies; but the Bul- 


lets could not reach them, by reaſon of the too 
great Diſtance, and their large Ships could not ap- 


proach nearer to the Shore. The Admiral ſeeing 


thoſe twenty Gallies had paſſed ſo ſucceſsfully, de- 
tach d fifteen more under the Command of Bri- 
gadier Le Fort, the Captains Dumont and Grier, who 
paſſed likewiſe by rowing. Hereupon the Swediſh 
Admiral put abroad a White Enſign, which was a 
Signal for his Vice-Admiral to return. In the 
mean while, it being known that the Enemy had a 
Frigate, ſix Gallies, and three leſs Veflels at the 
Place where the Ruſſians deſigned to put aſhore, 
Commodore Iſmaiewwitt judged it beſt to make di- 
rectly thither and attack them; but it was too late, 
and beſides, the Swediſh Vice-Admiral had joined 
Admiral Vatrang, which obliged him to defer it. 
At the ſame Time, the RH ian Admiral determined 
to attempt to force a Pailage, if it ſhould be ne- 
ceſſary, through the Enemy's Fleet, which had 
changed their Station a little to go and aſſiſt the 
forementioned thirty Gallies. The next Day this 
Reſolution, tho very hazardous, was executed with 
ſo great Order and Succeſs, that the NAH n, pailed 
cloſe by the Enemy, ſuſtaining all their Fire, with 
the Loſs only of one Galley, which had the Misfor- 
tune to touch and ſtick faſt upon a Sand. 

All the Fleet having palled thus, Commodore 
Iſmaiewitz gave Notice that he had blocked up the 
Enemy's Rear-Admiral; whereupon the Ruſfan Ad- 


mural 
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miral Apraxin ranged the Fleet in Order of Battle, 0 
ſent Adjutant-General Taguſinsey to ſummon the 
ſaid Swediſh Rear-Admiral Ebrenſchield to ſurrender, 
and, on his Refuſal, cauſed him to be attacked 
the Vanguard at three in the Afternoon ſo yigo. 
rouſly, that notwithſtanding the ſuperior Fire of 
the Enemy, who had a greater Number of Guns 
than the Ruſſians, and the extraordinary Reſiſtance 
they made for two Hours, the Frigate as alſo the 
Gallies were taken by Boarding. The Rear-Ad. 
miral Ehren{chield having firſt taken down his Flag, 
leaped into a Shallop to endeavour to make hi 
Eſcape, but he was taken, after ſome Reſiſtance, 
by Captain Bakedff. 

*'This Attack by the Ran Vanguard, was com. 
manded and conducted by the Czar, Rear-Admiral 
only of his own Fleet, and by General Weide; and 
the Bravery which the Officers and Soldiers ſhewed 
in this Action cannot be ſufficiently ſet forth; for 
beſides that the Ryſſan Veſſels were much lefs in 
Bulk than thoſe of the Enemy, they could not op- 

ſe a wider Front to them than they themſelves 
ney and the Fire of the others Cannon being ſo- 
perior to that of the Muſcovites, they could not 
overcome them but by boarding them. In this 
Action the Swedes loſt 936 Soldiers and Sailors, of 
whom 577 were alive and made Priſoners. The 
Ruſſians had one Colonel, two Captains, two Lieu- 
tenants, two Sub-Licutenants, one Adjutant, and 
103 Soldiers killed; and one Brigadier, ſeven Cap- 
tains, four Lieutenants, three Sub-Lieutenants, one 
Enſign and 3og Soldiers wounded, beſides 13 Ses- 
men killed, and 16 wounded, which made in the 
whole 124 killed, and 341 wounded. The Swedi 
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Veſſels, in which were 116 Guns with all the Pri: ec 
ſoners, were ſent to Revel. 1

His Majeſty, having ſtopt a few Days at Genſlot, 
advanced as far as Catherine Hi, where he continued, 
two Nays, the Czarina being juſt then brought to 
bed of a Princeſs, to whom he gave the Name of 
Anne. On the zcth of September, he approached 
the Fortreſs with the Reſian and Swediſh Ships, and 
was ſaluted with 150 Guns, Firſt, came three 
Ri ian Gallies. Secondly, three Swediſh Scher- boats 
of four Guns each. Thirdly, Six Swediſh Gallies 
of 14 Guns each. Fourthly, A Sαe di Frigot (all 
theſe taken in the Fight with Admiral Ehrenſchield) 
all with the Scved i Colours hanging down. Fifthly, 
The Scampavia of the CZ AR, as Rear-Admiral. 
dixthly, Other Nan Scampavies, which Veſſels 
being come up over-againſt che Triumphal Arch 
that was erected on the Bridge near the Fortreſs, 
they ſaluted the fame with ail their Cannon, and 
were anſwered with the like Diſcharge from the 
Cannon of the Fort, and the.

As ſoon as his Majeſty came under the Trium. 
phal Arch, all the Senators, Grandees, and foreign 
Miniſters, repair'd thither to congratulate his Mz. 
jeſty upon his Victory, and the Governor of . 
cow, in the Name of the Empire of Muſcovy, com- 

limented him on his Bravery, and thank'd him for 
bis good Services. The Triumphal Arch was mot 
magnificently adorned, and repreſented divers En- 
blems: Among others was to be ſeen the Ruſſia; 
Eagle ſeizing an Elephant, with this Inſcription; 
The Ruſſian Eagle catches no Flies; [AQUIiLAa Nov 
capIT Muscas.] alluding to the Name of the 
Swediſh Frigate called the Elephant. In this Order 
the Victorious and Vanquiſhed procceded to the 
Fortreſs, where the Vice-Czar Remadonefski ſitting 
on a Throne, ſurrounded by the Senate, cauſed the 
Czar, as Rear-Admiral, to be called before the 
Aſſembly, and received, at his Hands a Relation in 
Writing of the Victory obtain'd. The ſame being 
read by Romadenofski and the Senators, they took it 
under Conſideration, and propoſed ſeveral Queitions 
to the Ryſinn Rear-Admiral ; after which, the 
unanimoutly declared him Yice- Admiral of Ruſſia, in

made themſelves Maſters of thoſe Arts, Sciences 
and Improvements of Life that formerly Greece 
boaſted of. It is now our Turn, if you will 
{ſeriouſly ſecond my Deſigns, and add to your 
blind Obedience a voluntary Knowledge, and em- 
ploy yourſelves to the Enquiry of Good and Evil. 
J can compare this Tranſmigration of Sciences 
with nothing. better than the Circulation of the 
Blood in the human Body; and my Mind almoſt 
gives me, they will, ſome Time or other, quit 
their Abode in Exgland, France, and Germany, 
and come to ſettle for ſome Centuries among us, 
and, perhaps, afterwards return again to their 
original Home into Greece. In the mean Time, I 
earneſtly recommend to your Practice the Latin 
Saying, Ora & Labora, Pray and Work, and in 
that Caſe be perſuaded, you may happen, even in 
your Life-time, to put other civilized Nations to 
the Bluſh, and to carry the Glory of the Ryſiar 
Name to the higheſt Pitch. 


The old Ruſſians heard this Harangue of their 
Monarch with a reſpectful Silence, often crying out, 
Fe Feplauda, viz. that is true, adding, that they 
were all dipoſed to follow his Orders, and to fe 
him before them for an Example; whether they 
were ſincere or not, is another Queſtion : However,

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Hundred German Leagues in ſixteen Days, and not 
once had his Boots off in that Time. 

l He was complimented on his Return by all the 

. [00 neighbouring Princes, who were deſirous to bring 
i him, if poſſible, to liſten to a Peace, but he was of 
a Temper not to ſuffer Mediators to preſcribe 
Laws to him, and therefore his frit J houghts 
were bent upon the Means of raifing 25,000 Alen 
in Pomerania, and Money to ſupport the neceſſary 
Expence of renewing the War. 

The Courage of the Swedes was very much re. 
vived at the Return of their Prince, which had 
been ſo greatly ſunk before by the many Loſſes they 
had ſuſtained, and by the continual and ſucceſsful 
Progreſs of the Muſcovite Arms, that they began 
to fear for their Capital itſelf, The Preſence of 
the King open'd a new Scene; that Prince did not 
think fir to declare his Mind on the Propoſitions 
made him immediately after his Return, viz. Firſt, 
To confirm the Treaty for the Sequeſtration of Stetin; 
and, Secondly, To promiſe to forbear all Hoſtilities 
againſt the Danes and Saxons within the Empire; lis 
Pruſſian Majeſty engaging on his Part, that the King. 

Poland and Denmark ſho1d not attack the Swedith 

omerania : And his nor declaring himſelf on theſe 
two Articles, was look'd upon as a plain Indica» WW 
tion of his Deſign of renewing the War in the Lower WF 
Saxony, for the recovering the Duchy of Bremen, 
yielded by the King of Denmark, on certain Con- 
ditions, to the Elector of Hanover, juſt then aſ- 
cended the Throne of Great-Britain; and for re- 
ſtoring the Ducal Houſe of Holſtein. Whercupon, 
the King of Pruſſia aſſembled his Forces, which 

were quartered in his diſtant Dominions, to be in 
a Readineſs to form an Army for ſecuring Stetin, 
and preſerving the Peace of the Lower Saxony, in 
concert with the Houſe of Brunſwick, and other 
Princes concern'd therein. It is not in the leaſt 
doubted, that the French aſſiſted Sueden with Mo- 
ney for carrying on their Preparations; and the 
Lanagrave of Heſe-Caſſel was to lend his Forces, in 
Conſideration 
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Conſideration of the Marriage of the Hereditary 
Prince his Son, with the Princeſs rica Eleonora, 
who are the preſent King and Queen of Sweden. 
The Czar, on the other Hand, declared, that as 
he withdre his Troops from Pomerania only upon 


Account of the ſtrong Inſtances of the King of 


Pruſſia, who thereby ſecured the whole Country to 
Srreden, he was reſolved to ſend a powerful Arm 
to aſſiſt his Allies in reducing the land of Rugen, 
the Fortreſſes of Stralſund and I iſmar, and to drive 
the Scvedes entirely out of Germany, unleſs the King 
of Sæveden accepted the Propoſitions of the King of 
Pruſia, and conſequently a Neutrality for the Ter 
ritories belonging to the reſpeCtive Parties in the 
Empire. | 

The Joy the Swedes conceived upon tlie firſt 
News of the Arrival of their King in Pomerania, 
was very much leſſen' d by the Reſolution of his Ma- 
jeſty to continue the War in Germany, and his for- 
bidding all his Subjects in general to come to him 
without expreſs Leave. He promiſed them that he 
would give ſuch a Diverſion to the Forces of the 
Czar, as ſhould oblige him to abandon his Enter- 
prizes againſt Sweden. | 

In the mean Time, the Czar having gain'd in 
Perſon the Sea Victory before related over the 
Swedes, he was ſo much encouraged thereby to 
augment his Fleet, that he had next Summer a 
Fleet of his own, conſiſting of fifty Ships of the 
Line of Battle, and reſolved to engage the whole 


Swediſh Fleet, in order to carry on his Deſign of at- 


tac'ting Stockholm. 


His Czarith Majeſty, even when moſt embaraſſed 


with his Wars abroad, neglected no Opportunity 
of improving the State of his Affairs, and the 
Manners of his People at home. That Great Man 
being ſenſible that all the Pains he took to poliſh 
his Nobility, by introducing Arts and Learnin 
among them, and ſending away almoſt all the Sons 
of the Noblemen to travel abroad, and learn the 
Languages and Cuſtoms of the polite Nations of 
EE.

Eurcpe, would be to no Purpoſe unleſs he could ag 
inſpire the Fair-Sex with the ſame Politeneſs, mags 
an Order, at this Time, that ſuch of the Nobilir, 
who were of Age, and in a Condition to trays 
and were marry'd, ſhould take their Wives alon;

The Renown of the Czar's great Exploits having 
Tpread through the vaſt Dominions of the Ute 
Tartars, as well as other Nations, brought to his 
Court this Year an Ambaſlador from their Cay, 
or Cham, who arrived ar Petersburgh on the 17th cf 
May, and had Audience of the Czar the next Day, 
according to a Ceremonial agreed upon: The Am- 
baſſador ought to have made his Speech kneeling, 
but the Czar was pleaſed to wave that Ceremony 
for that Time, — therefore admitted him only at 
Prince Doleoruki's Houſe. The Ambaſſador, upon 
his entering the Room, put his Hands on his Knees, 
and made three very low Bows, then he made his 
Speech, which being interpreted, the Czar cauſed a 
ſhort Anſwer to be made to it only by a Secretary, 
(whereas Perſian Ambaſſadors are anſwered by the 
Great Chancellor) and aſſured him of his Favour 
by laying his own Hand on his Head. His Com- 
miſſion conſiſted of three Articles : Firſt, that his 
Prince and Maſter Hadgi Mahomet Bahadir Chan 
Tejoiced at his Czariſh Majeſty's Succeſs in War, 
and the Increaſe of his Power, and recommended 
himſelf to his Favour and Protection. Secondly, he 
deſired the Czar to enjoin his Vaſſal the Tartarian 
Can Aiuga, to keep good Neighbourhood and Peace 
with him, he ſeeming inclined to join with the Tar- 
zars ſubject to China, and to ſtir up others of his 
Neighbours againſt him: For which the Can ot 


Uileck offered in Acknowledgement fifty Thouſand 
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goldiers to the Czar, who ſhould always be 
ready to march upon his Command. Thirdly, 
fr a farther Teſtimony of the Can's Friend- 
ihip, he offered a Paſſage through his Dominions 
far the Czar's Yearly Caravans to China, and 
even propoſed to enter into a Treaty of Commerce 
with Ruſſia; by which an incredible Advantage 
was to accrue to his Czariſh Majeſty, conſidering 
the Caravans were at that Time obliged to make 
their Journey to Peking with great Inconvenience, 
and in a Year's Time, 8 the whole Extent of 
Hiberia, following the Windings and Turnings of 
the Rivers, there being no beaten Road ; whereas 
they might go thither through his Maſter's Do- 
minions on a good Road in four Months. He 
afterwards laid many Silks, and other Chineſe and 
Perſian Goods, together with rare Furs, at the 
Crar's Feet, as a Preſent from his Maſter ; telling 
him withal, that he left ſome Perſian Horſes and 
Beaſts behind him at Moſcow, and expreſſing his 
1 that a fine Leopard and an Ape died on the 
oad. 

In this Speech he never ſtyled the Czar otherwiſe 
than the wiſe Emperor, which with theſe Tartars is 
the higheſt Title of Honour. 'The Ambaſladar's 
Name was Atſcberbi, he was about fifty Years of 
Age, of a lively and venerable Aſpect; he wore 
a long Beard; his. Habit was according to the Fa- 
ſhion of the Eaſtern Nations, and on his Turbant 
he wore an Oftrich's Feather, which, as he faid, 


only Princes and Lords ofjthe firſt Rank were al- 


lowed to wear in his Count 


Ty. : 
After the Audience, the Grar ſent to him to go 
with the Great Chancellor, Count Golefkin, on board 


a Snow, and follow him to Crt, which he did 
the next Day at the Hour appointed, about Pinner 
Time, with ſeven Senators; the Weather was ſultry, 
and they failed with a gentle Breeze, till being gor 
about two Leagues from Petersbureh, by the Un- 
skilfulneſs of the Ruſfian Captain, they got among 
the Flats, and the Snow in which the Ambaſſador 
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was, at length ſtruck on the Sand. The Sailcrs 
worked till Seven in the Evening before they got 
off, and about Nine ſo violent a Storm aroſe as had 
not been known in thoſe Parts for four Years: 
Their Condition was ſo much the worſe, as their 
Captain and Mate, both Ruſſians, had but very little 
Experience, and the Veſſel they were in was both 
old and leaky. About Twelve at Night, all the 
Boats ty'd to the Veſſel were beat to Pieces, and 
they loſt their beſt Anchor, and with it all Courage, 
thinking then of nothing but Death. The Am- 
baſſador of Ubeck, who had never been on ſuch a 
Sea before, turn'd pale, and at length wrapping 
himſelf up in a Silk Quilt, cauſed his Prieſt to fit 
down on his Knees before him, and read ſomething 
out of a Book of the Prophet Aly, he being of 
the Perſian Religion. 

Towards Morning the Storm began to abate, and 
about Ten the Czar tent to enquire after the Wel- 
fare of his Tartarian Gueſt, for whom he had ex- 
preſſed, as the Meſſenger told him, a great Concern 
all Night; the Veſſel was afterwards towed gently 
out of the Flats. And when it came to an Anchor, 
his Czarith Majeſty, who was on Board the Cathe- 
rine with his whole Court, ſent Orders for the Am- 
baſſador and the reſt of his Company not to go on 
Shore, but to ſtay in their Veſſel till he came to 
them. His Czariſh Majeſty congratulated him on 
his fafe Arrival, and going into his Cabin continued 
with the Company above two Hours. The Am- 
baſſador of C5beck cauſed divers Fruits of his Coun- 
try to be ſerved up, and ſent for his Singers and 
Musicians to entertain him. 

The Czar asked this Ambaſſador ſeveral Queſtions 
relating to his Country, of which he gave the fol- 
lowing Account. That as to himſelf; he was his 
Maſter's firſt Servant, and had been his Governor ; 
the Can was then upwards of twenty Years. of Age, 
and was married the Year before to the King of 
Perſia's eldeſt Daughter, with whom he had a rich 
Dowry ; his Country was called Usbeck, and his 

' Reſidence 
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Reſidence Chiva, which only conſiſted of Tents and 


Huts, and was never fixed on a certain Place; the 
Can was a Sovereign Prince, but his Authority was 
limited by a Sort of Senate; the Country bordered 
upon China, Indoſtan, and Perſia, with which Na- 
tions they had hitherto lived in Amity; but their 


Wars had generally been with the neighbouring 


Tartars on this Side Ruſſia; his Maſter: was able to 
raiſe an Army of two hundred Thouſand Men, all 


on Horſeback ; (which his Czarith Majeſty judged - 


F to be underſtood of all his Subjects, reckoning old 


and young) they had no Cannon, till very lately 
they had took ſome from their Enemies, which, 
however, were neither of the ſame Size, nor gave 


ſuch a Report as thoſe of the Ruſſians; the ſtrangeſt 
of their Neighbours was the Great Hogul, on Ac- 


count of his Government, and the odd Way of 


obtaining it; for when the reigning Emperor has 
ſeveral Sons, certain Governments. are aſſign'd to 
each. of them; bur they give their Orders out of a 
Priſon, to which they remain conſtantly confined. 
during their Father's Life; bur upon his Death, are 
ſer at Liberty, and every one. of them gathering as 
many Forces as. he. can raiſe, hight among them- 
ſelves till one overcomes the reſt, who cauſes 


them to be pur to Death, and burcher'd with- 
n this Manner the preſent Emperor 


out Mercy: 
came to the Throne, and had, at the Time of this 
Relation, five Sons himſelf. The Czar took this 


Opportunity of reaſoning on Cruelty and Tyran- 
ny, and commended the Turks for having, for thirty 


or forty Years then paſt, changed their Maxims of 
State, as to that Point; to which he added ſome- 
thing more in Praiſe of the great Chineſe Empire, 
and then retired to his Houſe. 


About this Time, a Scheme or Draught of a 


Bridge was laid before the Czar, which ſome thought 


would be very convenient to be built over the Neva 
to join Petersburgh to the Terra firma of Ingria, from 


whence there was no Paſſage but by Boats with 
Oars ; but his Majeſty "_ ſo far from approjeng 
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this Project, that he forbad even the Uſe of Boat; 
with Oars, and order'd, that for the Time to come, 
no one ſhould croſs the River but in Boats with 
Sails; this was the Occaſion of many Boats being 
loſt; it anſwer'd the Czar's End however, which 
was to oblige the indocile Ryſſiars to learn Naviga- 
tion whether they would or no. 
On the 23d of July this Year, the Imperial Prin. 
ceſs, Conſort of the Czarewitz, was brought to-bed 
of a Daughter, who was baptized by the Name of 
Natalia. The Czarewitz himſelf was at that Time 
at Carlesbad, whither he was gone on a pretended In. 
diſpoſition, that he might be out of the Way at the 
Delivery of the amiable but too unfortunate Prin- 
ceſs his Spouſe, whoſe Melancholy the Czar and 
Czarina did all that was poſſible to alleviate, 
charmed with the Sweetneſs of her Temper, and 
the, great Regard ſhe always ſhewed to their Ma- 
Sitles. 
His Czariſh Majeſty, whoſe Thoughts were con- 
tinually bent upon the Glory and Welfare of his 
People, employed a great Part of his Time this 
Year in fortifying the Citadel of Petersburgh, in 
raiſing other publick Edifices, and in building Ships, 
about which — found Buſineſs for forty Thouſand 
Hands; but as theſe Works were not carried on 
with ſo much Expedition as lie deſired, he forced 
the Peaſants of Finland, and the Swediſh Priſoners, 
to aſſiſt in them; ſix Thouſand of the latter were 
trough from Samara, a Town on the Wolga, where 
they had buried a great Part of their Comraces, 
employd in the unwholeſome Mines of Sulphur. 
The Czarina Catharine was ſo much touched with 
Pity at the Sight of them, when they arrived at 
Petersburgb, that the ordered Winter Garments and 
Money to be diſtributed among them. : 
His Majeſty., gave Orders, that whoever built 
Houſes at Petersbwegh for the future, ſhould make 
the Walls of Brick, and cover the Roofs With Tiles. 
He ſpared nothing to encourage able Artificers, 


from all Parts of Europe, to come and ſettle in his 
Domi- 
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Dominions; and ſent for that Purpoſe to his Agent 
jn Hance, to procure the beſt Workmen, promiſing 
them, among other Ad vantages, to have their Houſe- 
Rent free, and that they ſhould be exempt from all 
Taxes for ten Vears. 

His Majeſty engaged the Czarina, Dowager of 


che Czar n, to leave Alaſccao with the Princeſſes 


her Daughters, and come to reſide in Petersoarch, 
into which City he introduced from divers Places 
near twelve Thouſand Families. 

At the Time of ſolemnizing the Feaſt of St. An- 
dreey this Year, the Czarina appeared with the Col- 
lar of the new Order of St. Catharine, inſtituted b 
the Czar in Honour to her, who had taken the Name 
of that Saint on the Declaration of his. Majelty's 
Marriage with her. She had full Power of beltow+ 
ing it on ſuch of her own Sex as ſhe ſhould think 
proper. The Enſigns of this Order are a broad 
white Ribbon, to which is fixed a Medal enriched 
wich precious Stones, wore over the Right Shoul- 
der, and adorned with the Image of St. Catharine, 
with this Motto, Out of Live and Fidelity The 
Occaſion of erecting this Order being to perpetuate 
the Memory of the Leve and Fidelity of that Prin- 
ceſs to his Majeſty, in his diſtreſsful Condition on 
the Banks of the River Pruth. Her Majeſty be- 
{towed this Order in the Year 1725, on her eldeſt 
Daughter the Princeſs Anre, when the was married 
to the Duke of Holſiein, and to her other Daugh- 
ter, the Princeſs Elizabeth, the fame Day; and af- 
terwards, in the Year 1726, ſhe conferred it on the 
Ducheſs of Mecklenbours, and her Siſter the Ducheſs 
Dowager of Gurland, the preſent Empreſs of Ryſia, 
and on the Princeſſes Paſccvia and Aenzih ef. 

His Czariſh Majeſty having, with infinite Pains 
and Aſſiduity, been ſearching into the Cauſes of the 
Diſorders that had crept into the Adminiftration of 
his Affairs, and at length diſcover'd from. whence 
proceeded that his Army had been fo ill paid, 
and ſuffered ſo much as it had; that many Thou- 
ſand Workmen had miſerably periſhed ; his Trade 

. decayed; 
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decayed ; and his Revenues were in. Confuſion: 
took a firm Reſolution to remedy theſe Evils, and 
in the Beginning of the Year 1715, eſtabliſhed 3 
Grand Inquiſition, under the Direction of General 
Baſil Dolgoruki, to examine certain Lords and others, 
who it was ſaid had defrauded his. Majeſty of ſome 
Millions. 

Moſt of the Great Men in Ruiz were affected 
by the Enquiry that was now ſer on foot, and were 
obliged to give an Account of their Conduct. The 
Great Admiral Apraxin, Prince Aentikeff, M. Korſa- 
kof, Vice-Governor of Petersburgh ;: M. Kikin, Pref, 
dent, and M. Sinawin, firſt Commiſſioner of the 
Admiralty ; General Hruce, Great Maſter of the Ar. 
rillery ; N olkonski and Apouchin, Senators; with an 
incredible Number of other Officers of the ſecond 
and third Rank, were called to Account. 12 
Atent ikoff, and Bruce alledged for their Excuſe, 
that they had ſeldom been at. Petersburgh, but 
for the greateſt Part of their Time in the Field cr 
in foreign Parts, ſo that they had been ſo far from 
being able to find out the ill Practices of their un- 
faithful Servants, or to prevent them, that they 
were even unacquainted with what was done dur- 
ing that Time in their own Houſes; which Ex. 
cuſe, partly on Account of its Probability, an! 
partly in Favour of them, was allowed; with this 
Proviſo however, that their Purſes were to {mart 
ſeverely for their Defaults. The others, who could 
not juſtify their Conduct, underwent greater Pu- 
niſhments; Aor/akoff publickly ſuffered. the Knaut; 
Apouchin and Wolkonsky were puniſhed after the ſame 
Manner, and had beſides red hot Irons drawn over 
their Tongues; ſome of an inferior Degree were 
chaſtiſed with. Batoags, and others ſent into Siberia, 
and other remote Places, and had all their Eſtates 
confiſcated. The Inquiſition being ended, a proper 
Regulation was made to prevent the like Faults of 
Commiſſaries for the future, and to make the Bur- 
then lie a great deal eaſier on the People. To 
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Diſcovery was a new Proof of the great Sagacity 
and admirable Genius of rhe Czar. 


On the zd of January his Majeſty ſent a Ruſſan 
Lieutenant-Colonel to Pillau near Koningsberg to con- 


duct over the Snow in Sleds, by the Help of large 


Rollers, the great Globe of Gottorp, Which was 


brought in that Manner to Riga, and from thence to 


Petersburgh by Sea. This Machine was made after a 


Deſign of 7 ycho Brahe, and was ſo large that twelve 


Perſons could fit conveniently round a Table. within 


Side of it to make celeſtial Obſervations, by turn» 
ing it round. The Czar had ſeen this Curioſity at 
Gottorp, and was ſo wonderfully pleaſed with ic; 
that he beg'd it of the King of Denmark, who was 


then Maſter of that City, and put himſelf to a great 
Expence in bringing. it to Petersburgb, whole: Fo- 


reſts being cut through to make Way for it. All 
uſeful Arts and Sciences were much encouraged by 
the Czar, and many Books were already produced 


by the Prefs, which he had ordered to be let up at 


Aloſcoww, and theſe were ſuch as he had given Direc- 
tions for himſelf, among others he cauled the Apo- 
thegms of Great Men to be collected in three Vo- 
lumes, together with ſhort ſelect Sentences, which, 
by their conciſe and lively Turn, he thought would 
be more proper to form the Manners of his People 
than formal and tedious Treatiſes of Morals. 
Norwithitanding the King of Seveden was return'd: 
to his Dominions, and the Czar had no longer any 
Troops in Poland; notwithſtanding the Porte had 
ratify'd the laſt Treaty, and the Bonndaries of the 
two Empires were ſettled. and the Raſian Hoſtages 
ſent Home with great Civility, yet the Twrks and 
artars — ſtil! in Arms; and his Czarith: 
Majeſty having been informed from good Hands, 


that the King of Sweden, before his Departure from 


Bender, had agreed to a new Project with the Porte, 
according to which thoſe two Powers were to fall 
upon him at once, as ſoon as the Swediſh Army was

The King of Sweden's Condutt towards the King

of Pruſſia, from whom he would have exacted with 
a high Hand, the Reſtitution of Stetin and the rej 
of Pomerania Which was under Sequeſtration, drew 
upon him new Enemies, and thoſe were ſo many 
new Allies to the Czar, who agreed with them t9 
make a Diverſion in Sweden, while they carried on 
the Siege of Stralſund. 

On the firſt News of the Jartars being in Mo. 
tion, his Czariſh Majeſty ſent freſh Troops into 
the Ukrain, to reinforce thoſe that were already 
about the Fortrefles of Kjow, Ceernikeff, and Pal. 
towa, which this Monarch had put in a Condition 
to cover all the Country. But the Alarm from 
this Side was groundleſs, the Turks having Deſigns 
elſewhere, and not againſt Ruſſia. 

About the ſame Time the Donski Goſſacks, (who 
in the lat Rupture with the Porte had revolted and 
joined with the Tartars) ſent n Embaſſy to Pe ierſ- 
burgh to make their Submiſſion, and. intreat his Par- 
don, which was readily granted by the Clemency 
of that Prince whole Beneficence extended to all 
Degrees of People, and who had had four untor- 
tunate and perſecuted Princes, Refugees at his Court 
at Petershurgb at one Time; viz. Cantemir the Hol- 
podar of Holiadia; the two Sons of Cantacuxeno, late 
Hoſpodar of Malachia, ſtrangled at Conſtantinople, 
who had married the younger Siſter of the Hoſ- 

odar of Aloldavia, which Lady, atter her Hut- 
dand's untimely Death, had made her Eſcape out 
of Priton in urey with her two Sons, one of whom 
was greatly beloved by the Czar for his extraordi- 
nary Merit, and made a Major-General in his Ser- 
vice, with an annual Penſion of five Thouſand 
Roubles ; the fourth Prince was Militets&i, who was 
diveſted of his Dominions in Georgia by the King 
of Perſia, and died at MH frow; his only Son being 


General of the Artillery in the Czar's Army, was 
taken 
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taken Priſoner in the Battle of Narva, and died at 
Srckbolm. The Czar had promiſed his Father to 
re-eſtabliſh him ii his Dominions by Force of Arms, 
as ſoon as the Swediſh War was finithed.. 
During the Time that Preparations were mak - 
ing for a Delcent into Sueden, the Czar amuſed: 
his People with one of thoſe Spectacles which poli- 
tick Princes make uſe of to take off the Attention 
of their Subjects from the Burthen of thoſe Taxes 
which they are obliged to rai: on ſuch Emergen- 
cies as ho was now, to prepare for.. R 
The Czar for very good Reaſons had aboliſhed 
the Patriarchal Dignity, or rather re- united it to 
the Crown; and to render the Character of the 
ancient Patriarch ridiculous, and make it deſpiſed 
by the People, he created one Soieff his Jeſter, „ fork- 
Patriarch. He had been his Majeity's Wri g- 
Maſter in his Jones Years, and at the Age of 
Seyenty was advanced to be his Jeſter, chen made 
Hech-Vatriarch, and for the Humour's Sake was raticd 
to tne Dignity of a Prince, and at lengtii declared 
Pipe ; Inveſted with theſe imaginary Characters, 
and being now in the Eighty-fourth Year oz his 
Age, the Czar married him to a buxom Wido of 
Tlürty-four, and the Nuptials of this gxtraord:iaary 
Couple were folemnized by the Court in Masks, or 
Mock Shew.. The Company conſiited of about four 
Hundred Perſons of both — Every four Per- 
Das had their proper Dreſs and peculiar muſical 
Inſtruments, ſo that they repreſented an Hundred 
different sorts of Habits and Muſick, particular! 
of the Aſiatick Nations. The four Perſons appoin- 
ted to invite the Gueſts, were the grcateit Stam- 
mercrs that could be found in all Auſſia. Old de- 
crend Mien who were not able to walk or itand, 
had been picked out to ſerve for Brideſmen, Stew- 
ards, and Walters. There were four Ruhaiag- 
Tootmen, the moſt un, cildy Fellows, who had 
been troubled with the Gout moſt of their Life- 
time, and were ſo fat and bulky chat they wanted 
others to lead them. The Moc Cxar of Moſcow, who 
| repre- 
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repreſented King David in his Dreſs, inſtead of 3 
Harp had a Lyre covered with a Bear-Skin to play 
upon. He being the Chief of the Company, was 
carried on a Sort of a Pageant placed on a Sled, to 
the four Corners of which were tyed as many 
Bears, which being 1 with Goads by Fellow; 
1 appointed for it, made fuch a frightful 

oaring as well ſuited the confuſcd and horrible 
Din raiſed by the diſagreeing Inſtruments of the 
reſt of the Company. The Czar himſelf was dref. 
ſed like a Boor of Frizeland, and skillfully beat a 
Drum, in Company with three Generals. In tis 
Manner, Bells ringing every where, the ill- matched 
Couple were attended by the Masks to the Altar of 
the great Church, where they were joined in Ma- 
trimony by a Prieſt a Hundred Years old, who had 
loſt his Eye-fight and Memory, to mov which 
Defect, a Pair of Spectacles were put on his Noſe, 
two Candles held before his Eyes, and the Word; 
ſounded into his Ears which he was to pronounce. 
From Church the Proceſſion went to the Czar's Pa- 
lice, where the Diverſions laſted ſome Days. Ma- 
ny ſtrange Adventures and conucal Accidents hap- 
pened on their riding on Sleds through the Streets, 
too long to be related here. Thus much may ſut- 
fice to hew that the Czar among all the heavy 
Cares of Government, knew how to ſet apart ſome 
Days for the Relaxation of his Mind, and how in- 
1 he was in the Contrivance of thoſe Diver- 

ions. | 

The Armies being come into the Field in Pome- 
rania, and his Pruſian Majeſty having likewiſe ſent 
thither a large Body of Troops, he publiſhed a

When his Czariſh Majeſty firſt received Advice 


of the Count de Greiffy's Arrival at Berlin, to offer 
the Mediation of the French King for reconciling the 
Differences between the Kings of Sweden and Pruſſia, 


he took that Opportunity to decluge, that he would, 
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for his Part, not accept of the Mediation of any 
other for the Peace of the North, than the King of 
Great-Britan and the States-General ; the firſt of 
whom ſeeing the common Danger to which all the 
Princes of Lower-Saxony were expoſed, by having 
their Country made the Seat of the War, engaged 
as Elector of Hanover to take joint Meaſures with 
the Kings of Denmark and 5 for the Security 
of the Peace of the Empire, and act againſt Smeden. 
This produced an Agreement between that Prince 
and the Danes, by Virtue of which, the latter made 
over to his Britannick Majeſty, as Elector of Hanover, 
the Duchies of Bremen and Verden. 

The Northern Allies having ſent their Forces 
into Pomerania, it was not doubted but the Czar 
when he put to Sea would join the Danes, that to- 
gether they might make a Deſcent on the Iſland of 
Rugen; but continuing at Revel till the latter End 
of June, he ſteer'd his Courſe towards Gotland, with 
a Deſign to ſhut up the Paſſages from Stockholm to 
Pomerania, in. which he ſucceeded : For the Arm 
that was in Finland, or more properly in Eaſt-Both- 
nia and Laponia, made a Shew of undertaking an 
Ircuption into the North of Sweden, therefore the 
Troops about Stochhojm not knowing againſt whom 
they had beſt to march, in that Uncertainty re- 
main'd near the Capital, which facilitated the Courſe 
of the Ruſſians. Towards the Middle of September 
the Ruſſian Flect ſailed from the Iſland of Gotland 
to the Coaſts of Sundermania, and landed fifteen 
thouſand Foot Soldiers at Jevel, about eight Leagues 
from the Swediſh Army, while a Body of Horſe, 
from the Army in Finland, went round the Both- 
rick Gulph to penetrate into the Northern Provinces 
of Sweden, which put that Kingdom in a terrible 
Conſternation, | 

Beſides all this, his Czarith Majeſty ordered Ge- 
neral Cxeremetoff to go with twelve or fifteen thou- 
ſand Men into Pomerania, to ſtrengthen the Army 
of the Allies, and not only put an End to the tedious 


Siege of Stralſund, but to take from the Swedes the 
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Town of Viſmar, the only Place they had left on the 
Baltick Sea on the Side next Germany, and which the 
Danes and the Hanoverians kept blocked up. Stralſurd 
ſurrendered at the latter End of December, and the 
King of Sweden himſelf, having a narrow Eſcape 


for his Life, got off in a {mall Bark, with ten Per. 
ſons only, and landed at Iſed in Scandinavia, and 
from thence went to Carelſcreon, where he continued, 
altho' ſo near his Capital, all the Winter in order. 
ing new Levies. 

Prince Galliczin who commanded in Finland, oh. 
tained many Advantages allo, for he ſurprized the 
Fortreſs of Ula, where he found twenty Pieces of 
Cannon, and a Quantity of Ammunition, and drove 
the Serediſl Troops from thence, obliging them to 
pals the Torrents of Kimi and Jorno : So that there 
remained in all the Grand Duchy of Finland, but 
three or four hundred Swedes, ſhut up in the For- 
treſs of Cajanebourg, ſituated on an inacceſſible 
Rock. b 

The Czar had ever ſince his return to Petersburgb 
given his utmoſt Attention to tlie Affairs of State, 
and the carrying on his Fortifications and Buildings 
in that City. He ſet up, at this Time, a new Aca- 
demy under the Direction of the Sieur de St. Hilaire, 
a Frenchman, where Riding was taught, foreign 
Languages, Mathematicks, and all Things proper 
for the Education of Gentlemen. On the 22d of 


Oclol er he had the inexpreſſible Joy of ſeeing a Son 


born to the Czarewitz; but a great Damp was put 
to this Joy by the Death of the illuſtrious Prince!s 
who brought him into the World. The Czare— 
witz himſelf indeed ſhewed but little Concern on 
the Occaſion, having on all Accounts expreſſed no 
manner of Regard for this virtuous and every wa 

deſerving Princeſs, who, with a Husband of 1o 
brutiſh a Temper, had been unhappy from the Day 
of her Marriage to this the Hour of her Death, 
The Reaſons which induced the Czare witz to marry 
have already been meat oned; but as Affection was 
not the Motiye, after he brought his Conſort into 
. F | Ruſſia, 
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Ruſſia, he treated her without common Decency, 
they lived in Apartments at different Ends of the 
ſame Houſe, and hardly ſaw each other once a 
Week, ſo that, if the Czarewitz had not looked upon 
the begetting an Heir, as the Support of his own 
Safety they would perhaps have been altogether in- 
viſible to each other. He even neglected the Re- 
pair of the Houle to that Degree, that the Princeſs 
was expoſed to the Injuries of the Weather in her 
very Bed-chamber, and if the Czar happened to ex- 
poſtulate with him on any Subject of that ſort, he 
would load che Princeſs with + = as if it 
was ſhe who accuſed him to his Father, whereas 
ſne bore her Fate with an uncommon Reſignation 
and Conſtancy, and had no other Witneſſes of her 
Complaints and Tears, but the Princeſs of Eaſt- 
Frizeland her Companion, and the Walls of her 

own Apartments. 
The Czarewitz had taken a Finlandiſ} Woman 
Captive into this Houſe openly, and was continu- 
ally in her Company from Morning to Night. 
This Treatment of the Princeſs, together with the 
Neglect of her Midwives in her Lying-in were the 
Yccations of her Death. Six Days after her De- 
livery, ſhe was ſeized with io dangerous an Indiſ- 
poſition, that her Recovery was immediately de- 
paired of; when ſhe diſcovered that her End was 
approaching, ſhe deſired to fee the Czar, for the 
Carina was ſo near her Time that ſhe could not 
go abroad. The Czar being indiſpoſed at the ſame 
Time, was carried thither on a Machine rolling 
upon Wheels. Being arrived at the Princeſs's 
Apartment, ſhe took leave of him in the moſt 
moving Expreſſions, and recommended her two 
Children, and her Servants to his Care and Pro- 
tection; whereupon ſhe embraced her two Children 
in the tendereſt Manner imaginable, almoſt melt- 
ing away in Tears, and delivered them away to the 
Carewitz, who took them in his Arms, and carried 
them to his Apartments, bur never returned after- 
wards. Then ſhe ſent for her Servants, who, to 
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the Number of two hundred Perſons and upwards, 
lay proſtrate on the Ground in the Anti-chamber, 
praying and calling to Heaven to aſſiſt their dying 
iſtreſs in her laſt Moments. She comforted-rhen? 
ave them ſeveral Admonitions, and at laſt her 
leſſing, and then deſired to be left alone with the 
Miniſter. The Phyſicians were endeavouring to 
perſuade her to take. fome Medicines, but ſhe flung 
The Phials behind the Bed, ſaying with ſome Emo. 
tion, Do not torment me any more but let me die in quiet, 
for [«vill live no longer. At length, on the 1ſt of Ny. 
vember, having continued all that Day in fervent 
Devotion till eleven at Night, ſhe departed an un- 
fortunate Life, after having endured for the laſt 
five Days the moſt acute Pains, in the twenty-firſt 
Year of her Age, having been married four Years 
and ſix Days. Her Corpſe was, according to her 
Deſire, interred without being embalmed, in the 
great Church of the Fortreſs, whither it was car- 

ried on the th of November, with a Funeral Pom 
becoming her Birth. Her Son Peter Alexowitz at- 
rerwards became Emperor of Ruſſia, upon the De- 
ceaſe of the Empreſs Catharine, who reigned a 
Mort Time after her Husband PETER the Grr ar. 
The next Day after the Interment of the Prin- 
ceſs, Conſort of the Czarewitz, the Czarina Ca- 
tharine was brought to Bed of a Prince, to the un- 
ſpeakable Joy of the Czar; the Rejoicings ordered 
to be made on that Account laſted eight Days 
ſucceſſively. On the 17th, the new-born Prince 
was baptized by the Name of Peter Petrowitz, the 
Kings of Denmark and Pryſia being Godfathers, 
The Solemnities on this Account were attended with 
moſt extraordinary Pomp. What was the moſt 
curious was a Pye, ſerved up at the Table of the 
Gentlemen, which being opened, a well-ſhaped 
Dwarf-Woman ſtepp'd out of it ; being ſtark naked, 
except her Head-Drefs, and ſome Ornaments of 
red Ribbons: She made a well-ſet Speech to the 
Company, filled ſome Glaſſes of Wine which ſhe 
had in the Pye with her, and drank ſeveral Ow” 
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after which, ſhe was carried off the Table again. 
On the Ladies Table, a Man-Dwarf was ſerved 
up in the ſame Manner. In the Dusk of the Even- 
ing the Company broke up, and went to the Ifland 
Jenneſſari, where a noble Fire-work was play'd off 
in Honour to the young Prince. There were ſeve- 
ral curious Devices on it, and on the Top of all a 
Motto in large Ruſſian Characters: Hope with Pa- 
tience. 

On the 4th of December, the Czar received Ad- 
vice of the taking of the Iſland of Rugen, and on 
the gth gave a ſplendid Entertainment on that Ac- 
count, where, among other Curioſities, were two 
hundred Melons, brought from Aſtracan by Wa- 
ter, which were diſtributed among the Company. 
His Majeſty was pleaſed to tell them, tuat Aſtra- 
can was ſo Kuirful a Country, that it might be ac- 
counted a Paradiſe, if it had a Communication by 
Water with uns Perſia, and eſpecially with the 
Black-Sea, by which it might impart its noble and 
cheap Produce to other Countries: That it was 
true, Commodities might be carried into Perſia by 
the Caſpian Sea, but there was no Poſſibility of care 
rying them farther up into that Kingdom by Wa- 
ter; and as to the intended Communication between 
Aſtracan and the Black-Sea, and ſo on to the editer- 
ranean, the ſame was not yet opened, becauſe of the 
Difficulties and Obſtructions attending the cutting 
of the Canal between the River Wolga and Don, 
which was attempted in the Year 1707. 

In the Beginning of the Year 1716, the Czar 
being apprehenſive that the Tartars, at the Inſtiga- 
tion of the Turks, might intermeddle with the 
Affairs of Poland, and approach the Frontiers with 
their Swarms, ſent Orders to General JH 7eſsbach, 
who during the Summer had his Station near Kjow 
at Bagſtaf, and in the Autumn at Starobud, to march 
with fix Regiments of Dragoons behind Yeronitz, 
on the Don, to keep a watchful Eye on the Motions 
of the Tartars. The Zaporovian and other Coſacks

under the Ruſſan Dominion, were likewiſe ordered 
to be in a Read ineſs to mount on the firſt Notice. 
The Czarina Dowager AMarvea Matauecf na, Re- 
lict of the late Czar Theodore Alexowitz, PETE R's 
eldeſt Brother, died at Petersburgb on the 14th of 
January. She was Siſter to the Grand Admiral 
Akraxin, and in the 51ſt Year of her Age; but had 
been ſuppoſed dead by many People long before, 
becauſe ine lived but four Weeks in the State of 
Matrimony with her Conſort, and upon his pre- 
mature Death, in the Year 1682, had ſhut herſelf 
up in her own Apartments out of immoderate 
Grief, and was for ſeven Years together not to be 
ſeen by any Body but her own Servants. Her 
Corple was carried with great Pomp to be interred 
in the Evening or Twilight, The Proceſſion went 
from the Houſe of Mourning to the Church 1n the 
Fortreſs, over the Ice, the Length of an ENU 
Mile, through a double Row of Flambeaus. The 
Privy Counſellor Tolſtoy carried the Crown, which 
was richly ſer with precious Stones. The Coffin 
was carried on a Sled, as were likewiſe in Sleds 
two Hundred Mourners in long Robes, and three 
Hundred Perions more who attended the Corpſe. 
The Funeral Ceremonies being performed, the 
Coffin was put into a new Vault made for the 
Czariſh Family, where then lay one Prince and 
two Princeſſes, the Czar's Children. The whole 
Ruſnan Clergy ; the Archireje [ Archbiſhop;] the Me- 
tropolitans; the Archimandrites [ Abbots ; } Popes 
[Prieſts; Singers, and all other Churchmen, preceded 
che Corple, dreſſed in their ſeveral magnificent Ha- 
bits after the Ruſian Manner, with innumerable Ta- 
pers and Cenſers, during continual Singing; all which 
added very much to the Decency of the Proceſſion. 
The Cuſtom which of old had obtained on the like 
Occaſions, of immoderate weeping, making Lamen- 
tat ions, and loud Groans and Cries, the Czar would 
have entirely aboliſhed, and Orders were given, 
before this Funeral, to abſtain from any ſuch La- 
mentatious. The Generality of the common Peo- 
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ple ſtill held that ſuperſtitious Opinion, that the 
Soul of the Deceaſed haunted the Place where it 
left the Body, for ſix Weeks after, during which 
Time, the neareſt Relations uſed to perfume the 

ed, and have daily Maſs ſaid near it. When this 
C:arina died, there yer remained another Czarina 
Dowager, the Relict of the Czar 7ohn Alexowitz, 
half Brother alſo of PETER, whoſe Name was 
Proſcovia, Mother of the preſent Empreſs of Rv. 

The Czar, at this Time, received News of an 
Irraption which the Cubanski Tartars, commanded 
by the Son of the Cham, an Ally of the Grand 
$:5nior, had made into the Kingdom of Ca/an, and 
which was become almoſt an annual Cuſtom wich 
them. They were ſix Thouſand ſtrong, and in 
their March had made ſeven or eight Thouſand 
Captives : Colonel Schwartz, a German by Birth, 
who had been eighteen Years in the Czar's Service, 
overtook them in their Retreat, at the Head of his 
Regiment compoſed of twelve Hundred Germans, 
taken from among the Swediſh Priſoners. He was 
then about two Hundred and fifty Werits from 
Caſan, and theſe Maroders finding themſelves 
obliged to fight or abandon the Slaves they had 
made, and all their Booty, had the Cruelty to 
place five Hundred Raſian Women in their Front, 
whom they reſolved to expoſe to the Enemies firſt 
Fire; but Colonel Schwartz would not fire upon 
them, but attacked the Tartars in Flank with Sword 
in Hand; he put them to flight, took many of them, 
and among them the commanding Cham's Son, 
whom he forthwith cauſed to be hanged on a Tree; 
he reſcued the Ruſſian Priſoners, and got fifteen 
Hundred of the Enemy's Horſes, which with other 
Booty he diſtributed among his Men. The faid 


Schwartz came to Petersburgb, to make Report of 


this Expedition, and afterwards returned with new 
Inſtructions. 


The Affairs of Poland were now fallen into great 
Confuſion, where a new Confederation was let on 
foot and headed by Guini, Lieutenant of the 
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Palatine of Sendomir : The Confederates were ro. 
ſolved to hearken to no Accommodation till th: 
Saxon Troops were diſmifled. Several Great Men 
interpoſed to perſuade them to lay down their 
Arms, and aflured them, that the King would ſend 
away thoſe Forces; but they anſwered, that as the 
like Promiſes had been made them before, and never 
performed, they would nc- be deceived any more. 

The two Parties fell upon one another, and many 
brave Men loſt their Lives in the ſeveral Skirmiſhes 
and Battles they had together. The Saxens being 
very much weakened, were in great Danger cf 
being cut to Pieces, which made King Auguſtus ap. 
ply to his old Ally for Succour ; but his Czarith 
Majeſty, for weighty Reaſons, not thinking it pro- 
per at that Time to carry his Arms into Poland, en- 
dea voured to reconcile the Confederates and their 
Sovereign by Mediation. M. Dazow and Prince 
Dolecruki were charged with the Negotiation, which 
laſted a long Time, on Account of the Obſtinac 
of the Confederates, who did not lay down their 
Arms till the Saxons were ſent out of the Kingdom. 

Many important Affairs required the Czar's Pre- 
ſence in the Loawer-Saxony, where the King of Den- 
mark thought he had much Need of his Aſſiſtance 
and prudent Advice; threatened as he was to ſee 
his Dominions made the Theatre of the Northern 
War, ſince the King of Sweden, driven entirely 
out of Germany by the Loſs of Stralſund and Rugen, 
had repaſſed the Baltick-Sea.

N the 6th of February, both their Czariſh 

Majeſties let out for Germany: The Czarina 

choſe always to be near her Husband, 
and eſpecially at this Timo, when he was not 
perfectly recovered from an Indiſpoſition that 
obliged him for ſome Time to keep his Cham- 
der. Their Majeſties took the Route of Riga, where 
they arrived on the 12th. The Czar went imme- 
diately to vit the Works which he had ordered 
to be raiſed at Dunamunde, and ſome Ruſſian Fri- 
gates that were at Anchor. From Riga the Court 
went on the 23d to Lila, on the 25th to Memel, 
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and on the 29th to Dantzick. Their Majeſties con- 
tinued in this City till the latter End of April; but 
it is not to be ſuppoſed that his Czariſh Majeſty 
ſpent all that Time in Idleneſs, or in trifling Di- 
verſions. | 

Having concluded the Marriage of his Niece the 
the Princeſs Catharine, eldeſt Daughter of the Czar 
John, or {wwan- Alexiewitz, and the Czarina Preſcovia, 
with Duke Charles Leopold of Hechlenbourg Scwwerin. 
His Majeſty reſolved to procure the Poſſeſſion of 
Wiſmar for that Prince, for which Reaſon he ſent 
about twelve Thouſand Ruſſians towards Alecklenn 
bourg, to aſſiſt in taking that important Place from 
the Swedes. During the Time that he gave Orders 
for the March of theſe Troops, which were already 
in Courland, he received the agrecabie News of the 
Surrender of Cæjanebourg, the laſt Place that the 
Sevedes held in Finland. The Swediſp Comman- 
dant ſtipulated, that he ſhould go out with his 
Garriſon, which conſiſted of two Hundred and 
fixty Men; and that he ſhould be eſcorted twelve 
Miles from thence, thinking he ſhould be then out 
of Danger; but hearing afterwards on the Road, 
that there was a Body of Ruſſians at above twenty- 
four Miles diſtanee, on the Side. of Sweden, into 
whoſe Hands he could not avoid falling, he choſe 
rather to yield himſelf Priſoner to his Conqueror, 
In this Fortreſs were found twenty-five Pieces of 
Cannon, with Ammunition aid Proviſions for 
eighteen Months. 

On the 19th of April, the Marriage of the Cza- 
rian Princeſs with the Duke of Mecklenbourg was 
celebrated at Dantzick, in the Preſence of their 
Czariſh Majeſties, in their Chapel, by an Archi- 
mandrite of the R#ſian Church. The King of 
Poland, who was come to Dantzick to confer with the 
Czar upon the new Commotions in his Kingdom, 
went likewiſe to the Chapel on this Occaſion, at- 
tended by a large Train of Coaches, in one of which 
was his Poliſh Majeſty with General Flemming, and 
General Hiczdum; the Biſhops of Ermeland and m_ 
WIEN 
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with ſeveral Officers and other Perſons of Diſtinc- 
tion, followed in the reſt. The Czar afrerwards 
proceeded on Horſeback ; the Czarina and the Prin- 
ceſs came afterwards, with a great Number of 
Ladies in Coaches. The Bride had an Imperial 
Crown on her Head, enrich'd with Diamonds; over 
her Veſt, which was of Silver Brocade, the had a 
long Robe of Crimſon Velvet, with a double Bor- 
der of Ermine, the Train of which was ſupported 
by two Gentlemen. All this illuſtrious Compan 
were magniiicently entertained by Count Gin, 
the Grand Chancellor. The Feaſt was in common 
for the whole City, the Fountains ran with Wine, 
and a roaſted Ox was given co the Populace. 

On the 29th, the King of Poland gave a ſplendid 


Entertainment and Ball on Account of the Mar- 


riage; and the Czar having aſſiſted ar it, the next 


Day, hearing that forty-five of his Gallies were

In Konivesbers, the Capital of Prufſia, his Majeſty 
found the famous Perſan Ambaſtador, who had 
been in Vance for ſome Time before the Death of 
Lewis XIV. and gave Audience to him the 4th of 
Hay.

V. And that in Caſe his Czariſh Majeſty did think 
fit to make any Tranſportation from Dartzick to 
Copenhagen, the City ſhould be obliged to furniſh 
two or three Ships. 


The Czar inſiſted on the Acceptation of theſe 
Articles; and if the Magittrates refuſed, his Mi- 
niſters ſignified, that he would declare againſt the 
City, and uſe them as Enemies; but the King cf 
Poland having by his Mediation amicably adjuſted 
the Difference, his Majeſty cauſed his little Army, 
cncamped near the Place, to break up, and ſent 
back his Gallies. The Dantzickers were to pay 
100,000 Rix-Dollars ; to renounceall Commerce with 
Sweden during the War, and to maintain four Ships 
to be furniſhed by his Poliſa Majeſty. His Czarith 
Majety, on his Return to Dantzick, was ſaluted 
by one Hundred and fifty Pieces of Cannon, to let 
him ſee that they were in no want of Artillery. 
Hs ſet out the next Day for Stclpe, in his Way to 
Stetin, whither the King of Pruſſia came incogr.ito to 
confer with him upon the Situation of the Affairs 
of the North, particularly on the Side of Den- 


mark, Theſe Princes took togetlier thoſe Meaſures 


which were afterwards put in Execution. They 
agreed in oppoſing the Progreis of the King of 
Sweden into the Dominions of the Danes; but 
thought it not for the common Intereſt to afliſt 
Denmark in making Conqueſts on the Swedes, who 
were already weakened enough by the Loſs of 
Hirlard, Livonia, and Pomerania ; in ſomuch that it 
was to be feared, that if they ſhould puſh their 
Conqueſts any farther againſt the Crown, other 
Powers would arm in its Favour. 


Theſe Principles were the Foundation of all that 


wasafterwards done in Concert between his Czariſh 
Majeſty 
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Majeſty and the King of Denmark, the Steps that 
they took, to outward Appearance, were ſufhcient 
ro embarras the Swedes in the Execution of their 
Deſigns, but were to go no farther, whatever Hopes 
miglit be conceived by the Danes. 

His Czariſh Majeſty went to viſit Stralſund, and 
from thence paſſed into Mecklenbourg, where the Al- 
lies were puſhing on the Siege of Viſmar with great 
Vigour. His Majeſty, with the Duke of Mecklen- 
bourg, had formed a Project, in reſpect to this Place, 
* which has been hinted at before; which was to 
put the Duke in Poſſeſſion of that Fortreſs, that the 
Ruſſians might always have a Retreat for their Ships 
on that Side the Baltick-Sea. For this Purpoſe the 
Czar ordered a large Body of Troops to advance 
that Way, which at firſt conſiſted only of 12,000 
Men, but was ſoon augmented to twenty-ſix Thou- 
ſand. But this Army came too late, the Town 
having ſurrendered on the 14th of April, with Fort 
Valvis; and thus the fine Project fell ro the Ground. 

The Articles of the Capitulation of HF iſmar were 
as follow : 


I. The Town of iſmar, with the Fort named 
Valvis, ſhall be ſurrendered to the Beſiegers, who 
grant to the Garriſon all uſual Honours. 

II. The Garriſon ſhall march our of the Town 
twenty-four Hours after the Ratification of the 
King of Denmark is come; and as ſoon as they are 
paſsd the Liege Pert, they ſhall lay down their 
Arms, and ſurrender themſelves Priſoners of War, 
Except one Thouſand Men of the Seediſb Nation, 
with their Officers, viz. one Major-General, two 
Colonels, four Lieutenant-Colonels, five Majors, 
twenty-ſeven Captains, four Quarter-Maſters, and 
forty-ſix Subalterns, who ſhall keep their Arms 
and Baggage to be tranſported to Sweden, with 
aq Pailports ; and in the mean Time they ſhall 

e put into Quarters between Daſſaw, Clus, and

Theſe Articles were punctually executed, an] 
the Allies took Poſſeſſion of iſmar, with the fol. 
lowing Number of Troops, viz. two Daniſh Barta. 
lions, two Pruſſian, and two Hanoverian. The e 
covites, who arrived at the Camp ſome Days before 
the Place was ſurrender'd, pretended to have ſome 
of their Troops put in Garriſon there; but this 
was refuſed by General Deævitz, as an unreaſonable 
Pretenſion; and the Ruſſian General having ſent an 
Expreſs to the Czar upon that Subject, his Majeſty 
declared that he had given no Orders for ſuch a 
Demand. However, he was ſo much chagrin'd on 
the Diſappointment of his Deſign upon this Place, 
that from hence may be dated the Epoch of ſeveral 
memorable Events, eſpecially the Miſunderſtand- 
ing that happened between him and the Court of

While the Czar was conſulting with the Duke of 
Mecklenbours, how they thould make up the Loſs of 
IT:imar, the King of Venmarł arrived at Altena, and 
the next Day the Daniſh and Ruſian Miniſters noti- 
fied to the Magiſtrates of Hambourg, that their 
Maſters deſigning to have an Interview in the Gar- 
dens of Ham and Hory, they deſired neceſſary Or- 
ders might be given for their Reception; where- 
upon the Council of the City met, and after ſome 
Debates, it was reſolved, that the fine Pleaſure- 
Houſe and Gardens of Counſellor Afichael Wilkens, 
with ſix or ſeven others adjoining, ſhould. be imme- 
diately prepared for the Reception of the King of 
Denmark, and that of the late Octavio Beltgens, with 
eight other Gardens near it, ſhould be prepared for 
the Czar and his Retinue. Another Houſe was 
alſo _ for the King of Pruſſia, in caſe he 
ſhould have came thither. 

Theſe Gardens being very near the Town of 
Hambourg, the Magiſtrates intreated the Princes 
who were to meet there, not to bring any Tow 
with them, and aſſured them, that — would 
provide what Guard they pleaſed to attend them; 
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ſters of Denmark and Ruſſia, the King of Denmark 
{er out from Altena on the 28th of May, and pro- 
ceeded through the City of Hambourg in great State 
to the Garden prepared for him, where, under- 
ſtanding that the Czar was, much about the ſame 
Time, arrived at Ham, he paid him a Viſit, and 
had a Conference with him alone, which laſted 
about two Hours; the next Morning the Czar made 
a Viſit to his Daniſh Majeſty, and had another long 
Conference with him. Theſe two Monarchs con- 
tinued together till the 4th of June, and agreed to 
make a Deſcent in Schonen, that they might oblige 
the King of Sweden to quit — into which 
Country he was penetrated with an Army of 20,000 
Men, and was advancing towards Chriſtiana, the 
Capiral of the Kingdom. 1 

The Czar, who made a Shew of being one of the 
firſt in this Expedition, was to join his Fleet and 
Gallies with thoſe of Denmark; and the Rendez- 
vous for the Troops and Veſſels was to be at Cen- 
hagen, and about it. He left Hambourg, and croſſing 
the Elbe, lay at Harburgh, and ſet out on the 5th for 
Pyrmont, through the Country of Brunſwick-Lunene 
burgh. On the 3oth of the ſame Month, he re- 
turned from Pyrmont to Schæverin in Mecklenbourgh, 
and on the 4th of Fly, their Czariſh Majeſties came 
to Roſtock, where the forty-five Gallies were ar- 
rived, after having landed a Body of Troops in the 
Iſland of Rugen, where the Czar went to review 
them. The Galley of the Grand Admiral had five 
Hundred Men on board, that of the Admiral three 
Hundred and fifry, and five others had two Hun- 
dred and fifty each, they had each of them ſixty 
Oars ; the thirry-nine other Gallies were of the ſe- 
cond Rate, and were mann'd with one Hundred 
and fifty Hands each. The Czar commanded the 
Gallies, and the Velt-Mareſchal Cxeremetoff had the 
Command of eight Thouſand Men. Two other 
Bodies of Troops entered on the other Side into 
Meck/enbourg, under the Command of Prince Rep- 
nin and General Baur. During their March the 
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King of Denmark ſpared no Pains to get together aj

King of Denmark having Advice that the Czar ap. 
proached the Port, embarked on a Shallop with his 
chief Miniſters, and came before that Monarch at 
Fort Proveſtein, then going on board the ſame Gal. 
ley, they arrived together at the City, followed by 
the other Gallies. On the 23d the Czarina arrived 
alſo at the Capital of Denmark, where the Court 
and the City uſed their utmoſt Endeavours to fſhew 
them all manner of Diverſions, while they waited 
for the Execution of the Grand Project, of which 
they. promiſed themſelves the greateſt Succeſs ; and 
— according to all Appearance, this Deſcent

His Czariſh Majeſty, during his Stay in Den- 
ark, which was near three Months, viſited the 
Colleges, the Academies, and converſed with the 
Learned. 'He went out almoſt every Day in a 
Boar, coaſting the two Kingdoms of Denmark and 


Sweden, meaſuring the Bays, and ſounding the 


Depths, and laid down the whole ſo exactly on 
Charts, that the leaſt Bank of Sand did not elcape 
him. And he who was the firſt of all the er 
that had any Knowledge of the Sea, received the 
higheſt Mark of Honour from the moſt experienced 
Nations in Maritime Affairs, by having their united 
Fleets put under his Command. For at this Time, 
the Britiſh and Dutch Squadrons arriving in the 
Road of Copeyhagen, with a great Number of — 
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chant-Ships deſigned for ſeveral Ports of the Bal- 
tick, this Monarch propoſed to Admiral Norris, and 
Rear - Admiral Grave, to join the Ruſſian and 
Daniſh Fleets with them, that they might together 
engage or drive the Swedjjh Fleet into Port. 

everal Councils being held upon this, it was 
reſolved to give the chief Command of the united 
Fleets to the Czar himſelf, ſo that the Britiſp Ad- 
miral Sir Fohn Norris, ſhould command the Van- 
guard, the Czar the Body of Battle, the Daniſþ 
Admiral, Count Guldenlew, the Rear; and that the 
Dutch Commodore, Grave, with his Squadron, and 
five Britiſþ Men of War, ſhould proceed with the 
Trade of both Nations for their reſpective Har- 
bours in the Baltick. According to this Reſolution, 
the Czar hoiſted, on the 16th of Auguſt, on board 
one of his fineſt Ships, his Imperial Flag, as Admi- 
ral, to ſignify that he had taken upon him the Com- 
mand of the combined Fleet, and was thereupon 
immediately ſaluted by Sir ohn Norris with a Diſ- 
charge of his Cannon, and having received the ſame 
Compliment from the Danes and Dutch, his Czariſh 
Majeſty gave a Signal to fail. The united Fleet 
was obliged to come to an Anchor in the Kioger- 
bocht the 18th, from whence they failed towards 
Bornholm, where being informed that the Swediſh 
Fleet was returned to Carelſcroon, to take in Provi- 
ſions, the Britiſh and Dutch Merchant Ships, with 
their Convoy, ſeparated, and proceeded on their re- 
ſpective Voyages for Dantzick, Riga, and other 
Ports; the Czar himſelf went to Stralſund, to cauſe 
his Forces quartered there to imbark, and then re- 
turned to Copenhagen. 

His Czariſh Majeſty declared that he had never 
more Satisfaction in all his Life, than when he was 
at the Head of theſe four united Fleets, which made 
lo great a Figure at Sea: But this Declaration muſt 
be looked upon only as a Copy of his Countenance 
for the Appearance of the £ritiſh and Dutch Fleets

On his Return, his Czariſh 
of Denmark held a Council of War, wherein the

© Since the Swedes to the Honour of the Arms of 


the Allies, and for the Security of the Empire, 


were entirely driven out of their German Domi- 


nions, there was, according to all the 


Rules of 
„Policy 
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© Policy, and Reaſons of War, no other Way left 
© than vigorouſly to attack the ſtill obſtinate King 
© of Seweden in the very Heart of his Country, 
thereby, with God's Aſſiſtance, to force him to a 
© laſting, good, and advantageous Peace for the 
Allies. The King of Denmark and his Czariſh 
« Majeſty were both of this Opinion, and did, un 
© order to put ſo good a Deſign in Execution, agree 
© upon an Interview, which at laſt (notwithſtand- 
ing his Daniſh Majeſty's Preſence upon the Ac- 
count of Noraway's being invaded, was moſt ne- 
ceſſary in his own Capital, and that the Aſuſcovite 
Ambaſſador M. Dolgoruki had given quite other 
Aſſurances) was held at Ham and Horn near Ham- 
hourg, after his Daniſh Majeſty had ſtay'd there fix 
© Weeks for the Czar. In this Conference it was, on 
the 3dof June, agreed between both their Majeſties, 
d after ſeveral Debates, that the Deſcent upon Scho- 
© zen ſhould poſitively be undertaken this Year, and 
every Thing relating to the forwarding the ſame 
© was entirely conſented to. Hereupon his Daniſh 
* Majeſty made all Haſte for his Return to his Do- 
* minions, and gave Orders to work Day and Night 
to get his Fleet ready to put to Sea; the Tran- 
* ſport Ships were alſo gathered from all Parts of 
© his Dominions, both with inexpreſſible Charges, 
Hand great Prejudice to his Subjects Trade. Thus 
© his Majeſty (as the Czar himſelf upon his Arrival 
dat Copenhagen owned) did his utmoſt to provide all 
Neceſſaries, and to forward the Deſcent, upon 
* whoſe Succeſs every Thing depended. Ir hap- 
, D however, in the mean while, and before the 
Peſcent was agreed in the Conference at Ham 
and Horn, that his Daniſþ Majeſty was obliged to 
* ſecure his invaded and much oppreſs'd Kingdom 
of Norway, by ſending thither a conſiderable 
© Squadron out of his Fleet, under the Command 
© of Vice-Admiral Gabel; which Squadron could 
not be recalled before the Enemy had left that 
+ Kingdom, without endangering a great Part 
« thereof; ſo that out of Neceſſity the ſaid Vice-

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Admiral was forc'd to tarry there till the 12th 
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of Fuly, when his Daniſo Majeſty ſent him ex. 
preis Bale to return with all poſſible Speed, 
Wind and Weather permitting; but this blowing 
for ſome Time contrary, his being detained, and 
the Loſs of Time could not be attributed but to 
Providence, who commands the Winds and the 
Waves, and therefore the Blame thereof cannot 
be laid to his Daniſh Majeſty. 

© The Swedes were all the while powerful at Sca ; 
and his Czariſh Majeſty himſelf did not think i: 
adviſeable, that the Remainder of the Daz) 
Fleet in Conjunction with the Men of War then 
at Copenhagen, ſhould go to Convoy the Ruſſia; 
Troops from Roſtock, before the above-mentioned 
Squadron under Vice-Admiral Gabel, (whoſe 
ſpeedy Return no Body with'd more heartily for 
than his Daniſþ Majeſty) was arriv'd. This hap- 


pening at laſt in the Month of Auguſt, the con- 


federate Fleet put to Sea, and the tranſporting ot 
the ſaid Troops hither to Zeeland was put in Exc. 
cution, though with a great deal of Trouble an] 
Danger; but it took up fo much Time, that the 
Deſcent could not be ready 'till September follow 
ing. Now, when all theſe Preparations, as well 
for the Deſcent, as the imbarking of the Armics, 
were entirely ready, his Danijþ Majeſty aflur'd 
himſelf that the Deſcent ſhould be made wiriin 
a few Days, at fartheſt by the 21ſt of September, 
The — 25 Generals and Miniſters firſt raisd 
ſome Difficulties to thoſe of Denmark; and aitc:- 
wards, on the 15th of September, declar'd in an 
appointed Conference, that his Czariſh Majesty, 
conſidering the preſent Situation of Affairs, was 
of Opinion that neither Forage nor Provito1 
could be had in Schonen; that conſequently the 
Delcent was not adviſeable to be attempted this 
Year, but ought to be put off 'till next Spring. 
It may eaſily be imagin'd how much his Dag 
Majeſſy was ſurpriz'd at this, eſpecially ſeeing the 
Czar, if he had aiter'd his Opinion as to this Pe- 
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ſign ſo ſolemnly concerted, might have declar' d 


it ſooner, and thereby ſav'd his Danijh Majeſty 


* ſeveral Tons of Gold, ſpent upon the neceſſary 
© Preparations. His Daniſþ Majeſty did, however, 
in a Letter dated the 2oth of September, amply 
' repreſent to the Czar, that although the Seaton 
was very much advanc'd, the Deſcent might ne- 
© vertheleſs eaſily be undertaken with ſuch a ſupe- 
* rior Force, as to get a Footing in Schonen; where, 
being aſſur'd there had been a very plentiful Har- 
© velt, he did not doubt but Subſiſtence might be 
found; beſides, that having an open Communica- 
© tion. with his Countries, it ar br be eaſily tranſ- 
ported from thence. His Danijb Majeſty alledg'd 
© alſo ſeveral weighty Reaſons why the Deſcent was 
© either to be made this Year, or the Thoughts of 
making it next Spring be entirely laid aſide. Nor 
did he alone make thoſe moving Remonſtrances 
' tothe Czar, but the Reſident and Admiral of a 
certain Potentate ſeconded the ſame alſo in a moſt 
preſſing Manner, and by expreſs Order; endea- 
* rouring to bring the Czar into their Opinion, 
and to perſuade him to go on with the Deſcent ; 
* but his Czariſh Majeſty declared by his Anſwer 
' of the 12th of September, That he would adhere 
to the Reſolutions he had once taken concerning 
this Delay of making the Deſcent; but if his 
' Dariſh Majeſty was reſolv'd to venture on the 
' Deſcent, that he then, according to the Treat 

made near Stralſund, would aſliff him only with 
the fifteen Barcalions and the Thouſand Horſe 
therein ſtipulated; that next Spring he would 
comply with every Thing elſe, and neither could 
nor Would declare himſelf farther in this Affair. 
Since then his Daniſo Majeſty could not, without

tne 23d of September, that his Czariſh Majeſty 
would be plealed to add thirteen Battalions more 
to the fifteen, and ſo aſſiſt him with twenry-eighr

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Battalions of his Troops; in which Caſe his Da. 
niſb Majeſty would {till this Year attempt the 
Deſcent : But even this could not be obtain'd from 
his Czariſh Majeſty, who abſolutely refuſed it by 
his Ambaſlador on the 24th ditto. Whereupon his 
Daniſo Majeſty, in his Letter on the 26th declar d 
to the Czar, that ſince Things ſtood thus, he de. 
ſir d none of his Troops, but that they might all 
1 be tranſported out of his Dominions; 
that ſo the Tranſports, whoſe Freight ſtood him 


in 40,000 Rix-Dollars per Month, might be dif. 


charged, and his Subjects eas d of the intolerable 
Contributions they now underwent. This he 
could do no leſs than agree to, and accordingly 
all the Ran Troops immediately embark'd, in 
order to ſail with the firſt favourable Wind. 

* It muſt be left to Providence and Time to 
diſcover what may have induc'd the Czar to a 
Reſolution ſo prejudicial to the Northern Alli- 
ance, and moſt advantageous to the common 
Enemy. It muſt in the mean Time be owned by 
the impartial World, that in Regard to the above- 
mentioned true Circumſtances it was not his Da- 
niſh Majeſty's Fault that the Deſcent was not 
made this Year, and thereby, if poſſible, the Way 
made to a good and ſpeedy Peace; but that it 
hath been only prevented by the aforeſaid his 
Czariſh Majeſty's Reſolutions: And it is there- 
fore his Daniſþ Majeſty's moſt gracious Pleaſure, 
that his Reſident, yn Heer Van Stocken ſhall, in 
caſe any Thing be mentioned contrary hereunto 
make uſe of this Account to contradic and refute 
all the bad Imputations which thoſe Proceeding; 
might perhaps occaſion.

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Although this Manifeito charged the Czar with 
being the Cauſe of diſappointing the projected 
Deſcent upon Schonen, he did not think fit, knowing 


his own ſecret Motives, to publiſh any Anſwer 


to it; but having cauſed all his Forces to re- 
imbark, they ſailed on the 23d of October for Mec- 
enbourg, and being arrived there, Orders were 


given for their March through Pomerania into Po- 


and. On the 26th the Czar was nobly entertained 
at C:penhagen, and having taken Leave of the Court, 
ſet out with the Czarina the next Day for Ham- 
leurg. He paſſed the Belt on the 28th, and view- 
ing Jonningen and Frederickſtat, proceeded to Lubeck. 

While the Danes and 4rſcovites were employed in 
making the neceflary Prepartions for putting their 
grand Project in Execution, the King of Sueden re- 
tired with his Forces out of Nevay, in order to op- 
poſe his Enemies in Schonen. He quitted Swinſrrd 
on the 28th of Auguſt, and after having caus'd the 
Bridge to be broken down, and a ſmall Fort to be 
throven up at that Place to prevent the Danes frony 
lay ing another, he left the Count de la Gardi, with 
four Battalions of Infantry, and abour a Thouſand 
Horſe and Dragoons to command at that Paſs. On 
the 12th of September he went to viſit the Princeſs 
his Siſter at Yadflena, and from thence the next. 
Day arrived at Lund in Schonen, where he fixed his 
Head-Quarters, and whither all the Regiments 
that were to compole the Swediſh Army were or- 
dered ; but he put himſelf in Motion again to re- 
turn to Norzvay, upon the Deſign of making the 
Deſcent being laid aſide, which, as it vas reported, 
was brought about by a ſecret Intrigue of Baron 
Certz, who was become chief Miniſter and Fa- 
vourite of Charles XII. and who had projected a 
ſtrange Revolution in the Affairs of Europe, which 
was to be accompliſhed by making Peace between 
his Maſter and Peter Ale xcwitæ. The Plan was too 
flartering to the Ambition of thoſe great Princes to 
be reſiſted by either of them; and Eugland, Poland, 
Denmark, and Pruſſia were to feel the Effects of it.

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There was no Likelihood of the Czar's making 
Peace with the King of Sweden without his yieldins 
up to him many of thoſe Provinces that he had 
conquered on the Eaſt and North of the Baltict; 
but Gortz perſuaded the King of Sueden that he 
would have ample Amends. made him for relin- 
quiſhing thoſe Places the Czar was already Maſter 
of, and himſelf in no Condition to retrieve, by 
having the Honour of re-placing Staniſlaus on the 
Throne of Poland, by ſetting the Crown of Eye. 
land on the Head of the pretended King, the Son 
of James II. and by reſtoring the Duke of Holſtein 
to that Duchy; beſides, that being united with rhe 


Czar there was nothing they might not under- 


take. 

The Czar on his Part had for ſome Time been 
ſecretly diſcontented with the Allies, who were 
all for preventing his having any Footing in Ge, 
many, and who would not ſo much as ſuffer any of 
the Muſcovite Forces that were in Mecklenbourg to be 
at the Siege of Viſmar, ſo much were they jealous 
of his Power; and this Diſcontent of the — was 
perhaps what prevented the utter Ruin of the King 
of Sweden, and was now likely to reconcile him t9 
his moſt powerful Enemy, if Baron Gortz's Project 
had taken Effect. The firſt Step to which was by 
the Means of Doctor Aresbine the Czar's Phyſician, 
to ſound Prince Aenzikeff, who was charmed with 
the Deſign, and ſoon brought the Czar into it, as 
was reported; but we ſhall fee preſently how de- 
ſirous he was to clear himſelf of any ſuch Imputa- 
dion. 

From Lubeck his Czariſh Majeſty went by Scþxce- 
rin to Havelberg, where he had a private Interview 
with the King of Pryſia, who came thither only 
with a few of his Miniiters. Theſe two Monarchs 
conferr'd together for two Days on the Affairs of 


Poland, and particularly concerning the City of 


Elbine, which the late King of Pruſſia had reſigned 

for a conſiderable Sum, of which neither Principal 

nor Intereſt had been paid. Th 
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The Czar afterwards returned by the Elb to 
llamlourg and Altena, where he ſtaid a Day longer 
than he at firſt intended, to put an End to an 
Affair that had given ſome Trouble to the City of 
Hamborrgh, which was this: A Perſon of Diſtinc- 
tion among the C:ſſacks, Nephew to the famous Ma- 
2-þpa, called Count Hrynorowski, being a little be- 
fore arrived at Hamlourg, was ſeiz d at the Requeſt 
of the Muſcovite Miniſter, as a Subjec of the Czar ; 
but as he was engaged in the Service of the Swedes, 
they declar'd for him, -and threatened the Ham- 
lurghers with the higheſt Reſentment of the King 
of Sweden, if they deliver'd him up to the Czar, 
which was likewiſe forbid by the Emperor. All 
Perſons concerned were highly embarraſled in this 
Affair, but it took a happy Turn for the Ham- 
binghers, for the Count himſelf defired of the Ma- 
giſtrates, that he might be conducted to the Czar at 
Altena, in Hopes of obtaining his Pardon, and 
wrote a very ſubmiſſive Letter to his Czarith Ma- 
jeſty, to pray him to grant him Audience. He was 
accordingly conducted under a Guard to Aitena, 
where he was put into the Hands of the Danes, and 
guarded in his Lodgings : The next Day the Czar 
went to ſee him, betore whom he fell on his Knees, 
kiſſed the Bottom of his Garment, and asked his 
Pardon, Life, and Liberty ; his Majeſty raiſed him, 
and ſaid, Fear Nothing, I have more Goodneſs towards 
you than you imagine; tell only all that you know. 
His Majeſty then cauſed his Sword to be returned 
to him, and he was ſent to Schaverin, under a Guard 
of a hundred Ruſſian Dragoons. This Count was 
brought very young into the Swediſh Party by his 
Uncle, General Mazeppa, but came to Hambourg as 
ſoon as he could, to acknowledge his Fault, and 
ask Pardon, which he ſoon obtain'd, the Czarina 
having promiſed to intercede for him. 

His Czariſh Majeſty had a Sword ſet with Dia- 
monds preſented him by the Magiſtrates of Ham- 
berg, whom he aſſured of his Friendſhip, and then 
let out for .1mſterdam in Holland, where he arrived 
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on the 17th of December in the Evening, being 
ſaluted by a Diſcharge of the Artillery, and th: 
next Morning was attended by four Deputies 
which the States of Holland had named to wait upon 
him during his Reſidence in that Province; where 
J thall leave him for ſome Time, to make his Ob- 
ſervation, according to Cuſtom, on all Things thar 
might be uſeful to his People, and turn to the 
Affairs of Poland. 

Prince Dolgoruki, who was the Mediator in the 
Name of the Czar between the Poles and the Saxozs, 
at length engaged both Parties, after many ſharp 
Encounters on cach Side, to conſent to a Treaty, 
and a Congreſs was accordingly appointed to be 
held at Lublin; but all that could be done there 
was to bring them to agree to an Armiſtice, which 
was ſoon violated, and this fruitleſs Congreſs tranſ- 
ter'd to Yarſaw; and the Obſtinacy of the Con- 
federates gave them Room to fear there would te 
no more to be done here than at Lublin, the Car 
ordered General Ronne to enter Poland with a Body 
of Troops to ſupport that Party which was mott 
inclined ro Peace. The Arrival of theſe Troops 
was the Subject of great Complaints, and the De- 
puties of the Confederates declared, that they could 
not agree to diſſolve the Confederacy, nor proceed 
farther in the Treaty till Prince Dolgoruki had lent 
Orders for them to withdraw out of the Poliſh Ter- 
ritories; but the Mediator anſwer'd, that the AH. 
covite Troops had marched into Poland in Purſuance 
of the Agreement made at Dantzick, that his Czariſh 
Majeſty ſhould ſend his Troops into Poland to act 
againſt ſuch as ſhould diſturb the publick Tran- 
quility ; that ſeeing the Confederates had choſen 
the Czar for Mediator, it did not belong to them 
to preſcribe Laws to him; but that they ought to 
conform themſelves to the Meaſures his Majeſty 
thought moſt convenient for the Eſtabliſhment of 
the publick Peace, which he adviſed them to con- 
Fr wirhout farther Nelay ; promiſing that im- 
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the ſaid Troops to retire, as he had already declared. 
The Confederates reply'd to this, that a Mediator 
ought nor to make Ule of Arms, but hear what the 
Parties at Variance had to fay, and endeavour to 
reconcile them without Threats and Menaces : But 
they were given to underitand that though what 
they alledg'd might be true between private Men, 
that Princes in Arms followed other Maxims. This 
occaſioned a warm Debate, and in the Concluſion 
Prince Dolgoraki declared in plain Terms, that the 
Troops of his Maſter ſhould not withdraw out of 
the Poliſh Territories before the Treaty was actually 
ſigned. Upon this the Deputies having conſulted 
among themſelves, declared that they would pro- 
ceed no farther in the Treaty *rill Prince Dolgorukz 
had put into their Hands an Order for the Retreat 
of the Muſcovites; and ſo the Conferences broke up. 
After which the Deputies apply'd themſelves to the 
Pope's Nuncio and the Imperial Ambaſlador, to 
deſire the King to inſiſt on the Retreat of the 
Auſcovites. 

The King's Plenipotentiaries accordingly deſired 
the Mediator to order the Retreat of thoſe Troops, 
if it was in his Power ; and ſent to acquaint the 
Deputies of the Confederates, that they approved 
their Inſtances in that Particular; but that the 
ſureſt Way to obtain ir, was forthwith to conclude 
a Peace. The Deputies having maturely weighed 
this Matter, the Palatine of Podolia was deſired to 
return for Anſwer, that they requeſted a Conference 
might be held the following Day ; which being 
granted, this Article was then again warmly de- 
bated, and though ſome of the Depuries could not 
at firſt be prevail'd on to deſiſt from their former 
Demand, yet it was at length agreed to, the De- 
putics contenting themſelves with a Declaration 
ſign'd by the Mediator, importing, that the King's 
Plenipotentiaries engag'd, that his Majeſty ſhould uſe 
his Endeavours with the Czar for the Retreat of his 
Forces immediately after the Concluſion of the Peace. 
Then the Mediator read the Proje& for the Suſpen- 
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ſion of Arms; but that not being agreed to, the 
King once more declar'd, that he would forth irh 
ſer out for the Army. This alarmed the Confede. 
rates, who deiir'd that the Conferences might begin 
early the next Morning, to endeavour to adjuſt 
that Afiair; which being agreed to, the Article thr 
a longer Suſpenſion of Arms was ſign'd by the 
Bithop of Catia on the Part of the King, and by 
the Depurtics of the Confederacy. Count Flein 
retas'd to ſign it at that Time, becauſe no Provision 
was made in it for the Subſiſtance of the Sx; 
Troops while they were to continue in Poland; but 
in another Conference on the roth, ſome Altera. 
tions having been made in this Article, Count Ye. 
ming ſign'd it, and the next Day ſent Orders to ths 
auen Lroops to publiſh the Prolongation of the 
Suſpenſion of Arms, and obſerve it themſelves, 
upon Pain of incurring his Majeſty's Diſpleaſure, 
and the Deputies engaged that the Marſhals of the 
Confederates ſhould cauſe to be publiſhed the like 
vulpenhon, and forbid all Manner of Hoſtilites 

againſt the Saxoxs. | 
The other chief Articles agreed on in the fol- 
Jowing Conferences were, Thar the King might, 
if he pleaſed, be out of the Kingdom three Months 
in the Year : That the Saxon Miniſters ſhould not 
concern themſelves with the Affairs of Poland: 
That the King might keep a Saxon Guard ; but they 
were not to exceed the Number of 1200 Men, and 
were to be maintain'd at the King's own Charge: 
That the Commanders of them ſhould take an Oath 
of Fidelity to the King and the Republick : That 
no foreign Troops ſhould be brought into the 
Kingdom upon any Pretence whatſoever ; nor 
ſbould theſe 1200 be augmented by any new 
Levies; together with ſome other Articles of lets 
Moment. So that the Kingdom of Poland, whole 
Affairs had been in the utmoſt Confuſion for many 
Years, had now a fair Proſpe& of ſeeing better 
Days, unleſs ſome unforeſeen Accident diſturb'd the 
Tranquility 
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Tranquility they hope to enjoy by Means of this 
Treaty of Pacification. 

There were, at this Time, in Poland thirty thou- 
ſand Ruſſians, under the Command of General 
Ronne; and General Baur had brought five or ſix 
thouſand more out of Lower Saxony, for whom he 
exacted Quarters in Poliſh Pruſſia and Great Poland. 
And his Czariſh Majeſty did not think proper to 
recall them immediately leſt the Confederates 
ſhould take up Arms again. Let us now return to 
Holland, where we left the Ruſſian Monarch, who 
had ſet Prince enziktef at the Head of the Regency, 
that were to goyern his vaſt Empire, in his Ab- 
ſence. | 

Whilſt the Czar expected his Conſort at Amſeer- 
dam, a Courier brought him the News, that at that 
Inſtant, when ſhe was preparing to ſet out from” 
Meſel, ſhe was delivered of a Prince, which was on 
the 13th of January, the States-General were de- 
fired by his Majeſty to ſtand Godfathers, but the 
Child died the ſame Day it was born. His Majeſty 
paſſed his Time at Amſterdam, and the Places about 
it, in making, as he was always wont, judicious 
Remarks on all Things relating to Commerce and 
Navigation ; he viſited the Ship-Carpenters Yards, 
the Storehouſes of the Eaſt-India — and 
thoſe of the Admiralty and principal Merchants. 
He view'd the Country Seats about, and faw again 
with Pleaſure the little Cottage where he had lodg'd 
at Sardam, in his firſt Journey to Holland, and found 
it now honoured with the Name of the Prinſbys, or 
the Houſe of the Prince. 

The Czarina arrived at Am ſterdam on the roth of 
February, and was received and complimented in the 
fame Manner as the Czar had been; on the ꝗth of 
March following, their Majeſties went to the Hague, 
and being at the Houſe of Prince Kurakin, were 
complimented by the Deputies of the States of 
Holland, who were at that Time aſſembled, and b 
a Deputation extraordinary from the States-Gere al. 
Their Majeſties continued at the Hague till the 4th 
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of April, during which Time a Diſcovery was 
made in Ezeland of ſome Intrigues of Baron Gori; 
and Count Gyl/embeure, which tended to excite a 
Revellion in Great-Britain to introduce the Preten- 
der there, Count Gyllembourg, who was cloathed 
with the Character of Envoy-Extraordinary, was 
put under an Arreſt in London, and all his Papers 
ieized. The States-General arreſted Baron Gertz, 
and young Gyllembourg in Holland, at the Requeſt 
of tho King of Great-Lritain; all the Letters found 
among their Papers were immediately publiſh'd, by 
viuch it appear'd that a Deſign had been carried on 
to raiſe a Rebellion, which was to be put in Exccu- 
tion in the Month of March, and that the King of 
Sweden was to make a Deſcent in England with 
10,000 Foot, and 4000 Horſe, a ſufficient Train of 
Artillery, and Arms for 10 or 12, 00 Men more. 
Some of the Letters of theſe Miniſters intimared, 
eſpecially of young Gellemboure, wrote from the 
Hague on the 17th of November 1716, not that the Czar 


had any Share as yet in the Plot, but that they were 


in Hopes of bringing him into it. This gave Oc- 
caſion to accuſe his Czariſh Majelty of having been 
conſulted in forming this Project; there were like- 
wiſe ſome Paſſages relating to Dr. Arestine the Czar's 
Phyſician beforementioned, his Majeſty therefore on 
the 12th of March cauſed M. HYeſelowski, Secretary 
of the Embaſly, to preſent the following Memorial 
to Mr. Stanhope, to be laid before the King of 
Great- Britain. 


S.FR, 
b S ſoon as his Czariſh Majeſty, my Maſter, ro- 
, ceived the agrecable News of the happy 


Diſcovery of the Conſpiracy which the Scredißh 
Miniſters had carry'd on againſt your Majeſty 
and Government, to excite among your Subjects 
a Rebellion that was to be ſupported by Sv ν 
Troops: His Majeſty immediately commanded me 
to congratulate, in his Majeſty's Name, with 

* your

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your Majeſty, upon this happy Diſcovery; and 
to teſtify to you the Share his Majeſty rakes in 
this happy Event, and how ſenſibly he is affected 
with every Thing that tends to the Advantage of 
your Majeſty, aud your Royal Family. Theſe 
Commands I have executed with all poſſible Speed 
and Reſpect: But his Czariſh Majeſty was no leſs 
concern'd than ſurpriz'd to fee by the Letters that 
paſy'd between the Swediſh Miniſters about this 
Conſpiracy, and which, by your Majeſty's Order, 
have - been publith'd and communicated to me, 
that the Artifice and Malice of his Enemies have 
been carry'd ſo far as to dare to endeavour, againſt 
all likelihood, to make his Czaruh Majeſty, my 
Maſter, in ſome Meaſure, a Party concern'd to that 
wicked Attempt ; and, againſt their Conſcience to 
impute to him Sentiments equally inconſiſtent with 
his Majeſty's Honour and Repuration, with his 
wn Intereſts, and with the Tenor of his Con- 
duct; all which demonſtrate, that it is not poſſible 
for kis Majeſty ever to be capable of harbouring 
ſuch "Thoughts. 
His Majeſty's Surprize, in that Reſpect, was 
the greater, in that his Enemies, to give ſome 
Colour to their malicious Inſinuations, have been 
ſo daring, as to mention in their Letters, that 
Mr. Avreskine, Phyſician to the Czar my Matter, 
had held a Correſpondence with the Earl of Alar, 
and had ſuggeſted to him, that his Czarith Ma- 
jeſty is ſenſible of the juſt Cauſe of the Pretender, 
and that he wiſhes for nothing more than a Con- 
juncture, in which he may be able to reſtore him 
to his Dominions ; with other odious Expreſſions: 
Although his Czariſn Majeſty, conſidering his ſaid 
Phyſician's good Behaviour for the Space of 
thirteen Years, during which, he has been in his 
Service, cannot believe that he can have forgot 
himſelf fo far, as, withour any Order, to enter 
into ſo criminal a Correſpondence, the rather, 
becauſe his Majeſty never admits him to his Coun- 
cils, on Matters of State, but only employs him 
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in the Way of his Profeſſion. Much leſs can his 
* Majeſt; believe, that he has been fo daring as to 
* abuſe his Name in an Affair of ſuch a Nature, and 
* to father ſuch baſe Things upon him, to the 
Hazard of his Life and Fortune. For, as ſoon as 
© the Czar, my Maſter, was inform'd, That ſome 
Relations of his ſaid Phyſician had been engaged 
in the late Rebellion againſt your Majeſty, he did 
* immediately forbid him to hold any Correſpon- 
* dence with them, not only about Matters of Mo. 
ment, but even concerning their Family Affairs. 
Nevertheleſs his Czariſh Majeſty did not fail, with 
* eager Zeal, to examine him about it, as ſoon as 
he receiv'd the News of it; but he proteſted that 
* he was entirely innocent of this whole Plot; the 
rather, becauſe he never received Orders from his 
* Czariſh Majeſty to enter into ſuch Affairs, or to 
hold ſo dangerous a Correſpondence, which might 
tend to the Prejudice of his Majeſty's Intereſts, 
* and to the Interruption of the good Harmony 
« eſtabliſh'd between his Czariſh Majeſty and your 
* Majeſty ; and he afrerwards declar'd, upon Oath, 
and on the Forfeiture of his Life, that he never 
* wrote ſuch Letters, either to the Earl of Aar, or 
* any other; and he 1s confident, that no Man can 
prove any fuch thing againſt him, and that no 
* ſuch Letters of his can be found any where; and 
in caſe any ſhould, he voluntarily ſubmits himſelf 
to the mott rigorous Puniſhment. As for the reſt, 
this Affair is of ſuch a Nature, that whoever will 
« conſider it without Prejudice, will _ acknow- 
« ledge, and clearly ſee the Artifice and Falſity that 
lurks under it. For it evidently appears by the 
© Czar my Maſter's paſt Conduct, and by the re- 
« peated Proofs he has given, on all Occaſions, of 
© his good Intentions for the Intereſt of your Ma- 
jeſty, and of all your Royal Family, both from 
© the firſt Eſtabliſhment of the Friendſhip between 
his Czarith Majeſty and your Majeſty, even when 
© your Majeſty was but one of the Ele&ors of the 
Empire, and ſince your happy Acceſſion 3 — 
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Britiſh Throne. All theſe, I ſay, evince how far 
his Czariſh Majeſty is from the Thoughts which 
his Enemies have dared to impure to him in their 
ſaid Letters, in ſo falſe and injurious a Manner. 
Your Majeſty may well remember, as well as all 


Europe, with what Joy the Czar, my Maſter, re- 


ceiv'd the News of your Advancement to the 
Throne of Great-Hritain; and what Advantages 
he cauſed to be propoſed to your Majeſty by his 
Miniſters, towards a ſtricter Union with your 
Majeſty. And beſides, the Application with 
which his Czariſh Majeſty has ever endeavoured 
to preſerve your Majeſty's Friendſhip, ſufficiently 
ſhews the Regard he had for you; and that he 
never did, nor ever will make any Step that may 
occaſion any Alteration or Coldneſs. Therefore 
it is ealy to ſee, that his Czariſh Majeſty could 
never have the Thought of favouring the Pre- 
tender, or to enter with him directly or indirectly 
into any Meaſures to your Majeity's Prejudice; 
much leſs ſtill, to favour the Deſign of the King 
of Sweden, his principal and perpetual Enemy, 
to. advance the 1taid Pretender to the Throne of 
Great-Britain. Can ſuch a Deſign be conſiſtent 
with his Czariſh Majeſty's Intereſts ? Would he 
not on the contrary have _ perceiv'd the per- 
nicious Conſequences of it? For if the ſaid Pre- 
tender ſhould come to thar Crown, he would not 
fail, out of Gratitude, to aſſiſt the King of Sce- 
den againſt the Czar my Maſter. His Majeſty has 
already ſhewn how far he is from any ſuch 
Thoughts, when not only the laſt Year, he offer'd 
to be — of the Succeſſion to the Crown of 
Great-Britain, in the Houſe of Hanover, as it is now 
ſettled, but alſo towards the End of the ſaid 
Year, and in the Beginning of this preſent, ha 
offered to enter into a Treaty with your Majeſty 
upon the ſame Foot, and had expreſsly command». 
ed his Miniſters as well ar Hanover as at the Hagne, 
to proſecute that Negociation ; nor is it his Czariſſi 
Majeſty's Faulr, that the faid Negociation was 
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not brought to a happy Concluſion, alchough his 


* Czariſth Majeſty has of late obſerved divers Coun- 
* ter-Steps which your Majeſty's Miniſters have 
taken in ſeveral foreign Courts, particularly at the 
Court of his Imperial Majeſty, as well as thoſe of the 
* Kings of Dexmark and Pruſſia, as allo at the Diet 
* of Katizbon, without any Occaſion given on his 
Side. And tho his Czariſh Majeſty had ſufficient 
© Reaſons to take Precautions and provide for his 
private Security upon the Report that has been 
ſpread, and the Information he received from ſe- 
« veral Parts, that your Majeſty was treating of a 
particular Peace with the King of Sweden, pro- 
miſing even Aſſiſtance againſt his Czariſh Majeſty 
* upon his yielding the Duchy of Bremen, as ap- 
« pears clearly enough, even from the Letrers of his 
* Swediſh Miniſters, that have been publithed, nor 
was, perhaps, that Report, at that Time already 
groundleſs. But however, it made no Manner 
of Impreſſion upon his Majeſty's Mind, nor gave 
him the leaſt Thought of a particular Peace. On 
© the contrary, he has not only caus'd all the Propo- 
« fals that havg been made to him from any Side, 
to be faithfully communicated to your Majeſty 
and your Allies, but has alio lately endeavours 
Aby ſending to vour Majeſty his Privy Counſel- 
lor, the Sieur Telficy, to remove all Occaſion of 
« Diſtruft, which tome ill-grounded Inſinuations 
might have occaſioned, and to re-eſtablith the an- 
* cient good Harmony, and at the fame time con- 
© cert with your Majeſty the neceſſary Meaſures for 
the vigorous Profecution of the War againſt the 
common Enemy, in order to procure a firm and ad- 
vantageous Peace to all the Northern Allies in ge- 
*neral ; and to conclude thereupon, either a for— 
mal Treaty, or a Concert, towards which his 
Cuariſh Majeſty ſhew'd all imaginable Diſpoſiti- 
on; but the ſald Negociations having been broken 
_ +cainſt all Expectation, and for Reaſon of ſmall 

{r2portance, on your Majeſty's Part. And even 
ls to your Perſon hay ing been deny'd to his 
Czarill 
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' C:ariſh Majeſty's Miniſters, he might, with 
© more Reaſon, have given Credit to the Inſinua- 
tions that were made to him, and have taken his 
© Meaſures accordingly : But his Czarith Majeſty 
« has ſeen all this with a great deal of Patience, as 
«© alſo the other Steps that have been made to his 
Prejudice, contrary to the Obligations of Friend- 
« ſhip and Alliances as well at Copenhagen as 1n the 
Empire; which Steps were not many Removes 
from an open Rupture. Notwithſtanding all this, 
« his Czariſh Majeſty {till offers to renew a good 
« Friendſhip with his Majeity. And as your Ma- 
« jeſty as well as your Miniſters, know very well 
« the Truth of all that is above repreſented, ſo on 
the other hand, it is certain, as every one may 
« eaſily imagine, that all thoſe malicious Inſinuations 
have been ſpread, and perhaps written by the 
Enemy, in all Appearance, with an Intention to 
encourage the Euglib Faction, who have entered 
into their pernicious Deſign ; and, by ſuch Re- 

ports, to create a Diſtruſt between the Czar my 
« Maſter and your Majelty. It is farther evident, 
that this obſtinate Enemy, in the weak Condition 
to which he is reduc'd, runs all Hazards, and on- 
ly ſtudies to diſunite the Northern Allies by his 
Intrigues and artful Inſinuations, and would fain 
improve the Miſunderſtanding he endeavours, by 
any Means, to create amongſt them, thereby in 
* ſome Meaſure to retrieve his broken Affairs. 
Therefore his Czariſh Majeſty could not but be 
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very much concern'd at your Majeſty's cauſing to Ws

SIR, 


AVING communicated to the King the 
Memorial you delivered to me from his 
Czariſh Majeſty, I am commanded to tell you, 
That the Aſſurances it contains of the obliging 
Manner with which his Czariſh Majeſty has con- 
cern'd himſelf in the Diſcovery of the Conſpiracy 
carry'd on by the Swediſh Miniſters, as alſo of 
the Diſpoſition he is m, to live with the King 
in the ſame Amiry and Confidence as for the 
Time pat, are very agreeable to the King, who 
veill ever be ready on his Part, to anſwer the 
fame in ſuch a Manner as his Czariſh Majeſty 
will have Reaſon to be ſatisfy'd with; of which 
vou may aſſure him. 
The King is very far from having the leaſt 
Suſpicion that his Crariſh Majeſty is enter'd into 
any Engagements in Favour of the Pretender, or 
that he had a Share in the Intrigues of the Swediſh 
Miniſters. And as for the Phytician Aresbine, his 
Crarith Majeſty may caſily underſtand that it was 
not poſũble to ſuppreſs, in the printed Letters, 
ſuch Paſſages as concern him, the King having 
had fo ſtrong Reaſons to communicate thoſe Let- 
ters to the Parliament as they were found, that 
this occaſioind the leaving in them the odious 
Reflections therein contain'd againſt ſome of our 
Miniſters. His Majeſty has, on this Occaſion, 
ſufficiently ſhewi his Regard to the Czar, ſinco 
he never caus'd any Complaint to be made to 
him againſt the ſaid Phyſician, although there 
were ſuch Indications againſt him; which ſhews, 
that his Majeſty will ſee without any rr 
that 
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that the Czar paſles over in Oblivion the Affairs 
about that Phyſician. 

It had been a great Satisfaction for the King 
to have an Interview with the Czar in his Paſſage 
through Holland, but his Czariſh Majeſty's Indiſ- 
poſition not having permitted it, the King would 
have ſeen and heard with Pleaſure Meſſieurs Ku- 
rakin and Tolſtoy, had not they arriv'd at Vlaer- 
dinghen juſt at the Moment his Majeſty was go- 
ing to embark ; nor could he put off his Depar- 
ture, by Reaſon of the Neceſſity he was under 
of making uſe of the Tide. 

As for the Complaints contain'd in the ſaid Me- 
morial, of the Steps which the King may have 
caus'd to be made in divers Courts of Germany, 
upon Account of the Stay of the Ruſſian Troops 
in the Empire, although it were true that tne 
Britiſh Miniſters had acted in all the faid Courts 
with Vigour, in order to procure the withdraw- 
ing of the ſaid Troops out of the Empire; his 
Czariſh Majeſty ought not in the leaſt to be ſur- 
prized at it, conſidering the ancient and ſtrict 
Union which has ſo long ſubſiſted between Great- 
Britain, the Emperor, and the Empire, which 
Union was laſt 
by a new Treaty of Alliance between the Em- 
peror and the King; but as theſe Complaints, as 
well as what is inſinuated in your Memorial 
touching ſome Negociation towards a ſeparate 
Peace between the King and Sweden, concerns his 
Majeſty as Prince of the Empire, ſince Great- 
Britain is not in War with Sweden, I do not doubt 
but you will receive a full and ſatisfactory An- 
ſwer in that reſpect from his Majeſty's Miniſters, 
who are — with his Affairs, in Quality of 


Elector and Prince of the Empire. 

As q for the Offers contain'd in your Memorial, 

relating to Alliances, his Majeſty having nothing 

more at Heart than to live in a perfect good Un- 

derſtanding with his Czariſh Majeſty, he will 

cyer be ready to enter into ſuch Negotiations as

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* may more and more confirm and eſtabliſh thay 
good Intelligence, for the mutual Intereſt of thi;

At the fame Time Monſieur Yeſelowski received 
the following Anſwer from the Chancery of Hau- 
ver. 


SIR, 


HE King has order'd the following An- 

ſwers to be given to the Memorial deli- 
ver'd to his Majeſty on the Part of the Czar of 
Muſcovy : That the Aſſurances which it contains 
of the obliging manner in which the Czar in- 
tereſts himſelf in the Diſcovery of the Plot car- 
ried on by the Swediſo Miniſters, and of the In- 
clination he has to live in Friendſhip and Confi- 
dence with his Majeſty as formerly, are highly 
acceptable; and his Majeſty deſires M. Weſfelows 
i to return Thanks to the Czar, with Aſſurance, 
that his Majeſty. is ready, on his Part, to anſwer 
the ſame in a ſatisfactory manner. 

* 'The King has not forgot the good Intentions 
and Aﬀettions which the Czar expreſs'd to him 
before and after his Acceſſion to the Crown ot 
* Great-Britain ; but ſince nothing can leſſen ſuch a 
good Underſtanding, except the Continuance ot 
the Ruſſian Troops in the Empire, his Majeity 
© owns, that he cauſed Inſtances to be made to the 
Courts of Vienna, Denmark, and Pruſſia, to unite 
© their Endeayours to diſpoſe the Czar to withdraw 
© his Troops. 

* His Majeſty was obliged to make Remon- 
© ſtrances to the Czar himſelf, by Virtue of his En- 
© gagements with the Emperor, by the Rank he has 
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in the Empire, and in the Circle of Lower Saxony, 
and by the great Concern he has in the Tranqui- 
lity of his Neighbours. His Majeſty was alſo in- 
duc'd to it by a Conſideration of the Prejudice 
which would accrue to the Northern Allies in ge- 
neral, and to the Czar in particular, by the Con- 
tinuance of the Ruſian Troops in the Empire; his 
Majeſty was likewiſe moved to it by the ſincere 
Deſire he has to remove the Obſtacle which over- 
throws the Harmony and Union between the 
Northern Allies, and which is inconſiſtent with 
that * Underſtanding which is between his 
Majeſty and the Czar of Muſcovy, and is fo neceſ- 
ſary for the publick Good. His Majeſty therefore 
hopes that the Czar will have a due Regard there- 
to, and by a ſpeedy withdrawing of his Troops, 
he will put Affairs on ſuch a Foot, that they 
may always maintain a good and mutual Amity, 
ſince it is apparent, that the Continuance of tlie 
Ruſſian Troops in the Empire, is directly contrary 
to all Engagements between his Majeſty and the 
Czar; and in regard the keeping the Ruſſian 
Troops in the Empire, intimate another Aim 
than to act againſt Sweden, the World cannot 
but ſuſpect, that thoſe Troops continued where 
they are, upon Views different from thoſe which 
the Allies of his Majeſty had, which create Diſ- 
truſt and Jealouſies that cannot be remoy'd but 

by withdrawing the ſaid Troops. 
As for the reſt, his Majeſty has not the leaſt 
Suſpicion that the Czar has enter'd into any En- 
gagement in Favour of the Pretender, or was 
any way concern'd in the pernicious Projects of 
the Swediſh Miniſters. As for the Phyſician Areſ- 
line, the Czar may eaſily judge that it was im- 
impoſſible, in the —— Papers, to omit the 
Paſſages which concern him, becauſe the King had 
ghty Reaſons to impart to the Parliament the 
Letters entire, and as they were found ; and for 
this Reaſon ſeveral odious Reflections againſt his 
Majeſty's own Miniſters were likewiſe not — 
N Out. 
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out. His Majeſty has on this Occaſion, ſuffic ien: 
ly demonſtrated his Eſteem for the Czar, ſince he 
has not complained to the Czar againſt his Phy- 
ſician, though there were ſtrong Preſumptions 
againſt him ; from whence it appears, that his 
Majeſty will not be concern'd if the Czar will 
bury in Oblivion the Affair of his Phyſician, 

It would have been to his Majeſty's great Satiſ- 
faction, to have had an Interview with the Czar, 
as he paſs'd thro' Holland; but becauſe the Czar's 
Indiſpoſition would not permit it, the King ſhould 
have been glad to have ſeen M. Kwurakin and M. 
Tolſtoy, if they had not come to Flaerdinghen the 
ſame Hour his Majeſty went on Board, and his 
Departure admitted of no Delay, as being under a 
Neceſſity to make Uſe of the Opportunity of a 
— Wind. 

His Majeſty declares, That he has not made 
the leaſt Step towards a particular Peace with 
Sweden; and if there had been any Rumour of 
that Nature, it is to be imputed to the Artifice 
of the Swediſb Miniſters, as plainly appears by 
the Letter of Count Gyllembourg to Baron Gortz, 
dated December 9, 1716, in which he frankly owns, 
That he had charged the Gentleman whom he 
had ſent to the Czar's Court, to inſinuate, That 
King George would make all poſſible Offers to ob- 
tain Bremen from the King of Sweden at the Coſt 
of the Czar, who was to be the Sacrifice for it. 
As to what Count Gyllembeurg ſays in one of his 
Letters concerning a Treaty for a particular Peace 
between the Czar of Muſccvy and the King of Sue- 
den, it is plain, as is ſet forth in the Memorial, 
That the Count ſuggeſted it with an Intention 
to create Diffidence between the King and the 
Car; becauſe the Count did not write thoſe. Let- 
ters with a View that they ſhould be read by no 
Body but Baron Gortz. Laſtly, his Majeſty has 
always been convinc'd, and is fo ſtill, that a Prince 
ſo prudent as the Czar, is not capable of being 
cajol'd and hoodwink'd by the Artifices - this 

| Baron, 
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Baron, or Propoſals of a particular Peace, if he 
© had made any: Such a Peace would have prov'd 
« prejudicial to the Czar, who has all along given 
* to many Proofs of his Adherence and Firmneſs to 
the Northern Alliance, that the King never trou- 
© bled himſelf about it; and for this Reaſon his 
© Majeſty never ſuggeſted to the Czar, that he had 
* ever entertain'd the leaſt Suſpicion of it. 

As to the Propoſals contain'd in the Memorial, 
© with reſpeCt of Alliances which the Czar offers to 
© make with his Majeſty, the fame ſhall be well re- 
© ceiv'd at all times; and the King will fo anſwer 
them that the Czar ſhall have Reaſon to be ſatis- 
« fy'd, provided the Obſtacles of the Continuance 
* of the Ruſian Troops in the Empire be remoy'd.

The Czar left the Hague on the fourth of pri 
to go to Paris; his Court was ſmall, but choſen; 
and the Czarina accompanied him as far as Rotter- 
dam, from whence ſhe came back to the Hague, and 
then to Amſterdam, where ſhe waited his Return. 
His Czariſh Majeity paſs'd through Zeeland in his 
Way to Zntwerp, where the Princes of Holſtein- 
Pleen and de la Tour, appointed to attend him while 
he was in Flanders, came to receive him in the 
Emperor's Name. On the 14th he arrived at Bruſ- 
ſels, and paſs'd from thence by the Way of Ghent 
and Bruges to Dunkirk, to view the Ri- Ban there, 
having a Deſiza to make one on the Model of 
that at Cronſlot or Petersburgh. 


On the 7th of Hay his Majeſty arrived at Pa- 


#is, where very great Preparations were made to 
receive him, being conducted by the Mareſchal de 
Teſſe to the old Louvre, he found there a mag- 


nificent Ambigu prepared for his Entertainment, 


compoſed of eight Hundred Diſhes of Fleſh, Fiſh, 
Fowl, and Fruits. He was lodged in the Hotel de 
Leſdiguieres, where he the next Morning received a 
Vilit from the Dake of 9.Jeans, the Regent, . 
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whom he diſcourſed for above an Hour; and u hen 
that Prince had left him, his Majeſty ſpoke of him 
in ſuch Terms as not only did —— to the 
Regent, but to himſelf, in being capable of form- 
ing ſo ſolid a Judgment of that great and know- 
ing Politician, The Regent was no leſs charm'd 
with the Underſtanding and Behaviour of the Em. 
peror of Ruſſia. So that the Interview of theſe tuo 
great Princes was not unlike that of Hannibal and 
Scipio, who did not leave one another but with a re- 
ciprocal Ad miration. | 

On the roth the King of France, accompanied by 
the Mareſchal /illercy, and the principal Officers 
of his Houſhold, and followed by a Detachment 
of fifty of the Life-Guards, came to viſit his Cza- 
Tiſh Majeſty at the Hotel de Leſdignieres. He went 
down to receive the young Monarch at his 
Coach, and conducted him to his Apartment, where 
they ſtaid together ſome Time, and then his Cza- 
riſh Majeſty waited on him to his Coach again. 
The Day following the Czar, accompanied by the 
Lords of his Train, returned the Viſit to the King 
in Coaches which his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty had 
ſent for him; the young King came to receive 
him at his Coach, and after ſome ſhort Diſcourſe 
conducted him thither again, the Swiſs and French 
Guards being all the Time under Arms. The 
fame Day the Provoſt of Merchants, and the Eſ- 
chevins, [or Aldermen] in their Habits of Cere- 
mony went to wait upon his Czarith Majeſty, and 
brought him the uſual Preſents of the City, con- 
ducted by the Marquiſs de Preux, Grand-Maſter of 
the Ceremonies. In the Morning the Czar went 
to the Palace-Royal, that of Victoires, that of Louis le 
Grand, and to ſee the Arſenal; and on the 12th he 
went to the Gobelins, and to the King's Garden, and 
in the Afternoon to the Obſervatory. 

On the 14th in the Afternoon, the Czar came to 
the Palace-Royal, to make a Viſit ro Monſieur the 
Duke of Orleans. His Royal Highnels, accompa- 
nied by the principal Officers of his Houſhold, —

eived him as he alighted from his Coach, and con- 
dated him into his Apartment, where he ſhewed 
him his Gallery of Paintings : The Czar went af- 
terwards to vilit Madame, who received him at the 
Door of her Apartment, and preſented to him the 
Duke de Chartres, and Madamoiſelle de Aſontpenſier. 
After the Viſit, M. the Duke of Orleans led him 
into the Lod ze of the Palace-Royal, where he ſaw 
an Opera. When he went out, he was conducted 
by his Royal Highneſs to his Coach. The ſame 
Day in the Morning, the Czar went to the Royal 
Academy of Painting and Sculpture, and he ſaw 
in the great Gallery of the Louvre, the Plans in 
Relief of the fortified Towns of the Kingdom ; 
and afterwards walk'd in the Garden of the Twil- 
ſeries. The 16th he was at the Hoſtel Royal des In- 
valids; the 17th he paſs d the Day at the Caſtle of 
Aendor, where he was regaled by the Duke Re- 
gent; and in his Return to Paris, by the Elyſan 
Helds, he found the Guards under Arms performs 
ing their Exerciſe. 

His Czariſh Majeſty, a few Days after, went to 
Fontainebleau, and in the Way dined at the Duke 
dq Antin's, at Petithourg. The next Morning he 
hunted the Stag with the King's Dogs, and was 
accompanied by the Count de Thoulouſe. After the 
Hunting was over, his Majeſty dined in the Pavi- 
lion. He returned at Night to Petitbourg, where 
the Duke d' Antin entertained him as magnificently 
as the Day before: And after having gone over the 
Gardens and Terraſſe which looks into the Seine, he 
went, on the 1ſt of June, into the Gondola that car- 
ried him back to Paris, his Court following in other 
Boats. In the Way, he ſtopp'd at Choiſi, where the 
Princeſs Dowager of Conti received him, and ſhewed 
him her Gardens and Apartments. Continuing 
then his Journey in the Gondola, and having gone 
through all the Bridges in Paris, he landed at the 
Porte de la Conference, and going into his Coach, went 
along the Ramparts of the City, and bought in the 
Shop of an Artificer a large Quantity of Fuſees and 

Petards, 
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Petards, which he afterwards fired himſelf in the 
Garden of the Hotel de Leſdienicres. 

On the 2d of June, in the Afternoon, his Majeſty 
went to the Royal Abbey of St. Denis, where he 
ſaw the Church, the Treaſury, and the new Build. 
ing, in which the Benedictins prepared a fine Col. 
lation for him, in one of the Cells at the End of the 
Dormitory, from whence the Proſpect is moſt ſar. 
prizingly agreeable. From St. Denis he returned 
by St. Ouen where the Duke de Jreſes, with all his 
Family, attended him. On the third, the Ruſſia 
Monarch went from Paris to Lerſailles, with all his 
Court, accompanied by the Mareſchal de Teſſe, and 
by the Marquiſs de Bellegarde, Son of the Duke 
a Antin, which laſt named young Lord, was ap- 
pointed to do the Honours of the Royal Houſes, in 
the Room of his Father, who could not atrend 
his Czariſh Majeſty at that Time, on Account of 
— important Affairs he had as Counſellor of 

tate. 

His Majeſty, at this Time, made no Stay at Je. 
ſailles, but went to Trianen, where he continued till 
the 6th, and then went to ſee the Caſtle of Clagzy, 
and the great Aqueduct, and from thence to May, 
On the 1oth, Monſieur de Jerton, the King's Maitre 
a Hotel, who had Orders from Court to wait upon 
his Czariſh Majeſty, entertained him with-a very 
grand Fire-Work, preceded by a fine Concert ot 
Muſick, and Illuminations in the Gardens and 
Groves, the Night concluded with a fort of Ball, 
all the Ladies, whom Curioſity had drawn to-Varh, 
dancing in the Sa/lon; and the Czar was fo well 
pleaſed with this Evening's Gallantry, that he far 
up much longer than his uſual Hour of going to 
Reſt. On the 11th, he went to St. Germain en Laye, 
and viewed the old and new Cattle there, and after- 
wards to St. Gyr, where he ſaw Madame de Vain 
tenon, Who received him on her Bed. He faw the 
five Claſſes, and all the young Demoiſelles, in their 
ſeveral Apartments, and was very much pleaſed with 
the uſeful and magnificent Efablithment * w 
n ; ou an 
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Hoaſe, and the Manner in which the Virgins were 
elucated. 

On the 12th in the Morning, he returned to Fer- 
ſailles, and viewed rae Apartments and Cabinet of 
Medals, and in the Afternoon, the great and little 
Stables; after which, he went to CLaiiot, and hav- 
ing Mace a Viſir to the late Queen of 4nlard, Wi- 
dow of James the Second, came back in the Even- 
ing, and went to the Houſe of M. de Lanai, in 
the Mint, where the Duke d'.-/ztin attended him; 
thar Lord cauſed a Gold Medal to be ſtruck before 
him, which he preſented to him, and his Czariſh 
Majeſty was much ſurprized to find his own Buſt 
on one Side, with this Inſcription, PEx T Rus AL Ex- 
II WITZ TzAR, Mas. Russ. IuPERATOR; on 
the Reverſe was Fame in the Air, holding two 
Trumpets, with this Inſcription, Vires acquiriz ende; 
and on the Exergue, Lutet Pariſ. 1717. A Number 
of Medals with the ſame Impreilions on Silver 
were preſented to the Perſons who accompanied 
him. 

On the 13th, he received a Viſit from the Pope's 
Nuncio, who making him a Compliment in the 
Italian Tongue, was anſwered by che Vice-Chan- 
cellor Schafirof, In the Evening his Czarith Ma- 
jeſty went to the Dake d' Autin s, where he ſupp d 
with the Count de Teuluuſe. 

On the 14th in the Morning, he went to fee the 
Royal Printing Houſe, and being, as every. where 
ells, very curious in enquiring into the Art, {every 
Froofs were 'pull'd, to ſhew him the Nethod of 
Printing. He went afterwards to vitit the College 
of the four Nations, founded by Cardinal Hegarin; 
he viewed the Church and tlie Library, and, dt- 
courſing with much Freedom with M. Farienca, 
the moſt famous Geometrician of the Kingdom, he 
inform'd himſelf of all that was neceſſary for a 
Foundation of the like Sort; for beſides tw Col- 
leges he had already founded in his Dominions, 
one a” Aoſcow, and one at Petersburgb, he intended 


to rect others. He went next to the Houle of rhe 
Vol. II. M 81 
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Sieur Pigeon, the Maker of a very curious moving 
Sphere, according to the Cperrican Syſtem, which 
pleaſed him fo well, that he ordered it to be pur. 
chaſed, when he went away, for two Thouting 
Crowns. His Majeliy went afterwards to the Sa 
bonne, where he was received by the Doctors of the 
Houle, for whom he expreſſed a great Eſteem. He 
much admired the Tomb of Cardinal de Richelic;, 
in this Place, which is looked upon as a wonderful 
Piece of Workmaithip. His Majeity went in the 
Afternoon up to the Towers of Notre-Dame, from 
whence he had a Proſpect of the whole City: And 
on his Return to the Hotel de Leſdiguieres, he found 
the Ambaſladors of Portugal and Malta, who were 
come, with large Retinues, to wait upon him. 

On the 15th, his Majeſty went to ſee the fine 
Works at the Gobelins. Among many Pieces of 
Tapeſtry that were expoſed to View, he ſeemed 
the moſt delighted with the Hiſtory of Don Quijxct, 
done after the Deſigns of young Coypel, of which 
his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty made him a Preſent, 
with ſome other Pieces. In the Evening he took a 
Walk in the Cours. 

On the 16th, the Czar, accompanicd by the Duke 
of Orleans, ſaw a Review of the Gens d' Armes, 
Chevaux Levers, the Alonſquetairs, and the Life- 
Guards, which were drawn up on ſeveral Lines in 
the Elyſian Fields: He was on Horſeback, and went 
all along the Lines and Raaks, and after having 
ſeen the Foot-Guards perform their Exerciſe, went 
to St. Ouen, and ſupp'd with the Duke de Treſmes, 
Governor of Paris. 

On the 17th, the Czar having ſpent two Hours 
at the C/ſervatory, ſupp'd with the Mareſchal 7/ars. 
The next Day having ſent for M. Delifle, the Geo- 
grapher, he diſcourſed a long Time with him, by 
an Interpreter, on the Situation and Extent of his 
Empire, which were berter known to this Prince 
himſelf than to ny Body elſe. To give a better 
Idea of them, h ordered two Manuſcript Charts 


to be brought, which he had cauſcd to be 1 of 
art 
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Part of his Dominions, and ſhewed M. Deliſe che 
Situation of a new Fortreſs he had built in Tartary, 
in the new Acquiitions he had made by the Sub- 
miſſion of one of the Tartarian Kings, who was 
become his Vailal, and by the Jundion of a hun- 
dred Thouſand Calmucks, with the other Jartars 
who were already under his Dominion. His Ma- 
jelty went afterwards to ſee ſeveral Chymical Ex- 
periments, that were prepared for him at the Sieur 
Geofyei s. In the Afternoon, he received a Viſit from 
the Duke of Orleans, and then went to the Lo:wre, 
where he ſaw the King of Frarce inccenito in his 
Cabinet. From thence he went to the Palace-Royal, 
to viſit Monſieur and Madame the Dutcheſs of Or- 
leans. His Czarith Majeſty, the ſame Day, ſaw an 
Operation performed on a blind Man, whom Mr. 
IV illace, an Ergliſp Occuliſt, reſtored to Sight. The 
Patient was an Invalid of fifty- ſix Years of Age, 
who had been blind ever ſince the Battle of len- 
heim, and was brought to the Hotel de Leſdicnicres, 
on Purpoſe to undergo this Operation in the Czar's 
Preſence. His Majeſty, when the Needle was firſt 
put to the Eye, turned away his Head for a Mo- 
ment; but Curioſity ſoon got the better of tha 
ſudden Motion, and he faw the Work perform'd, 
and had Proof of the Cararacc's being removed; 
for putting his Hand before the Invalid, he per- 
ceived he could diſtinguiſh it, which he could not 
before the Operation. This happy Succeſs made 
his Czariſh Majeſty promite Mr. /7 alizce to lend 
him a Pupil, to be brought up under fo great a 
Man, | 
On the 19th, he went to ſee the Parliament fitting. 
He was carried thro' the Houſe of the firſt Pre- 
ſident, and conducted from thence, by the Baliff of 
the Palace, into the great Chamber, and placed in 
one of the Lanthorns, decorated for that Purpoſe, 
from whence he ſaw the venerable Magiſtrates ſit- 
ting on their high Benches. A Cauſe being called, 
when the two Ad vocates, V Ichault and Guerin, had 
{poke on each Side, and the Advocate - Cienoral, 
M2 Monſieur 
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Monſieur de Lamoignen, had ſumm'd up the Affair, 


he took Notice that there were many Inſtances of 


the Court's being conſulted by Sovereigns, in Mat- 
ters of the greateit Importance with regard to 
their oven States; but that the Monarch of a 
Country ſo diſtant from Frame, and cqually power. 
ful both in Europe and a, ſhould have a Deſire to 
ſee their auguſt Aicmoly, was a very extraordi- 
nary Example: And added, that he thought ſuch 
an Honour ought to be preterved in the Regiſters of 
the Parliament, and tramſmitted to Poſterity. When 
the Aſſembly roſe, his Czariſh Majeſty, at his going 
away, ſaluted the auguſt Senate, who were all in 
their Scarlet Robes, and the Preſidents in their Furr 
Gowns, which was a Compiiment had been paid 
to none but the Emperor CHARIES the Fifth. 

The ſame Day the French King went to the Hetel de 
Leſdienicres, in the Afternoon, to make a Viſit to 


the Czar, who afterwards went to the Academy ef 


Sciences, where the Members entertained him with 
whatever they had that vas curious or new in Ma- 
chines or Experiments, and his Majeſty was fo 
much delighted with them, that he afterwards, 
when he returned to Petersbureh, cauſed Dr. Areskin, 
his Phyſician, to write a Letter to the Abbot Bignon 
their Preſident, deſiring to be admitted a Member 
of their Society, to which they returned an An- 
ſwer, with Thanks for the Honour he did them, 
and received another Letter from him, wrote wirh 
his own Hand. From this Time he was looked 
upon as one of their Members, and had the Volume 
of their Tranſactions punctually ſent to him, as an 


Academician, every Year till his Death. 
The Czar, after having heard the Maſs of the 


Pentecoſte, according to the ancient Style and Li- 
turgy of the Greek Church, ſet out from Paris on 
the 21ſt, in order to go to the Spaw : He was eſcorted 
by ten Auſquetaries, who were to be relieved ſuc- 
ceſſively by the like Number, till he came to S0j/- 
ſens. He ſupp'd, and lay the firſt Night at Livry, 
at the Houſe of the Marquiſs of that Name, * 
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hedrank the Healths of the King and Monſieur: the 
Regent. 

His Czariſh Majeſty was very liberal at his De- 
parture from Paris. He preſented the Marquis de 
Livry with his Picture ſet with Diamonds, valued 
40,000 Livres, and the Marquis de 1 heſſe, and the 
Duke d. Antin with the like. He left 10,000 Crowns 
to be diſtributed to the King's Servants who attended 
him, beſides 15,000 Livres to the Gardiners of Ver- 
ſailles, and other Royal Palaces. The King would 
have made him a Preſent of a Sword ſet with Dia- 
monds, but he deſired to be excuſed from accepting 
any Preſents in Gold and Jewels, but accepted four 
Suits of fine rich Tapeſtry Hangings out of the 
Royal Wardrobe, being as fine a Work as ever was 
ſeen; and ſome Pictures and other Curioſities from 
the Regent, and other Princes. The Czar left a 
very great Reputation at the French Court, and the 
French Virtuoſi were very much ſurprized to ſee a 
Prince, born in one of the moſt ignorant Parts of 
the World, ſo fond of Arts and Sciences, and ex- 
cced, in that Reſpect, all the Princes who had the 
Advantage to be born in more polite Countries. 

His Czariſh Majeſty arrived, by Rancy, Soiſſonc, 
Rheims, Charleville, Givet, and Bovignes, at Namure 
on the 25th. When the Count de Hmpeſeh, Gover- 
nor of that famous Fortreis for the States-Generel, 
received Advice that he was expected ar Giver, he 
ſent Major-General Du Portal to receive him at that 
Place, and conduct him to Namure. The Count de 
Lannoy, Adminiſtrator of the Province, ſent his 
Coach and fix Hortes, preceded by twelve Halber- 
diers in new Cloaths, with Cockades in their Hats, 
to receive him juſt without the Town, as ſuppoſing 
that he would land there; but his Majeity went on 
Shore at the Gate of Gyojgnon, and was compli- 
. mented by a Diſcharge of ſix Salvoes from all the 
Artillery of the Caſtle and Town. He mounted a 
Horſe that was preſented to him by the Count de 
Heompeſch, who attended him there, with the chief 
Officers of the Garriſon, and then his Majeſty went 
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to the Caſtle, being followed by Prince Auratty, 
and the other Lords of his Court. He was about 
two Hours on Horſeback, viewing all the Fortifi. 
cations, and made as judicious Remarks as the moſt 
skilful Engineer. Then he returned to the Caſtle, 
where he was entertained by the Count de Hompeſ(}, 
The Czar ſhewed himſelf very affable to the whole 
Company, drank ſeveral Healths, and was pleaſod 
to give a particular Relation of the ſeveral Battles 
and Sieges at which he had commanded in Perſon. 
After the Entertainment was over, he took Horſe 
again, and rode to the Governor's Houſe, where 
he ſupp'd. There was afterwards a Ball, at which 
ſeveral Ladies entertained him with their Voicesand 
Dancing. He allo danced with one of them, and 
ſtay'd till One a Clock in the Morning, when he 
went to lye in his Yachr. 

The next Day his Majeſty ſaw a Combat of 
Lances upon the S$ambre, and went round the For- 
tiſications of the City, attended by the Count de 
Hompeſch and the Lords of his Retinue. Then his 
Majeſty returning to his Vacht, received the Com- 
pliments of the Deputies, and other Perſons of Di- 


ſtinction, and ſer out at Eleven o Clock for Huy, 


under as many Salvoes ofthe Artillery as were dit- 
charged at his Arrival. 

His Majeſty was received at Liege, on the 27th, 
with great Marks of Reſpect by the Magiftrates, 
and other Officers, in the Name of the Elector of 
Colegn; the next Day he went to Aix by Limborre, 
and from thence to the Har, where he drank the 
Waters for ſome Time: And on the 2d of Au 
arrived at Amſterdam, in which City the Czarina 
Catharine had impatiently waited his Return. After 
two or three Days Repoſe, their Majoſties went to 
ſee the Province of recht, and the Palace of Lo, 
from whence they came back to Aimfterdam, and 
took Leave of Holland, on the 2d of Sebtember, to go 
to Herlin, by the Way of Cieves and Hagdebourg. 

How ſtrong ſoever the Czar's Thirſt was after 

— . 
Knowledge, and how curious ſoeyer he might be 
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in cnt, — into all Things that he thought might 
improve himſelf or his People in all uſeful Arts and 
Sciences; yet the Reader is not to ſuppoſe that his 
Majeſty ſpent his Time in France, nk other Places, 
meerly in the Amuſements we have before related ; 
no, he had other Views of a political Kind, ſuitable 
to the Greatneſs of his enterprizing Genius; though, 
it mult be confefled, not ſtrictly agreeable to his 
Engagements with his Allies. 

t is no Secret, that while he was at the Court of 
France, he made Propoſals whereby he offered to 
pour a numerous Army into the Heart of the Em- 
pire, which ſhould be at the Diſpoſition of that 
Crown, provided they would pay him the Subſidies 
he demanded, wat were very large; but his 
Offers there were rejected, as inconſiſtent with the 
Engagements France was under by her Alliance 
with his Britannick Majeſty, ſigned at the Hague on 
the 4th of January, 1717. And it is faid, that the 
Regent of France gave Intelligence of what had paſ- 
ſed to King George I. 

However, his Czariſh Majeſty, during his Sta

at Paris, concluded a Treaty of Friendſhip with . 


France, in which the King of Prz{iz was included, 
and, being much preſſed to it by ths Regent, he pro- 
miſed to withdraw his Forces from Wechlembourg. 
The King of Great-HRritain, who was very willing 


to preſerve a good Underſtanding with him, know- 
ing that, in his Return from Paris, he would paſs 
by Ani ſterdam, in Angufi, ſent Admiral Norris and 
Mr. IJ itæverib to him at that Time, with Orders 
to thank him for having declared himſelf at Paris 
about the withdrawing his Forces out of the Em- 
pire, and to aſſure him, that ir would be of great 
SatisfaCtion to his Majeſty to live with him in the 
ſame Friendſhip and Union as before, and to re- 
fume the Negotiation of a Treaty of Commerce, 
which on his ide he would facilitate with a'] poſe 
ſible Readineſs. But the Czar having again; ſiſted 
on a BH:itijhþ Squadron of fifreen Men of War to 
act againſt Sweden, under the Oiders of the RG 
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_ fan Admirals; this Step of his Britiſh Majeity ha: 
no Effect. | 

The very Day before his Czariſh Majeſty's Re. 
turn to An ſterdam, Baron Gcrig was ſet at Liberty, 
who, after he had had ſeyeral Conferences with the 
Scevediſh Reſident at Ainpben, was admitted, with 
great Privacy, to an Interview with the Czar and 
nis Miniſters at Leo; and having taken upon him 
ro adjuit all the Diftrences between the King of 
„cgeten and his Czardh Majeſty, within three 
IAonths after his Arrival in Seder, he fot out thi- 
ther by the Way of Rexel, ſurniſhed ith a Pall 
port from the Crar, who on his Side engaged abſo- 
itely to ſuſpend all Operations againſt his Swediſh 
lajeity till the End of the ſaid three Months. 
tis Czariſh Majeſty, before his Return into his 
wn Dominions,being much preſſed by the King and 
Republick of Pclaxd, to eaſe them of the Expence 
and Damages they ſuſtained by his Troops in that 
Kingdom, ſent the following Order to the Velt- 
NMareſchal Ceremetoff.

The King and the Republick of Poland, having 
teat M. Penitx, Staroſte of Caponitx, expreſsly to 
us, to procure the Departure of our Troops; vie 
conhrm to you all the Orders and Commands 
that we have before given to you on this Subject, 
viz. that you cauſe our Troops to decamp as toon 
as poſſible, and march towards our Frontiers; ob- 
ſerving good Order in their March, ſo that the 
Inhabitants may ſuffer no Damage thereby. To 
this Purpoſe, it is neceſſary that you conſult the 
Commillaries of the Republick, and ſettle with 
them the Route, by which our Troops may march 
with the greateſt Conveniency. And as the Sum- 
mer Seaſon is already begun, you are not to quar- 
rer our Troops on the Lands of the Nobility, nor 
in the Towns, Burroughs, or Villages; but to 
cauſe them to encamp, and march in two or three 
Columns, for the greater Eaſe of the In- 
© havitants. You are very expreſsly —_— by 
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{ Preſents, not to ſuffer any Proviſions or Forage to 
© be taken away, nor the Inhabitants to be mo- 
© Jeſted in any ſort; and if Complaints are brought 
to you of — or Damage done by any of our 
Army, you are to ſee that Juſtice be done accord- 
© ing to the ſtricteſt Military Diſcipline, and the 
© Damages made good. All General Officers are to 
© obſerve this Order. 


Notwithſtanding which, the Raſfan Troops ſtill 
remain'd in Poland, which was the Occa ion of con- 
tinual Complaints. 

On the 19th of September, his Czariſh Majeſty ar- 
rived at Berlin, where he was received wich a 
Triple Salvo of the Artillery, and all other For- 
malities. The Czarina arrived on the zad, being 
met at ſome Diſtance from the Town by the Queen 
of Pruſſia, and the Markgravine. Their Czarith 
Majeſties were lodged at Monbijoux, and magnifi- 
cently entertained by the Pruſian Courr, whither 
the Duke and Ducheſs of Hecłleniloui cams to pay 
them a Viſit; their Majeſties continued here bur 
three Days, and then took the Route of Dajxtyich, 
with which City, a few Days before his Czarith Ra- 
jeſty's Arrival, Prince Dolgeruti, and the other Ry 
fan Miniſters, ſettled the following Agreement, 
vrhich terminated all Differences between the Czar, 
and them, and which his Majeſty ratified on his 
Arrival.

* offend therein. And in caſe it ſhall pleaſe his 
* Great Czariſh Majeſty to ſettle an Agent or Com- 
* miliary in the City of Dantxich, it ſhall be free for 
* him 1 to do; and he ſhall not only enjoy quiet 
* Habitation, but allo all the Privileges and Ho- 
* nours which other foreign Commiſſaries and 
Agents reſiding in Dantzick, have uſually enjoy'd, 
Which Commitlary ſhall alſo take Care of the In- 
« terefts of his ſaid Czariſh Majeſty, and eſpecially 
© take Care, that the Prohibition of Correſpondence 
* with Sweden be duly obſerved. And in caſe he 
« thall diſcover any Thing contrary to this Treaty 
he ſhall inform the Magiſtrates thereof, who 1ha!l 
give him due Countenance, and forthwith redrefs

II. The City of Dantzick ſhall fir out and fur- 
© nith, at their own Colt, the three Frigates they 
© have lately built, to act with the good liking of 
© his Royal Majeſty of Poland, againſt Sweden, un- 
der the Colours, and with the Commiſſion of his 
« ſaid Royal Majeſty of Poland, and att againſt the 
© Enemy's Ships. All the ſaid Capers ſhall be al- 
© lowed to come into all the Havens of his Czariſh 
Majeſty. And to the End that they may have the 
* like Liberty in all the Ports of the other high _ 
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© es, it ſhall Ive upon the King of Poland to ſollicit 

© the ſame, which his Great Czariſh Majeſty hereby 

© promiſes to ſupport. In the mean Time, the faid 

* Capers ſhall be furniſh'd by his ſaid Royal Ma- 

« jeſty, with the exact Orders and Regulations given 

to other Capers, to whom eſpecial Orders ſhall 

© be given upon ſevere Penalties, not to fall upon 

© or 1njure any Ships belonging to the Subjects of 
* Dantzick, or any other of the High Northern

III. One half of the Ships Crew of the ſaid Ca- 
pers ſhall conſiſt of Subjects of his Czarith Majeſty, 
provided his Royal Majeſty, of Poland, conſents to 
it; but thoſe Men ſhall take an Oathof Fidelity to the 
King of Poland, and be acknowledged his Subjects. 
IV. In order the more to obtain his Czariſh 
Majeſty's Favour, and the Conditions here ſtipu- 
lated, the City of Dantzick ſhall pay the Sum of 
140,000 Specie Dollars, each of the Value of fix 
Thymfen, which Sum to be paid in three ſeveral 
Terms, the firit whereof to be 45,666 Specie Dol- 
lars and two Thirds, each Dollar of the Value 
aboveſaid, at the End of three Months after the 
Ratiſication hereof; the ſecond of the ſame S 1m 
at fix Months after the End of the firſt Term; 
and the other of the ſame Sum, at ſix Months after 
the Expiration of rhe ſecond Term. 

V. In caſe there {hall be Occaſion for any of 
the Frigates, Capers, or Gallies of his Czariſh Ma- 
jeſty to come into the Port of Dant ick, ail 
be permitted ſo to do. And what is neceſſary for 
their Safety ſhall be granted to them in like Man- 
ner as is uſed to be granted by the Towns and 
Fortreſſes of the Maritime Potentates of che Al- 
liance. In the mean Time, thoſe Friga es, Caper*, 
and Gallies, ſhall behaye themſelves as the Shi; s 
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of other Nations in Amity ; they ſhall make no 
manner of Demand but for what is needful to 
them, and pay ready Money for the ſame, and 
ſhall not preſume to make any Viſitation or Stop. 
page of the Ships coming in or going our. 

VI. As ſoon as this Treaty is concluded and 
ſigned by the Plenipotentiaries on both Sides, the 
Troops of his Czariſh Majeſty, who were at pre- 
ſent in the Territories of the City of Dantzich, 
ihall immediately, and without making any De- 
mands, march away out of the ſame ; and the ſaid 
Territories ſhall be at all Times hereafter, with 
reſpect to theſe and all other Troops of the Czar, 
freed from Quarters, or any other Burthens what- 
ſoever. 

* VII. The City of Dartzick, for this and all 
Time to come, ſhall be fully diſcharged and freed 
from all manner of Pretences, which in the 
Name of his Czariſh Majeſty may or thall be 
made for any Cauſe whatſoever to this Time, and 
for all Times heretofore. | 
VIII. And in caſe any Body ſhall, by reaſon of 
this Treaty, in any Manner whatſoever, attack or 
injure the City of Dantzick, his Czarith Majeſty 
ſhall aſſiſt and protect it in the moſt powerful 
Manner. 

IX. All Freedoms, Profits, and Privileges, that 
are granted at Peterslurgh to other Nations in 
ſtricteſt Amity with his Czariſh Majeſty, ſhall be 
granted to the Merchants of Dantzick, who came 
thither for Trade. 

* X, His Czariſh Majeſty ſhall, together with 
other Potentates, take the moſt favourable Care for 
the Ciry of Dantzick, that it ſhall be included in 
the next Treaty of Peace for the North ;. and nor 
only obtain that all Rights and Privileges be ſe- 
cured to them, but alſo that the free Exerciſe of 
the Evangelical Religion, fo as before this preſent 
War they have enjoy'd, ſhall be ſecured and pre- 
ſer ved to them for ever. 1 
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© XI. Theſe Preſents ſhall be ratified and con- 
© firmed, under the Hand and Seal of his Czarilh 
* Majeſty, and deliver'd at Dantzick as ſoon as may 
© be, and there exchanged againſt the Rarification of 
the ſaid City, under their Seal.

From Dantzick his Czariſh Majeſty went, by the 
Way of Koningsberg, Riga, and Revel, to Peters- 
burgh, the Capital of his own Dominions, where 
a Multiplicity of Affairs of the greateit Impor- 
tance waited the Arrival of that Monarch.

IS Czariſh Majeſty arrived at Petersb:rrgh on 
the 21ſt of Ocicter 1717, after an Abſence of 
ſixteen Months; and here he found the 
Complaints of his People very high againf the Mini- 
ſters with whom he intruſted the Government; he 
therefore employed the remaining Part of the Year in 
redreſſing, with indefatigable Application, the great 
Diſorders committed in the State, and in puniſhing 
the Authors of them. He aſſiſted in the Senate 
every Morning at Four of the Clock, and was at 
the Pains himſelf of hearing and examining the Ac- 
cuſations and Defence of the Parties concerned. But 
as the Affairs of this Inquiſition appeared to be of a 
deeper Die than was at firit expected, and that a 
great deal of Time was required for convicting 
{ome of thoſe who Food accuſed of Breach of Truſt ; 
an extraordinary Court of Juſtice was eſtabliſhed, 
and in the mean Time the Prince of Wolchinsky, - 
Governor of Archangel, who had been fully con- 
victed of his Crimes, was ſhot to Death. T : ſaid 
ourt 
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Court of Juftice was divided into ſeveral Commir- 
tees, each of which conſiſted of a Major, a Captain, 
and a Lieutenant of the Guards, who were to ex- 
amine into the reſpective Cauſes laid before them, 
and to give Sentence according to common Senſe 
and Equity. And ſo abſolute was the Power of the 
C:ar, that he obliged the Members of a venerable 
Senate, compoſed of the Heads of the greateſt Fa- 
milies in Ruſſia, to appear before a Lieutenant as 
their Judge, and be called to an Account of their 
Conduct. 

In Order to remedy the great Want of Money which 
appeared at that Time, his Czariſh Majeſty iſſued an 
Order prohibiting the uſe of Gold and Silver on Wear- 
ing Apparel; ſeveral uſeleſs Mechanicks who had 
been brought into the Country were diſcharged, 
others were reduced to half Pay, and divers other 
Methods were tried that were thought conducive 
to that End. On this Occaſion ſeveral Ran, of 
Diſtin&ion entered into a Society for the manufac- 
turing of Silk-Stuffs; for the Encouragement of 
which, the Czar granted them a Privilege tor many 
Years, and raiſe] the Duties on the Importation of 
foreign Stuffs to double the Price for the middling 
Sort, and treble for the beſt: He lizewife publiſhed 
ſeveral other Regulations which were the Fruits of 
the Remarks he made in his laſt Travels, and ap- 
painted ſeveral Councils for the Adminiſtration of 
the publick Affairs, like thoſe that had been eſta- 
blithed by rhe Duke of Orleans in France: One for 
foreign Affairs, a ſecond for the Finances, a third 
for Juſlice, a fourth for Reviſion, a fifth for War, 
a ſixth for the Marine, a ſeventh for Commerce, 
an eighth for Receipts and Expences, and a ninth 
for Arts and Sciences, Mines, Buildings, &cc. 

About this Time the young Great Prince (ſo the 
Czarewitz's Son was ſtyled) was preſented by the 
the Czar with his Picture ſet with Diamonds, and 
as he gave early Proofs of a martial and lively Ge- 
nius, he was not only declared a Serjeant of the 
Guards, and cloathed accordingly, but alſo * 
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the military Exerciſe, which he very readily learned 
to that Degree, that he was ſoon able to perform 
the principal Part of his Function himſelf, to the 
great Satisfaction of the Czar, who had much Aﬀec. 
tion for him, notwithſtanding the juſt Reſentment 
he had conceived againſt the Czarewitz his Father; 
of which the Reader will find a particular Account 
hereafter. 

On the gth of December, M. 77 «ber, the King of 
Great-PBritain's Reſident at Petersburgb, who had left 
that Place during the Czar's Abſence, returned with 
Orders to thank his Czarith Majelty forthe obliging 
Letters he had written from Am ſterdam to his Ma. 
jeſty by Admiral Norris, and to aſſure him of the 
King's good Diſpoſitions for maintaining with him 
the ſame Union and Friendſhip as formerly. He 
diſcharged this Commiſſion to the Czar's Miniſters, 
and at the ſame Time gave them to underſtand how 
uneaſy his Majeſty was at the Interview the Czar 
had at Los with Baron Gortz, and at the Ap- 
pearances there were of his Czariſh Majeſty's hay- 
ing employ'd that Baron to endeavour to procure a 
ſeparate Peace with his Swediſh Majeſty. 

The Czar's Miniſters boldly denied that there 
had been an Interview at Leo; but a little Time 
after they were obliged to own it. The late Duke 
of Ormond was come at this Time to Aittau in Con- 
land, and had with him Mr. Jernegan, an Enelij) 
Reman-Catholick ; his Deſign was not only to nego- 
ciate a Marriage between the Princeſs Auna- Pe- 
zrowna one of the Czar's Daughters, and the Pre- 
tender, but alſo to go over to Sweden to perſuade 
| Charler XII. to make Peace with the Czar, and to 
turn his Thoughts on ſetting the Pretender on the 
Throne of Great-Pritain; but the Propoſal of the 
Marriage was one Way to fruſtrate this laſt Part 
of their Scheme ; for Baron Gortz had long intended 
the Lady here ſpokon of for the Duke of Holſtein, 
who afterwards married her. 

Mr. Jernegan was ſent to Sweden to obtain Leave 
from his Swediſh Majeſty that the Duke of Ormond 
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might go thither as the Pretender's Miniſter. Fer- 
negan had Orders to apply to Baron Gortz, which he 
did accordingly ; bur = Anſwer he brought to the 
Duke was, that the King of Sweden had great Rea- 
ſons for not admitting him; he was ſoon after ſent 
away from Mittau, and his Confident Jernegan left 
to manage the Bulineſs at Petersburgh with all poſſi- 
ble Secrecy, never going out but at Night, nor 
ſeeing the Czar's Miniſters but in Diſguiſe. And 
while Meaſures were taking privately for a Con- 
greſs at Abo, to which the Czar's Plenipotentiaries 
were invited by Baron Gortz, his Czariſh Majeſty 
ſ:t out for Heſegao, where he had not been for eight 
Years before. 

In the Month of January 1718, an Expreſs ar- 
rived from Ckrania, that the Cubanski-Tartars were 
approaching in bet Numbers towards the Fron- 
tiers of Ruſſa; but ſo far from being ſet on by the 
Porte, that the Turkiſp Governor of Aropb had ſent 
Notice of their Deſign to the _ Officers com- 
manding on the Frontiers, and declar'd that it was 
out of his Power to check thoſe Robbers, who hav- 
ing found their Account by the In-Road which they 
made into Raſſa the Year before, ſeemed reſolved 
to try a ſecond Viſit. Upon this all neceſſary Or- 
ders were given at Petersburgh for oppoſing them, 
the CMachs were ordered to mount, Fre thouſand 
Dragoons, and the like Number of Infantry were 
ordered to join them, and to guard the Lines on the 
River Don, which the Czar had cauſed to be cait up 
laſt Summer at a vaſt Expence, in order to cover 
his Frontiers againſt the like Inſults. The Grand 
Signior afterwards, in order to remove all Suſpi- 
cion, ſent a Letter under his own Hand to the Czar, 
promiſing that incaſe theſe Plunderersbeing defeated 
in their Deſign, ſhould take Refuge in his Domi- 
nions, he would cauſe them to be purſued with Fire 
and Sword, being willing to diſcharge, in ever 
Reſpect, the Obligations of a faichful Neighbour 
and Confederate, 0 
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One 4th of February they received more diſagret. 
able Advices at Petersburgh, relating to the Expedi. 
tion near the Caſpian Sea, of which the Prince Alx. 
ander Bekewitz, had the Command, being ſent b 

the Czar to take Poſſeſſion of the River in which 
the Gold Sand is found, and to diſcover Mines in 
the Mountains of Great-Tartary, at the Head of 
three Thouſand Men; among whom were three 
Hundred Saxons, who were taken Priſoners at P. 
zowa in the Seedija Service. Their Deſign was to 
raiſe two Forts on the Caſpian Sea, to facilitate the 
Commerce, and to cover the Gallies that were built 
for that End; accordingly they erected Forts with 
Shells, which lye in prodigious Quantities on the 
Shore, at firſt withour the leaſt Oppoſition from 
the Tartars and the Galmucks. But when the Army 
penetrated further into the —_— thro 1 
Step or Deſart, extremely haraſſed in their March 
for Want of Water, and arrived at the Place where 
the Gold Sand is found; the Subjects of the Cham 
of Scl irvan taking Umbrage, gathered to the Num- 
ber of fifty Thouſand, and refuſed to accept the 
Preſents that were tendered to them on the Part of 
the Czar ; however, they feigned Compaſſion to ſee 
ſo fine an Army in ſo great Diſtreſs, and offered to 
ſupply them with Water and Proviſions, on Condi- 
tion that they ſhould ſeparate, and return Home in 
ſeveral Bodies. The General was drawn into the 
Snare, and, either preſſed with great 8 or 
for Want of Experience, conſented to thoſe Terms, 
dividing his Forces into ſeveral Detachments, ſome 
of three Hundred, ſome of five Hundred Men, in 
Order to march off, and ſo they all fell a Sacrifice 
to the deceitful Enemy. The Prince himſelf was 
carried before the Cham's Tent, where a Piece ot 
red Cloth was ſpread upon the Ground, the uſual 
Sign of Blood among the Tartars, and upon his 
refuſing to kneel down, and ſubmit to his melan- 
cholly Fate, they firſt cut him with their Scimeters 
in the Calves of his Legs, and afterwards maſla- 
cred him in a moſt miſerable Manner. His 3 
orce 
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| Forces were likewiſe all cut to Pieces, except thoſe 
of the Artillery, who obtained Quarter, and were 
afterwards employed by the Enemy in the Siege of 
exetx, a Frontier Place of Perſia, and by the Help 
of thoſe Gunners, and of the Cannon and Ammu— 
nition which they had taken from the Ryſſians, they 
forced the Governor to ſurrender upon difadvanta= 
geous Terms, and got a rich Booty in the Place, 
where there was a Monaſtery, the Walls of which 
were lined all over with Gold Plates. The Muſi- 
cians, as alſo ſeveral young Voluntiers, who were 
moſt of them Sons of Boyars, had likewiſe their 
Lives ſpared, and were afterwards ſold. x 

The Father of this unfortunate Prince, a Circaſ- 
fan by Birth, had brought himſelf into Diſgrace 
with the King of Perſia by refuſing to reſign to him 
his Wife, who was a very beautiful Woman; fo 
ſhaking off his Obedience to that Prince, he came 
to beg the Protection of the Czar, vho received 
him with great Civility andextraordinary Honours, 
promiſing to reſtore him to his Territories; but he 
dying ſoon after, left to this Prince Alexander his 
only Son, the immenſe Treaſures he had brought 
with him to Aſiſcovy, when he fled ; the young 
Prince was married to a Princeſs of the Houle of 
Galliczin, who was reckoned the greateſt Beauty in 
all Ryfia, but was unfortunately drowned in the 
Volga, ſome Time before the unhappy Fate of her 

usband. 

It was firmly believed that the Czar would take 
the firit Opportuniry of revenging himſelf on thoſe 
Tartars, (called in their own Language Kibicks, 
from their Tents) who have nothing todefend them- 
ſelves but their Scimeters, Bows and Arrows and very 
ſwift Horſes, for which Reaſon he intended to ſend a 
leſs numerous Army againrhem, which might more 
eaſily be furniſhed with Water and Proviſions, and 
cauſed new Forts to be raiſed in their Country for co- 
vering thoſe Mines which he intended to open there. 
The Perſians had long before an Eye upon the _ 
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Sand there, but the. Inhabitants choaked up tha 
Mouth of the River Daria on the Caſpian Sea, which 
gave Paſſage up to the Mountains from whence the 
Gold Sand was waſhed down, and diverted ir; 
Courſe into the flat Country. Part of Prince 
Bekewitz's Commiſſion was to reſtore Things to 
their former Condition with reſpe& to the ſail 
River, in order to keep open that Communication 
with the Mountains, and to avoid the troubleſome 
and dangerous Paſſage thither by Land through the 
Step or Beſart. M. Bliker, who had formerly been 
a Refiner in the Mines of Saxony, from whence he 
was ſent for to Ryſia, and made a Commiſſioner of 
the Mine Works, returned a ſecond Time from that 
Country to Petersburgh with Aſſays of the Gold Sand 
and Oar found there, three Ducats weight of which 
-:-— wag to contain two and one quarter of pure 
old. 

But this Undertaking and all others were laid 
aſide for a while, to make way for an Affair which 
his Czariſh Majeſty had more at Heart than any 
Thing elſe, and which may be looked upon as 
one of the moſt extraordinary Events of his Life. 
This was an Enquiry into the Crimes, and the 
Puniſhment of the Diſobedience of his Son Alexi 
Petroquitz, the Heir-apparent to his Crown, who, 
during his Abſence, had made his Eſcape out of the c 
Kingdom, in Breach of the Laws thereof, which c 
made it High-Treaſon for any one to travel into fo- 0 
reign Parts without the Czar's Licence. 0

News being now brought from Newogorod, that the 
Privy Counſellor Tolſtoy was come thither in his 
Way to Meſcow, with the Czarewitz, whom, by his 
Father's Orders, he had been ſent to fetch from 
Naples, and whom his Czariſh Majeſty deſign'd to

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£ ETER I. by the Grace of God, Czar and

© the States of the Ruſſian Nation. 

It is notorious and well known to the greateſt 
part of our faithful Subjects, and chiefly to thoſe 
who live in the Places of our Reſidence, or who 
are in our Service, with how much Care and Ap- 
plication we have cauſed our eldeſt Son Alexei to 
be brought up and educated, having given him 
for chat Purpoſe, from his Infancy Tutors to teach 
him the Raſian Tongue and foreign Languages, 
and others to inſtru& him in all Arts and Sciences, 
in order not only to bring him up in our Chriſtian 
Orthodox Faith of the Greek Confeſſion, but allo 
in the Knowledge of Political and Military Affairs, 
and likewiſe of the Conſtitution of foreign Coun- 
tries, their Cuſtoms and Languages, that through 
the reading of Hiltory and other Books, in all 
manner of Sciences becoming a Prince of his high 
Rank, he might acquire the Qualifications worthy 
of a Succeſſor to our Throne of Great-Ruſſia. 
Nevertheleſs we have ſeen with Grief, that all 
our Attention and Care for the Education and In- 
ſtruction of our Son, proved ineffectual and uſe- 
leſs, ſeeing he always ſwerv'd from his filial 
Obedience, ſhewing no Application for what was 
becoming a worthy Succeſſor, and {lighting the 
Precepts of the Malters we had appointed for him, 
but on the contrary frequenting diſorderly. Per- 
fons, from whom he could learn nothing good, 
< that could be advantageous and uleful to 
Im. 

We have not neglected often to endeayour to 
reclaim and bring him back to his Duty, ſome- 
times by Careſſes and gentle Means, ſometimes by 
Reprimands, ſometimes by paternal Corrections. 
We have more than once taken him along with 
us into our Army and the Field, to cauſe him to 
be iniſtructed in the Art of War, as one of the

But all our Care has been fruitleſs, and like the 


As we were reſolv'd to endeavour by all ima- 


chief Sciences for the Defeace of his Count 
taking Care all the while to keep him off from 
any dangerous Occaſion, and preſerving his Per. 
ſon, out of Regard to the Succeſſion, though wee. 
poled our own Perſon to thoſe Perils and Dangers, 
We have at other Times left him art 17; corp, 
— into his Hands a fort of Regency in the 
mpire, in order to form him in the Art of Go. 
vernment, and that he might learn how to reign 
after us. We have afterwards ſent him indo 
foreign Countries, in Hopes and ExpeQation, that 
ſeeing in his Travels Governments ſo well regu. 
lated, this would excite in him ſome Emulation, 
and an Inclination to apply himſelf to do well. 


Seed of the Doctrine fallen upon a Rock: For he 
has not only refuſed to follow that which is good, 
but even is come to hate it; without ſhew ing any 
Inclination or Diſpoſition either for Military or 
Political Affairs, he only and continually conversd 
with baſe and diſorderly Perſons, whoſe Morals 
were rude and abominable. 


ginable Means to reclaim him from that diſorderly 
Courſe, and inſpire him with an Inclination to 
converſe with Perſons of Virtue and Honour, we 
exhorted him to chuſe a Conſort among the Prin- 
ceſſes of the chief foreign Houſes, as is uſual in 
other Countries, and ach been practis d by our 
Anceſtors, the Czars of Ruſſia, who have con- 
tracted Alliances by Marriages with other Sove- 
reign Houſes ; and we left him at full Liberty to 
make a Choice. 

He declared his Inclination for the Princeſs, 
Grand-Daughter to the Duke of Holfembuttel then 
reigning, Siſter-in-Law to his Imperial Majeſty 
the Emperor of the Romans now reigning, and 
Couſin ro the King of Great-Þritain, and  hay- 
ing deſired us to procure him that Alliance, 
and permit him to marry that Princeſs, wt 
readily conſented thereunto, without any g- 
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to the great Expence which was neceſſarily oc. 
caſion'd by that Marriage; but after its Conſume 
mation, we found ourſelves diſappointed of the 
Hope we had, that the Change of tie Condition 
of our Son would produce good Fruit, and a 
Change in his bad Inclinations, but found quite 
the Reverſe of what we expected: For notwith- 
ſtanding his Spouſe was, as far as we have been 
able to obſerve, a wiſe, ſprightly Princeſs, and of 
a virtuous Conduct, and that he had himſelf made 
that Choice, he lived nevertheleſs with her in the 
greateſt Diſunion, while he redoubled his Affec- 
tion for lewd People, bringing thereby a Diſgrace 
upon our Houſe, before the foreign Princes, to 
whom that Princeſs was related, which drew 
upon us many Complaints and Keproaches. Theſe 
frequent Advices and Exhortations prov'd ineffec- 
tual, and on the contrary he violated at laſt the 
conjugal Faith, and gave his Aﬀection to a Pro- 
ſtitute of the moſt fervile and low Condition, 
living publickly in that Crime with her, to the 
great Contempt of his lawful Spouſe, who fnon 
after dy'd of. Sickneſs; but it was beliey'd that 
her Grief, occaſion'd by the diſorderly Life of her 

Husband, haſtened rhe End of her Days. 
When we ſaw his Reſolution to perſevere in 
his vicious Courſe, we declared co him at the Fu- 
neral of his Conſort, that if he did not for the 
future conform himſelf to our Will, and apply 
himſelf to Things becoming a Prince, preſump- 
tive Heir to ſo great an Empire, we would de- 
prive him of the Succeſſion, without any Regard 
to his being our only Son, (our ſecond Son was 
not then born) and that he ought not to rely upon 
his being ſo, becauſe we would rather cauſe for 
our Succeſſor a Stranger worthy thereof, than an 
unworthy Son; that we could not leave our Em- 
— to ſuch a Succeſſor, who would ruin and de- 
0 what the Father hath, by God's Aſſiſtance, 
eſtabliſh'd, and tarniſh the Glory and Honour of 
the Ruſſan Nation, for the acquiring of which

we had ſacrific d our Eaſe and our Health, wil. 
lingly expoſing our own Life on ſeveral Occ;. 
ſions; beſides that the Fear of God's Judgment 
would not permit us to leave the Government gf 
ſuch vaſt Territories in the Hands of one, whoſp 
Inſufficiency and Unworthineſs we were not ig. 
norant of. | 

In ſhort, we exhorted him, in the moſt preſſing 
Terms we could make Uſe of, to behave himfel; 
with Diſcretion, and gave him Time to repentang 
return to his Duty. 

His Anſwer to theſe Remonſtrances was, That 
he acknowledg'd himſelf guilty in all theſe Points; 
but alledging the Weakneſs of his Parts and Ge- 
nius, which did not permit him to apply himſelf 
to the Sciences and other Functions recommended 
to him, he own'd himſelf uncapable of our Svc. 
ceſſion, deſiring us to diſcharge him from the ſame, 
*N everthelels, we continu'd to exhort him with 
a paternal Affection, and joining Menaces to our 
Exhortations, we forgot nothing to bring him 
back to the right Way; and the Operations of 
War having oblig'd us to repair to Denmark, we 
left him at Petersbureb to give him Time to return 
to his Dutv, and mend his Ways. 

* And afterwards, upon the repeated Advices we 
receiv'd of the Continuation of his diſorderly Life, 
we ſent him Orders to come to us at Cperhazen 
to make the Campaign, that he might thereby the 
better form himſelf. 

But forgetting the Fear and Commandments ot 
God, who enjoyns Obedience even to private Pa- 
rents, and much more to thoſe who are at the 
ſame Time Sovereigns, our paternal Cares had no 
other Return than an unheard-of Ingratitude; for, 
initead of coming to us as he was order'd, he 
withdrew, taking along with him great Sums of 
Money, and his infamous Concubine, with whom 
he continu'd to live in a criminal Courſe. He put 
him'elf under the Protection of the Emperor, rat 
ſing againſt us, his Father and his Lord, a World 
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of Calumnies and falſe Reports, as if we did per- 
ſecute him, and intended, without Cauſe, to de- 
prive him of our Succeſſion ; alledging moreover, 
that even his Life was not ſafe if he continu'd 
with us, and deſiring the Emperor not only to 
give him Refuge in his Dominions, bur alto to 
protect him againſt us by Force of Arms. 

Every one may judge what Shame and Diſho- 
nour this Conduct of our Son hath drawn upon us 
and our Empire, in the Face of the whole World. 
The like Inſtance is hardly to be found in Hiſtory. 
The Emperor, tho inform'd of his Exceſſes, and 
how he had liv'd with his Conſort, Siſter-1n-Law 
to his Imperial Majeſty, thought fir, however, 
upon his prefling Inſtances, to appoint a Place 
where he might reſide ; and he deſired farther, that 
he might be ſo private there, that we might not 
come to the Knowledge of it. 

Mean while his long Stay having made us fear, 
out of a tender and farherly Affection, that ſome 
Misfortune had befallen him, we fent Perions 
ſeveral Ways to endeavour to get Intelligence of 
him, and after a great deal of Trouble, we were 
at laſt inform'd by the Captain of our Guard, 
Alexander Remanzeff, that he was privately kept 
in an Imperial Fortreſs in Tyrel : Whereupon we 
wrote a Letter with our oven Hand to the Empe- 
ror, to defire that he might be ſent back to us. 
But notwirhſtanding the Emperor's acquainting 
him with our Demands, and exhorting him to 
return to us, and ſubmit to our Will, as being his 
Father and Lord; yet he alledg'd with a great 
many Calumnies againſt us, that he ought not to 
be deliver'd into our Hands, as if we had been his 
Enemy ; and a Tyrant from whom he had nothing 
to expect but Death. * . 

* In ſhort, he perſuaded his Imperial Majeſty 
inſtead of ſending him back at that Time to us,

* mantecf aforeſaid, with a moſt preſling Letter, re- 

* preſenting how unjuſt it would be to detain our 
Son, contrary to all Laws divine and human; 
according to which private Parents, and with 
much more Reaſon thoſe who are beſides inveſted 
© with a Sovereign Authority, as we are, have an 
© unlimited Power over their Children, indepen. 
* dently of any other Judge; and we ſet forth on 
one Side, the juſt and affectionate Manner with 
© which we had always uſed our Son, and on the 
© other his Diſobedience; repreſenting, in the Con- 
* cluſion, the ill Conſequences and Animoſities the 
© Refuſal of delivering up our ſaid Son to us might 
© occaſion, becauſe we would not leave this Affair 
in that Condition. We order'd at the ſame Time 
© thoſe we ſent with that Letter to make verbal 
* Repreſentations even in more preſſing Terms, and 
declare that we ſhould be obliged to revenge, by 
all poſſible Means, ſuch detaining of our Son. 

* We wrote likewiſe to him a Letter with our 

* own Hand, to repreſent to him the Horror and 
* Impiety of his Conduct, and the Enormity of the 
Crime he had committed againſt us, his Father, 
© and how God threatened in his Laws to puniſh 
* diſobedient Children with eternal Death. 

© We threatened him as a Father with our Curſe, 
and, as his Lord, to declare him a Traytor to 
* his Country, unleſs he return'd and obey'd our 
N —— . and gave him Aſſurances, that if he 
© did as we deſired, and return d, we would par- 
© don his Crime. 

Our Envoys after many Solicitations, and the 
© aboveſaid Repreſentations made by us in Writ- 
© ing, and by them by Word of Mouth, at laſt ob- 
© tained Leaye of the Emperor to go and ſpeak to 
Our 
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our Son, in order to diſpoſe him to return 
Home. 

The Imperial Miniſters gave them, at the ſame 
Time, to underſtand, that our Son had informed 
the Emperor that we perſecuted him, and that 
his Life was not ſafe with us, whereby he had 
moved the Emperor's Compaſſion, — induced 
him to take him into his Protection; but that the 
Emperor, taking now into his Conſideration our 
true and ſolid Repreſentations, promiſed he would 
give Orders to endeavour by all poſſible Means 
to diſpoſe him to return to us, and would more- 
over declare to him that he could not in Juſtice 
and Equity refuſe to deliver him up to his Father, 


and fall out with us on that Account. 


* Our Envoys, upon their Arrival at Naples, 
having deſired to deliver to him our Letter, written 
with our own Hands, ſent us Word, that, he 
did not only refuſe to admit rhem, but thar the 
Emperor's Viceroy had found Means, by inviting 
him Home to his Houſe, to preſent them to him 
afterwards much againſt his Will. 

© He did then indeed receive our Letter, con- 
taining our paternal Exhortation, and threaten- 
ing our Curſe, but without ſhewing the leaſt In- 
clination to return; alledging {till a great many 
Falſities and Calumnies againſt us, as if, by Rea- 
ſon of ſeveral Dangers he had to apprehend from 
us, he could not and would not return ; and boaſt- 
ing that the Emperor had promiſed him not only 
to defend and protect him againſt us, but even 
to ſet him upon the Throne of Ryſia againſt our 
Will by Force of Arms. 

* Our Envoys perceiving this evil Diſpoſition, 
try'd all imaginable Ways to prevail with him 
to return: They intreated him, they expariated 
by Turns upon the Graciouſnels of our Aſſurances 
towards him, and upon our Threats in caſe of 
Diſobedience, and that we would even bring him 
away by Force of Arms. They declared to him, 
that the Emperor would not enter into a War 
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with us on his Account, and many other ſuch like 
Repreſentations did they make him. 
But he paid no Regard to all this, neither 
ſhew'd an Inclination to return to us, till the Im- 
perial. Viceroy, convinc'd at laſt of his Obſtina- 
cy, told him in the Emperor's Name, that lie 
ought to return, for that his Imperial Majeſty 
could not by any Law keep him from us, nor 
during the preſent War with Furby, and alſo in 
Italy with the King of Spain, embroil himſelf wich 
us upon his Account. 
Wen he ſaw how the Caſe ſtood, fearing he 
ſhould be delivered up to us whether he would 
or not, he at length reſolved to return Home, and 
declared his Mind to our Envoys, and to the Im- 
perial Viceroy. 
* He likewite wrote the ſame Thing to us, ac- 
knowledging himſelf to be a Criminal and blame- 
worthy. 
And in this manner he is arrived here. And 
albeit now our Son, by ſo long a Courſe of cri- 
minal Diſobedience againſt us his Father and 
Lord, for many Years, and particularly for the 
Diſhonour he hath caſt upon us in the Face of the 
World, by withdrawing himſelf, and raiſing Ca- 
lumnies of us, as if we were an unnatural Fa- 
ther, and for oppoſing his Sovereign, hath de- 
ſery'd to be punith'd with Death. 
* Nevertheleſs our paternal Affection inclines us 
to have Mercy upon him, and we therefore par- 
don his Crimes, and exempt him from all Punith- 
ments of the {ame. 
But conſidering his Unworthineſs, and the Se- 
ries of his irregular Conduct above deſcribed, we 
cannot in Conſcience leave to him after us, the 
Succeſſion to the Throne of Rauſſa, foreſeeing that 
by his vicious Courſes he would entirely deſtroy 
the Glory of our Nation, and the Safety of our 
Dominions, which through God's Aſſiſtance we 
have requir'd and eftablith'd by an inceſſant Ap- 
plication ; for it is notorious, and known to every 
one, 
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one, how much it hath coſt us, and with what 
Efforts we have not only recover'd the Provinces 
which the Enemy had uturp'd from our Empire, 
but alſo conquer'd ſeveral conſiderable Towns 
and Countries, and with what Care we have 
cauſed our People to be inſtructed in all Sorts of 
Military and Civil Sciences, to the Glory and 
Advantage of the Nation and Empire. 

* Now, as we ſhould pity our States and our 


faithful Subjects, if by ſuch a Succeſſor we ſhould 


throw them back into a much worſe Condition 
than ever they were yet: 

So by the paternal Authority, in Virtue of 
which, by the Laws of our Empire, even any 
of our Subjects may diſinherit a Son, and give 
his Succeſſion to ſuch other of his Sons as he 
pleaſes: 

And in Quality of Sovereign Prince, in Con- 
ſideration of the Safety of our Dominions, we do 
deprive our ſaid Son Alexis, for his Crimes and 
Unworthineſs of the Succeſſion after us, to our 
Throne of Ruſſia, even though there ſhould not 
remain a ſingle Perſon of our Family after us. 
And we do conſtitute and declare Succeſſor to 
the ſaid Throne after us, our ſecond Son Peter, 
— yet very young, having no Succeſſor that is 
older, | 

* We lay upon our ſaid Son Alexis our paternal 
Curſe, if ever, at any Time, he pretends to, or 
reclaims the ſaid Succeſſion. 

And we deſire our faithful Subjets, whether 
Ecclefiaſtick or Seculars, of all Ranks and Con- 
ditions, and of the whole Rafian Nation, that 
in Conformity to this Conſtitution and our Will 
they acknowledge and conſider our ſaid Son Pe- 
ter, appointed by us to ſucceed, as lawful Succeſ- 
tor, and that agreeably to this our Conſtitution 
they confirm the Whole by Oath before the Holy 
Altar, upon the Holy Golpel, kifling the Cross. 

* And all thoſe who ſhall ever, at any Time, op- 
poſe this our Will, and who from this Day for- 
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* ward ſhall dare to conſider our Son Alexis as Sue. 
ceſſor, or to aſſiſt him for that Purpoſe, we de- 
clare them Traytors to us and their Country, 
* And we have order'd that theſe Preſents ſhall be 
* every where [publiſhed and promulgated, to the 
End no Perſon may pretend Ignorance. 


Done at Moſcexw, the third 
of February, 1718, O.S. 
Signed with our Hand, 
and ſeal d with our Seal. 


On the 11th of February the C⁊areuitz Alexis, be- 
ing arrived with the Sieur Tolſtoy at foſcoxv, he 
waited the ſame Night on the Czar, his Father, 
with whom he had a long Conference. The next 
Day a great Council was held, and his Czariſh Ma- 
jeſty having reſolved to exert in a very ſolemn 
Manner his Juſtice upon the ſaid Prince for his 
Diſobedience and Breach of the Laws, Orders were 
given for the neceſſary Preparations to be made 
for that Purpoſe. Accordingly the 14th, before 
break of Day, the Regiment of Guards, and Gar- 
riſon of the City, being under Arms, were poſted 
round the Caſtle, ſo as to ſecure all the Gates and 
Avenues; and Orders were ſent, at the ſame Time, 
to all his Majeſty's Miniſters, Boyars, and Coun- 
ſellors, to repair to the great Hall in rhe Caſtle, 
and to the Clergy to aſſemble in the Cathedral. 
Then the great Bell was toll d, and the Prince was 
brought in as a Priſoner, without his Sword; and 
being carried into the Czar's Preſence, who was 
ſtanding in the Hall, in the midſt of the great 
Men of his Kingdom, preſented a Writing to his 
Majeſty, containing a Confeſſion of his Crime, and 
in Tears fell at his Feet. The Czar gave the Pa- 
per to Baron Schaffiref, his Vice-Chancellor, and 
afrerwards raiſing his unhappy Son from the 
Ground, demanded of him what was his Deſire ? 


The Prince implor'd his Mercy, and begged he 


would 
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would ſave his Life. His Majeſty granny his Re- 
S 


queſt, but told him he had cut himſelf off from the 
Hopes of inheriting his Crown; that he muſt ſo- 
lemnly renounce the Succeſſion, and acknowledge 
the ſame under his Hand; which he anſwer'd he 
was ready to perform. The Czar then expoſtulated 
with him upon his Diſobedience, and ask'd him 
who were the Adviſers of his late Eſcape ? Upon 
which the Prince drew near and whiſper' d him, 
and they went together into an adjoining Room, 
where it is ſuppoſed he named the Perſons, which 
is the more probable, becauſe ſoon after three Cou- 
riers were diſpatched ſeveral Ways. 

His Majeſty and the Prince being returned into 
the Hall, the Prince ſigned an Inſtrument, ſetting 
forth, that finding himſelf unqualified for Govern- 
ment, he therefore diſclaimed any Right of Succeſ- 
ſion to the Crown. Then ſeveral Articles, con- 
taining a long D:duftion of the Cauſes of his Ma- 
jeſty's excluding his eldeſt Son from the Succeſſion 
were read aloud. This being done, the Minitters, 
Boyars, Officers, and others, who were preſent 
ſwore upon the Goſpel, and ſubſcribed an Oath, ot 
which — printed Copies had been prepared, 
importing, that the Czar having by his Letters de- 
clared that he had excluded from the Crown the 
Czarewitz Alexis Petrowwitz, and had appointed his 
ſecond Son the Prince-Royal Peter Petrowitz, to ſuc- 
ceed him ; they own'd the Legality of this his Ma- 
jeſty's Decree, acknowledged the ſaid Peter Petro- 
Wwitz to be the undoubred Succeſſor to the Crown, 
engaged to ſtand by him with their Lives againſt 
any that ſhould dare to oppoſe him, and never 
would, under any Pretence whatſoever, adhere to 
Prince Alexis Petrowitr, or aſſiſt him in the Reco- 
very of the ſaid Succeſſion. Then the Company 
repair'd to the Cathedral, where the Czar, in a 
long Speech, ſet forth his Son's undutiful Behavi- 
our, and evil Conduct; after which, the Clergy 
ſwore and ſubſcribed the Oath above-mentioned ; 
this being ended, the Company was diſmiſs d, and 
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his Majeity returned to his Apartment. The ſaid 
Oath was afterwards adminiſter'd to all the pub. 
lick Officers, and other Inhabitants of Afeſccw, why 
were not preſent at the Solemnity ; and Orders 
were ſent for doing the like all over the RHLan 


Empire, and his Majeſty's Armies abroad. The 


Prince was kept under Confinement, and no Bod 
admitted to him bur the Heer Teiftoy, and ſuch other; 
as were appointed by the Czar. | 
The Oath which the excluded Prince took on the 


14th of March, when he renounced his Pretgnſions 
to the Succeſſion, was as follows : 


IT The underwritten promiſe upon the Holy Goſ- 
; [ pe], that as I am, through the Crime which I 
have committed againſt his Czarith Majeſty, my 
Lord and Father, excluded by my own Fault from 
the Succeſſion to the Throne of Ruſſia, as is ſet 
forth in an Inſtrument for that Purpoſe, ſo I ac- 
knowledge and own that Excluſion to be juſt, 

having deſerved the ſame by my Fault and In- 
dignity ; and I oblige myſelf, and ſwear before 
the Almighty God as the Sovereign Judge, to 
ſubmit in every Thing to the Will of my Father, 
never to ſue for his Succeſſion, pretend or deſire 
the ſame, nor to accept it upon any Pretence 
whatſoever. And I acknowledge my Brother the 
Czarewitz, Peter Petrozvitz, for his lawful Succeſ- 
ſor. In Teſtimony whereof, I kiſs the Holy 


Croſs, and ſubſcribe theſe Preſents with my own 
Hand.

I that whereas our moſt gracious Sovereign the 
* Czar, PETER ALEXOWIT2z, has cauſed circular 
Letters to be publithed thro' his Empire, to notify 
that he has thought fit to exclude his Son Prince 
Alexis Petrowitz, from the Throne of Ruſſia, and to 
* appoint for his Succeſſor to the Crown his ſecond 
Son the Prince Royal Peter Petrowitz : I therefore 
* ſwear before the Almighty God, that I acknow- 
edge this Order and Regulation made by his Ma- 
« jeſty in Favour of the ſaid Prince Peter Petrowwitz, 
* to be juſt and lawful, and entirely conform and 
* ſubmit myſelf to the ſame, promiſing always to

On the 18th of February, at Midnight, the Houfe 
of M. Kiken, | at Petersbureh | Commiſſioner ot the 
Admiralty, and formerly the Czar's great Favon- 
rite, was ſurrounded by fifty Grenadiers; the Czar's 
Diſpleaſure being ſignified to him in his Bed, he 
was forthwith put in Irons, and carry'd away in 
ſuch Haſte that he hardly had Time to take Leave 
in a few Words of his Lady. The Siberian Cxare- 
witz, and all the Servants of the Ruſian Cxareꝛtitx 
had the ſame Fate, and were moſt of them carried 
away fetter'd on the 22d of Tth:rary to Ascot. 

N 5 Orders 
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Orders were ſent at this Time, to Prince Menz 
koff, at Petersburgh, to ſeize the Knees Waſſili Wels 
dimirowitz, Dolgoruki, and to ſend him with a ſtrong 
Guard to Moſcoav. He was Lieutenant-General, Co- 
lonel of the Guards of Preobrazinski, Knight of the 
Daniſh Order of the 123 and, till that Time, 
General Inquiſitor or Director of the Commiſſion 
eſtabliſhed for enquiring into the Miſmanagement 
of the Czar's Revenues. Accordingly, Prince Aſen- 
zikeff went to his Houſe with a good Number of 
Soldiers, and notified to him his Niſgrace, upon 
which the Prince Colgoruki delivered his Sword to 
him with theſe few Words: I have a good Conſcience, 
and but one Head to loſe. He was carried to the For- 
treſs the ſame Evening, and in the mean Time 
Prince Afenzikef went with the like Commiſſion 
to the Senator Peter Matuewitz Apraxin, the Great 
Admiral's Brother, who was afterwards clear'd ; 
to Abraham Fedrowitz Lopuchin, who, till then, was 
only confined to his Houſe ; to the Senator Sama- 
rin; to Moineſf; to Woreff ; to Ivan Waſſilewitz Ki- 
kin, Alexander Kikin's Brother ; and to nine other 
Perlons. 

Prince MentikF, after this, according to Orders 
ſent from the Czar to him and the whole Senate at 
Peteriburgb, called together the Army, and the States 
of the Nobility, of the Burghers, and of the Pea- 
fants, to take the Oath of Fidelity to Prince Peter 
Petreavitz, the Czar's ſecond Son, as next Heir to 
the Crown, which Ceremony was accordingly per- 
formed with great Pomp on the gth of March, in the 
Church of the Holy Trinity. 

The Grand Inquiſition at Moſcow ſtill went on 
with their Proceedings againſt the Priſoners brought 
thither from Petersburgh. There were two diffe- 
rent Proceſſes, one of which related to the Czare- 
witz, and the other to the late Carina, (who had 
been carried from the Monaſtery of Suſdal to Mol- 
ccxv) and Major-General Glebf ; the former of 
which Proceſſes was finiſhed at Petersburgh, * 
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the latter at Moſcow. The Concourſe of People at 
Moſcow was extraordinary on this Occaſion. The 
whole Court was there, with the greater Part of 
the Generals and other ſuperior Officers, the Chiefs 


of the Clergy and gy, - all Ruſſia, had alſo 
been ſummoned thither. he Procetfions of the 


Clergy, who, at different Times, went in their 


Coaches, and with their whole Train to the Czar's 
Palace, to the Trial of their Brother the Biſhop of 
Roſtoff, made a noble Appearance: But what moſt 
deferved every one's Attention was, to hear the 
Czar himſelf, contrary to the Cuſtom of his Prede- 
ceſſors, make Speeches to the Clergy and the great 
Men of his Dominions in the great Hall, repre- 
ſenting to them and the People, with his natural 
Eloquence (in which Accompliſhment, as well as 
that of expreſſing himſelf in Writing, he had no 
Equal among his Subjects) the Danger to which his 
Government had been expoſed, and the Horror of 
the Crime of High-Treaſon. Upon which, Daſſifei 
the Biſhop of Roſtoff, and Puſtinoi the Conteſlor of 
the late Czarina, were diveſted of their Eccleſiaſti- 
cal Habit, and deliver'd up co the ſecular Arm. 

On theſe Solemnities the Czar appear'd in his 
uſual Dreſs, nor could any Body remember to have 
ſeen him in that extraordinary Pomp in which his 
Predeceſſors uſed to appear, he being naturally an 
Enemy to all Pageantry, and affecting a plain 
Dreſs and ſmall Rat Even at the Time we 
are ſpeaking of, in the midit of the Diſturbances in 
his own Family, he had never above two or three 
Servants attending his Sled, in which he was car- 
ried up and down the City, both Night and Day, 
he being the moſt active Perſon in the Affair of 
the Inquiſition, though the Direction of it was 
committed to the Privy-Counſellor M. Jolſtoy, and 
the Senator Aſuſſn Puſchkin. 

Thę Senator Samarin was acquitted; as was alſo 
Count Peter Matuewitz Apraxin, Senator, and for- 
merly Governor of Aſtracan, becauſe nothing could 

made out azainſt the latter, except his adyaucing 
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three Thouſand Roubles to the Czarewitz, upon 
his Departure from Petersburgh for Germany, with- 
out kngwing,what were his Deſigns. But the 


Prince Faſſli Nolodimircgvitx Dolgoruki, Licutenant- 
Generdß was order'd to be continued under cloſe 
Confinetgenr. 

The principal Perſons involved in this Grand In- 


quiſition, were (beſides the Czarewitz and Aikin) 
the former Czarina Ottoleſa Federoguna, of the Family 
of Lopuchin; her Father Confeſſor; Maria Alexecura, 
the Czar's Siſter by the half Blood; the &aresvitz 
of Hberĩa; the Boyar Stepan Glebeff; Doſſifei, Biſhop 


of Roieff ; and the Treaſurer of the Monaſtery of 


S::/dal, of which the Boyar Glebsf,, the Bithop 
Defifei, Kitin, the Treaſurer of the Monaſtery of 
Siiſdal, and another Ruſſian, were executed in the 
Publick Market-Place of the City of Moſccæo, on the 
26th of March; Gleleff was empaled alive, and the 
others broke on the Wheel; the Corpſe of the Bi- 
ſhop was burnt, but his Head, with thoſe of Ki- 
kin, and the gther Ruſſian, were put on high Poles, 
on the four HMtners of a high ſquare Wall erected 
jor that Pugs, and the empaled Corpſe of Ge- 
{:F placed M the middle. Baklanefsky, the Czar's 
Page, and ſome Nuns, had their Sentence mitigate, 
but ſuffered ſevere corporal Puniſhments. This 
Bak/anetshy had been the Spy of Kikin, even in the 
Crar's Cloſet, and was engaged by him, for a Bribe 
of twenty Thouſand Roubles, to ſend him timely 
Notice, in caſe of any approaching Danger, that 
he might make his Eſcape ; accordingly, when the 
Czar was writing with his own Hand an Order to 
Prince Menziteff to fend Kikin Priſoner to Meſcoæv, 
Baklanofity, who had ſtood behind the Czar all that 
Time, went directly to the Poſt-Houſe, and diſ- 
patched an Expreſs to Kikin at Petersburgh, who ar- 
rived there almoſt at the ſame Time with the Cou- 
rier of the Czar, but yet too late. The Czar ſuſ- 
petting the ſudden diſappearing of the Page, ſent 
into the City to enquire What he had been ny 
an 
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and ſo his Practices were diſcovered, and he was 
confined with the reſt of the Priſoners. 

Euphroſine, the Czarewitz's Miſtreſs, was ſet at 
Liberty, not only in Conſideration of the open Con- 
feſſions ſhe had made, but alſo becauſe the made ir 
appear, that by her Perſuaſions ſhe had much con- 
tributed to the Czarewitz's Return. She was of 
very mean Extraction, being a Finlandiſb Captive ; 
and ſhe pretended that the Czarewitz forced her to 
comply with his Will with a Knife drawn, and 
threatening her with Death. It is maintained by 
ſeveral, that after her firſt Ly ing- in, and upon her 
conforming with the Ruſſian Faith, ſhe was actu- 
ally married to the Czarewitz, when they were on 
their Journey, by a Grecian Prieſt, who was like- 
wiſe ſeized at Leipziz, and carried Priſoner to Na. 
This Circumſtance appeared the more probavie, be- 
cauſe the ſaid Miſtrets having obtained his Czariſh 
Majeſty's full Pardon, and having had ſeveral 
Jewels reſtored to her, with this Neclararion, that 
if ſhe had a Mind to marry, ſhe ſhould rec-i-e a 
handſome Portion out of the Czar's IT reatursy ; ke 
made this Anſwer : I firſt yielded to one Jan's Fil 
out of Force, henceforth no other ſhall come near my Side, 

The Emperor of Germany being not at all ſatisfy' d 
with ſome Expreſſions uſed in the Czar's Manif-to 
before- mentioned, partic 11larly where it ſays, That 
his Imperial Majeſty had not only adviſed that un- 
fortunate Prince to return Home, but even threa- 
tened to refuſe him his Protection, if he did not 
comply with his Father's Delires; his Imperial 
Majeity notified to the Diet of the Empire, That 
the C:ar had been mifinfocm'd in that Point; and 
that he had never perſuaded that Prince to return 
Home: On rhe contrary, that if he had intimated 
to his Imperial Majeſty his Reſolution not to do 
ſo, he would not have refuſed him his Protection, 
to which he had ſo jaſt a Claim, both by the Law 
of Nations, and by his being fo nearly related to 
him. The Emperor wrote, on this Occaſion, the 
following Letter to his Czariſh Majeſty. 

CHARLES 
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0 HARLES VI. Emperor of the Romans, &. 
c As we cultivate your Serenity's Friendſhip 
* with a particular Affection, and are deſirous con- 
« ſtantly to preſerve it, as much as in us lies, the 
5 Proof of your grateful Diſpoſitions towards us, on 
Account of the Favours beſtowed by us on Prince 
* Alexis your Son, as is more at large expreſſed in 
* your Serenity's Letter to us of the 21ſt of March 
* lalt, was very acceptable to us: But we were af- 
* fected in a different manner, when we ſaw the 
* Manifeſto publiſhed by your Serenity, in ſeveral 
© Paſſages of which it is ſaid, that Prince Alexis 
* had been prevailed upon by our Perſuaſton and 
* Exhortation, to return into his own Country ; 
and even, as the ſaid Manifeſto inſinuates, by our 
© Threatenins him in ſome manner; when the 
© Truth is, that we ſo far referred the whole Mat- 
* ter to his own Judgment, that as we did not 
* hinder him when he was willing to go Home, fo 
* likewiſe, in cafe he had refuſed to return, he 
* ſhould, according to the Law of Nations, and 
* out of the Regard due to a Prince related to us, 
have found farther Protection and Refuge at our 
Hands, till ſome Means or other had offer'd for 
* his Reconciliation : We have thought fit to give 
* your Serenity this genuine Information of our 
* paſt Behaviour, and preſent Sentiments in this 


Affair; and ſo we wiſh you all Sort of Proſpe- 
* rity. 


Laxembureh, near Vienna, 
May 8, 1718. 


His Czariſh Majeſty arrived at Petersturgb from 
Afoſceav, on the qth of April, and immediately went 
to the Dock, and ordered the Men of War newly 
built there ro be launch'd as ſoon as the Harbour 
was clear of Ice. His Maieſty having taken Um- 
brage at the Armiment made by the tates-Gene- 
ral of the United Proyinces, at this Time, for the 

Þaltick, 
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Baltick, as if it was deſigned to compel Sweden to 
make a ſeparate Peace with the King of Great- 
Britain, Prince Kurakin, his Ambaſſador, preſented 
a Memorial to the States on that Subject, and 
their High Mightineſſes being highly diſſatisfy'd 
with ſome Expreſſions uſed by that Miniſter, it 
was reſolved that their Deputies for foreign Affairs

That their High Mightineſſes are obliged to com- 
plain of thoſe who have given his Czariſh Ma- 
« jeſty an Information ſo abuſive, and they can 
judge no otherwiſe than that ſuch Informations 
« mult have been given by Perſons who are ill 
affected to their State, or are jealous of the good 
« Underſtanding which their High Mightineſſes 
have the good Fortune to cultivate with his Cza- 
« riſh Majeſty, and endeavouring thereby to excite 
« a Dithdence and Miſunderſtanding between them. 
That their High Mightineſſes, to expreſs their 
« ſincere Sentiments thereupon, are obliged to de- 
« clare, that they have not been ſollicited by an 
foreign Potentate whatſoever, to make the ſaid 
« Naval Armament, but that the frequent Troubles 
« that have been given to the Navigation and Com- 
« merce of their Subjects, and their juſt Complaints

© Thar their High Mightineſſes have hitherto ob- 
© ſerved an exact Neutrality in Relation to the 
War in the North, and their Intention 1s to con- 
tinue the ſame, but that the Damage they have 
© hitherto ſuffered by that War, has made them 
always wiſh that it might be entirely terminated, 
the . the better by a gencral Peace; and 
that if their High Mightineſſes could in any man. 
© ner contribute to it with the Conſent of all the 
Parties that are in the War, they ſhould be ex- 
© tremely willing to do it. 


About the latter End of Hay, the ſirſt Conference
